Wolf now resides in Annapolis, 
Maryland — some distance from 
Lambeau Field. 

Physically distant he may be, follow- 
ing his official retirement as the 
Packers’ executive vice president and 
general manager on June 1 of this year, 
but the tireless Pennsylvanian is cer- 
tain to be long and fondly remembered 
in Titletown — in the same vein, 
deservedly, as such historical giants as 
team founder E.L. ‘Curly’ Lambeau and 
the legendary Vince Lombardi. 

Wolf, who was to subsequently 
thrive as a man of few words and many 
accomplishments, arrived in Green Bay 
November 27, 1991, with a mandate to 
rescue the Green and Gold from a 
quarter-century of mediocrity, an 
assignment which prompted him to 
succinctly assert, “| was brought here 
to win," 

And win, in the decade to follow, the Packers 
did — in large part because of the astute and 
indomitable leadership he brought to the team’s 
football operations — and the "cast' he assem- 
bled to execute one of the most electrifying turn- 
arounds in NFL annals...rewardingly punctuated 
by Green Bay's first Super Bowl victory in near- 
ly three decades and back-to-back appearances 
in professional football's ultimate game. 

During the history-making process, he made a 
more profound impact upon the Packers organ- 
ization and its on-field fortunes than anyone 
since the revered Lombardi, who had arrived in 
Green Bay with a similar mission 32 years earli- 
er. Over Wolf's 1992-2000 tenure, the Packers 
compiled the NFL's second-winningest regular- 
season record, a 92-52 mark for a .639 percent- 
age — a reading bettered during this span only 
by the San Francisco 49ers — recorded seven 
straight winning seasons and made six consec- 
utive playoff appearances. 

Appropriately, the New Freedom, Pa., native 
was enshrined in the Packer Hall of Fame in July 
of 2000, for converting the Green and Gold from 
perennial also-rans into consistent winners and 
the standard of the pro football world, exempli- 
fied by the fact they also have mounted the 
NFL's best regular-season won-lost record since 
the 1993 institution of free agency (83-45, a 
648 winning percentage). 

The complete list of the Packers’ accomplish- 
ments during Wolf's aggressive stewardship, 
launched with the hiring of 49ers offensive coor- 
dinator Mike Holmgren as head coach and the 
acquisition of Brett Favre as a franchise quarter- 
back in 1992, is both long and lustrous. {t 
includes:

‘NFL Executive of the Year' by The Sporting 
News. 

Wolf, reflecting upon the overall record from 
his perspective on the day he announced his 
retirement, observed with pardonable satisfac- 
tion, ‘What people said couldn't happen 
here...happened here (building a winner in 
Green Bay)...I'm proud of that."

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Even before the new millenium dawned in January of 2000, Bob 
Harlan was assured of a prominent plateau in the Green Bay 
Packers’ unique and remarkable history. 

In large measure because he, as the team's president and chief 
executive officer, had been the catalyst in triggering a major com- 
petitive revival that brought Green Bay its third Super Bowl cham- 
pionship in the mid-'90s — and a return to perennial contender 
status — accomplishments spawned by the inspired hiring of Ron Wolf in 1991 to preside over the 
Club's football operations. 

More recently, however, Harlan has achieved even greater eminence among the nine presidents the 
organization has had by conceiving, orchestrating and assuring the $295 million redevelopment of 
Lambeau Field, a project critical to the organization's long-term survival in the National Football 
League. 

Now amid a three-year construction process, it clearly ranks among the most singular achieve- 
ments in the team's distinguished annals, which have been replete with economic challenges and 
eventual solutions. A key element involved a referendum calling for the outlay of $169.1 million in 
public funds to complement a $125.9 million contribution from the Packers and, to a substantial 
extent, its ultimate approval represented a personal victory for the genial lowan, whose career-long 
integrity was, unquestionably, a significant factor in the referendum's positive result. 

In its wake, and in light of his previous achievements, there is the perception that Harlan might well 
have set himself apart from all of his predecessors in the office with this latest addition to his already 
imposing resume, one which includes: 


« The aforementioned hiring of Wolf, initiating an on-field renaissance that has seen the Packers 
post eight winning records in the past nine seasons, including seven straight from 1992-98, and play- 
off appearances six years in a row — a club record; 


« Presiding over a historic move — the 1994 decision to leave Milwaukee, ending a 63-year stay, 
and play all home games in Green Bay; 


* Launching the fourth stock sale in the club's history in 1997, a mechanism which produced 
more than $20 million in "new money’ and in excess of 100,000 new shareholders; and 


¢ Authorizing the construction of the Don Hutson Center, the team’s “state of the art’ indoor prac- 
tice facility. 


Considerable contributions, all, but passage of the stadium referendum — and everything that it 
represents — may well go down as the hallmark achievement of Harlan's highly-progressive admin- 
istration, now in its 13th year. 

There is the profound impression that the sincerity of his message — his oft-stated conviction that 
a redeveloped Lambeau Field was the best and only hope to save the franchise and preserve 
"Lambeau" — was, ultimately, the key factor in putting the "Yes" vote over the top, by a 53-to-47 per- 
cent margin. 

In the process, the Packers’ 64-year-old CEO paid a high price, from the personal standpoint, to 
deliver it. He had literally dedicated almost all of his waking hours to the project over an eight-month 
span, beginning on January 22, 2000, when he and John Jones, the club's senior vice president of 
administration, unveiled drawings of the proposed Lambeau Field redevelopment at a press confer- 
ence in the gymnasium of the Packers’ administration building. 

A tireless and proactive leader, Harlan subsequently became the first president in the team's histo- 
ry to take his case directly to the fans in a very personal, one-on-one manner — even to the point of 
making appearances at local companies as early as 5:30 a.m. to shake hands with shift workers, 
deliver his message and answer any questions that might arise. He also could be seen at a high 
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school football game, greeting fans before the game, welcoming their questions and urging them to 
vote "Yes" in the September 12 referendum. 

From an overall perspective, Harlan already had guided the organization through one of the most 
eventful and challenging decades in its long history, en route to the new millenium, with a sure and 
steady hand. 

Now in his 31st year in the Packers’ front office, one of the longest tenures in team history, Harlan's 
imposing list of accomplishments has earned him respect throughout the National Football League 
as a visionary and aggressive leader — and one poised to deal with the major challenges that 
inevitably lie ahead. 

Well suited to his role in the demanding era of free agency and the salary cap, he has responded 
swiftly and decisively to the diverse and complex problems it has presented, notable among them by 
the hiring of former agent Andrew Brandt to handle all player contracts and monitor the "cap." 

And to one situation he had not expected to encounter at this point in time — Wolf's retirement as 
____ the team's executive vice president and general manager with three years remaining on his contract 
. — after presiding over one of the great turnabouts in pro football history. 

Once assured that Wolf would not be changing his mind about calling it a career, Harlan was char- 
acteristically decisive and expeditious, carefully weighing his options and then naming Head Coach 
Mike Sherman to the companion role of executive vice president and general manager on February 
1, 2001 — the first such dual arrangement the organization has had since 1980. 

Over his decade-plus tenure as president, Harlan repeatedly has proven to be a man of his word — 
fulfilling the pledge he made when he took office. When he was elected president and chief execu- 
tive officer of the Green Bay Packers, Inc., on June 5, 1989, he promptly established an ambitious 
agenda for himself and the organization, announcing, "| want to move this franchise ahead in every 
area, 

"We've got to be successful from top to bottom to succeed. And," he promised, “we're going to 
succeed,” 

Succeed, assuredly, he and the Packers have — beyond all reasonable expectations, both corpo- 
rately and competitively. The organization he heads up today — currently being cited as a model for 

“ franchises across the entire spectrum of professional sports — reigns as one of the NFL's elite, the 
standard of professional football. 

Thus, in his multi-faceted tenure as club president, Harlan has taken his place among the most pro- 
ductive and accomplished chief executives in the Green Bay Packers’ long and storied history. 

The crowning achievement of his administration to date, clearly, has been the return of the 
Lombardi Trophy to Green Bay — which became a long-awaited reality in January of 1997 when the 
Packers triumphed over New England in Super Bowl XXXI. He also is respected throughout the NFL 
for the extensive and innovative agenda he has implemented since taking over the office of president 
and chief executive officer. 

A member of the club's front office since 1971, the veteran Packer official made two major and his- 
toric decisions late in the 1991 season, moves that have had a profoundly positive effect upon the 
Green Bay franchise and its future. Convinced the organization was merely treading water competi- 
tively, he first relieved then-executive vice president Tom Braatz of his responsibilities November 20, 
1991, and, one week later, named former Raiders personnel chief Wolf as executive vice president 
and general manager, with total authority over football operations, 

In the light of subsequent events, the latter decision already ranks among the most significant in 
the 82-year history of the Packers, the NFL's only publicly-owned franchise. Wolf was chosen 'NFL 
Executive of the Year’ following his first full season with the Packers, which saw him hire ex-49ers 
offensive coordinator Mike Holmgren to replace Lindy Infante as head coach and acquire Pro Bowl 
quarterback Brett Favre in pro football's most acclaimed trade of 1992. He subsequently “recruited" 
perennial Pro Bowl defensive end Reggie White, the game's most sought-after unrestricted free 
agent, in 1993. 

During the productive interim, which saw Favre and White provide the foundation for success, the 
Packers advancing to the playoffs for six consecutive years — the first such accomplishment in fran- 
chise history — climaxing their 1996 achievements by reaching and winning the Super Bowl for the 
first time in 29 years and following that singular achievement by returning to the Super Bowl in 
January of 1998. 

Holmgren had responded to his original challenge by directing the Packers to a 9-7 record —a five- 
victory improvement over '91 — in his first season, one in Which Favre established himself as the 

Packers’ field general, and to two more 9-and-7 marks in both 1993 and 1994, thus bringing Green 

Bay three consecutive winning seasons for the first time since 1965-66-67 and the Lombardi Era. He 

next led the Green and Gold to an 11-5 record in 1995 and their first NFC Central Division title since 

fi 1972, surpassed that considerable achievement by escorting them to a record-tying, 13-3 regular 
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season record in 1996 and the team’s first Super Bowl title since 1967, then escorted his defending 

champions to another 13-3 season en route to a third straight division title in 1997 and a return trip 

to the Super Bowl. Holmgren closed out his seven-year tenure in Green Bay by leading the Packers s 
to a sixth straight playoff berth in 1998 before resigning to head up the football operations of the 

Seattle Seahawks. 

Although the hiring of Wolf subsequently was to become the centerpiece in a series of key moves 
Harlan has effected over the past decade, he lost little time initiating his first major project once he 
was elected, during the organization's annual shareholders’ meeting June 5, 1989. Just ten weeks 
later, in late August of 1989, he announced plans to construct 1,920 club seats — a historic first in 
Lambeau Field — and 36 new private boxes, an $8,263,000 expansion. It was completed in time for 
the start of 1990 preseason play. 

A firm believer in the importance of ongoing, person-to-person dialogue with the team’s fans, 

Harlan also scheduled and staged the first "Breakfast with the Packers* functions in club history, gath- 
erings for fans selected at random by computer, at which he invited questions and feedback from 
them about the Packers organization. 

Committed to making the fans’ day at the stadium as enjoyable as possible, he in 1990 also direct- 
ed the formation of a comprehensive program designed to encourage responsible drinking by fans in 
Lambeau Field, and in 1993 implemented a no-smoking policy in the stadium seating areas at all 
home games. Results in the first 11 years of the responsible drinking program's existence indicate 
it has been a success, with arrests for misconduct down appreciably from previous years. 4 

In early 1989, while still executive vice president of administration, Harlan was the catalyst in the 
implementation and development of a long-term marketing program, launched with the hiring of a 
director of marketing and the opening of an official outlet store in the Packers’ administration build- 
ing, a project which has become a solid success in the intervening 11 years and has produced even 
greater dividends following a major expansion of the team pro shop and on the heels of the club's 
recent success. 

In 1992, he initiated plans for a comprehensive upgrade and expansion of the team's administra- 
tion building and training quarters — a 20,000-square foot addition, encompassing a 74-by-80 foot 
gymnasium with a suspended running track as well as new public relations and marketing offices. 

The project, completed in time for the opening of 1993 training camp, also permitted enlargement of 
the team pro shop to 2,000 square feet — six times its original size. 

Two years later, in 1994, Harlan authorized and directed the construction of The Don Hutson Center 
— the finest such indoor practice structure in professional football — which was completed in time 
for use during the ‘94 season. 

Also in 1994, he presided over a momentous move — the decision to leave Milwaukee and play all 
home games in Green Bay, a potentially sensitive issue since the Packers had had a 62-year presence 
in the state's largest city since 1933. But as a condition of the transfer, necessitated by addressing ‘ 
an annual $2.5 million disparity in income which resulted from playing games in County Stadium, 

Harlan made sure Milwaukee's fans were not forgotten, offering them a three-game ticket package in 
Lambeau Field. 

The latter expressed their appreciation in highly positive terms, 96 percent of Milwaukee's 48,000 
season ticket holders subsequently availing themselves of the opportunity. 

Five years ago, he facilitated two other major additions to the Packer complex — 90 new private 
boxes spanning the north end zone of Lambeau Field and the construction of an auxiliary press box 
to enhance the stadium's accommodations for the media. 

(In 1997, convinced that the organization was in need of additional capital reserves to be competi- 
tive well into the 21st century — via improvements to Lambeau Field and the team’s training facili- 
ties — he launched the team's first stock sale since 1950. More than 100,000 shares, at $200 per 
share, were sold during the offering, initiated in mid-November and concluded on March 16, 1998. 

As an impressive result of that development, Harlan was to subsequently schedule and preside over 
— in July of 1998 — one of the largest shareholders’ meetings in the history of the nation’s corpo- 
rate business, a conclave held, appropriately enough, in Green Bay's hallowed Lambeau Field and 
attended by more than 18,000 shareholders and guests. 

|t was a concrete representation of a commitment he had made in 1989 when, at the time of his 
election, the Packers’ CEO had addressed what he termed the two key "bottom lines...Obviously, one -* 
is winning football games, and the other is keeping the organization financially solvent and strong so 
it can always remain in Green Bay and compete with the other clubs in this league.” 

Becoming president of the Green Bay Packers, he also revealed on that historic day, had exceeded 
his fondest dreams, e 

"In 1960, when | had just graduated from Marquette University and was working as sports infor- 
mation director at Marquette, just getting started in public relations, | attended a Packer game at 7 
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Milwaukee County Stadium,” he told members of the media following his election. "| made a com- 
ment to my wife then that | hope | can grow in the public relations field and become competent 
enough that some day | can become the public relations director for the Green Bay Packers. When 
the opportunity came along 11 years later to join this fine organization, | jumped at it...To be asso- 
ciated with the NFL and the Packers, | have been highly honored... That honor has reached a new and 
incredible level.” 

The ninth president in the team's 82-year existence, Harlan is the team's first CEO to come up 
through the ranks. All previous presidents of the NFL's only publicly-owned franchise had come from 
the business and professional areas of the community as members of the board of directors. 

The affable lowan, who has been involved in every area of the club's operations over the course of 
his three-plus decades in Green Bay, joined the organization as assistant general manager on June 1, 
1971, after serving as director of public relations for the St. Louis baseball Cardinals. He later was 
named corporate general manager in 1975, corporate assistant to the president in 1981 and execu- 
tive vice president of administration on February 16, 1988. 

In the latter role, he had been responsible for team travel, negotiating radio and preseason televi- 
sion contracts, front office personnel, ticket office operations, purchasing, the leasing of Lambeau 
Field's private boxes, insurance, game-day entertainment and the scheduling of preseason games. 

Prior to 1985, he also had negotiated all player contracts for 14 years. 

A rare CEO who answers his own telephone, Harlan already is the third-longest tenured chief exec- 
utive officer in Packers history. Only Dominic Olejniczak, who served 24 years (1958-82), and Lee 
H. Joannes, 17 years (1930-47), have headed the corporation longer. With the retirement of long- 
time video director Al Trem| in 2001, Harlan also now enjoys the longest continuous employment of 
anyone in the Packers organization. 

Having earned a B.S. degree in journalism from Marquette in 1958, Harlan had a brief tour of duty 
in the U.S. Army before spending six months as a general reporter for United Press International in 
Milwaukee. He subsequently became sports information director at Marquette in 1959, serving six 
years in that capacity, after which he joined the St. Louis baseball Cardinals in 1965, serving as direc- 
tor of community relations and the speakers’ bureau for two years and as director of public relations 


_ for three-and-a-half years before coming to the Packers, 


Born Robert Ernest Harlan in Des Moines, lowa, on September 9, 1936, he is active in the greater 
Green Bay community as a member of the board of trustees of St. Norbert College and the advisory 
board of Firstar Bank of Green Bay. He also is a member of the executive board of the 65 Roses 
Sports Club, which was created to generate awareness of cystic fibrosis and to raise money for 
research to find a cure for the dreaded disease. 

In 1993, he was honored by the Green Bay Rotary Club with its 'Free Enterprise Award’ for his 
numerous contributions to the community, both individually and on behalf of the Packer Corporation. 
In 1996, he was presented with the Green Bay Visitor and Convention Bureau's annual ‘Tourism 
Recognition Award’ for “outstanding contributions to the Green Bay area tourism industry," as well as 
being saluted as Northeastern Wisconsin's ‘Executive of the Year’ by Marketplace magazine. 

In 1997, he was thrice honored by his alma mater, Marquette University. He was presented with 
the 1997 Marquette University ‘Alumni Community Service Award’ during the alumni association's 
National Awards Week (April 25-27), presented with an honorary doctor of laws degree at the insti- 
tution's commencement exercises May 18 and, on June 3, saluted as ‘Master of the Game’ by 
Marquette's National Sports Law Institute at its annual awards dinner in Milwaukee in recognition of 
his “humanitarian efforts, commitment to public service, great sense of ethics and integrity as a pro- 
fessional within the sports field." 

In 1998, he was presented with the ‘Distinguished Service Award’ at the first Lee Remmel Sports 
Awards Banquet for leading the Packers’ franchise out of mediocrity to professional football's 
heights. 

Bob and his wife, Madeline, have three sons — Kevin, 41, who is a play-by-play broadcaster on 
telecasts of NFL games for CBS Sports and also ‘voices’ NCAA Tournament basketball games for the 
network, as well as NBA games for TNT; Bryan, 39, who is president of Harlan-Kendrick, a public rela- 
tions, marketing and sports agent firm in Chicago; and Michael, 32, who is manager of hospitality 
and special events for the Milwaukee Brewers. 

An ardent golfer, Harlan also is an "involved" fan, closely monitoring the athletic fortunes of the 
Milwaukee Brewers and Milwaukee Bucks as well as those of the University of Wisconsin-Green Bay, 
the University of Wisconsin-Madison and his alma mater, Marquette.

Executive Vice President/

Having passed his first major test impressively, maneuvering 
the Packers to a winning record in his debut season as their head 
coach in 2000, Mike Sherman takes on a new and greater chal- 
lenge this year in assuming the additional and dual role of execu- 
tive vice president and general manager. 

Named to those sweeping responsibilities by President Bob 
Harlan on February 1, 2001, following the retirement of Ron Wolf, the imposing New Englander thus 
has become the first Packers coach to wear both hats since Bart Starr served as head coach and gen- 
eral manager in 1980. 

Harlan, impressed with Sherman's leadership and organizational skills, as well as the manner in 
which he rallied his team from an injury-ridden 5-7 start to a 9-and-7 finish last season with a 
December sweep of the Packers’ four NFC Central rivals, said it was solely the quality and compe- 
tence of the man that had influenced his decision to combine the head coaching and general mana- 
gerial positions. 

Observing that he would not have offered both jobs “to everybody," Harlan explained, ‘This happens 
to be the individual who's here now. The timing is perfect. He brings the strength to the job that 
many others would not have had. In some situations, | would have been forced to go in a different 
direction. Ron and | were able to visit throughout the fall about the attributes of Mike Sherman. He 
is so solidly behind Mike and what Mike's future is. That's the thing that impressed me so much. 

Ron kept saying, ‘The guy has got a great future in this league.’ That hit home with me and it helped 
me a great deal." 

Sherman, in taking over the general manager's role, was quick to acknowledge, “I don't assume to 
be Ron's equal in personnel matters. He's the best, probably the best ever. But | do have a very high 
capacity to Jearn, and | will learn. 

"Lam, however, Ron's equal in regard to my passion for the Packers, my commitment to getting a 
championship team in Green Bay, and my intense desire to go to the Super Bowl and bring the 
Lombardi Trophy back here to Green Bay." 

Subsequently, in commenting on how he planned to balance the two roles, Sherman said, "(You 
can) if you surround yourself with good people...and | think | have a knack for picking good people 
to surround myself with, | feel confident in that...And | feel very confident in my capacity to learn at 
a very fast pace." 

Although new to the general manager's perspective, Sherman brings to his Packers role a basic 
understanding of the position's demands — and related need for superior time management — 
because of the year (1999) he spent in Seattle under Mike Holmgren, who had become executive vice 
president, general manager and head coach of the Seahawks and taken Sherman with him as offen- 
sive coordinator. 

"He did a great job of delegating things to different people and trusting people in that way," Sherman 
observed. "The big question for me will be how will | organize my week. That's something that def- 
initely will be an issue I'll have to come to grips with." 

Wolf, for one, is confident the 46-year-old Northboro, Mass., native will be equal to the task — 
whatever it may entail. 

“He can handle it," the Packers’ retired general manager asserted with characteristic certainty. "He 
has a passion for the game...He's dedicated to the traditions of pro football and, more importantly, 
to the tradition of the Green Bay Packers. He respects the people who have gone before him, and 
that's rare in today's game.” aa 

Wolf also cited Sherman's "work ethic and his passion — and coupled with that he's an extremely 
bright person. Everything he does is well thought out. He's all about football. | think guys like that 
— | think people like discipline. | think people want to be disciplined. He's a taskmaster who is also § 
an extremely hard worker." 4 

Harlan shares Wolf's conviction. 
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"To me, Mike Sherman brings to this job the same work ethic that Ron Wolf did," Harlan said. "Mike, 
to me, is Green Bay.” 

Historically, Sherman has become the third man in Packers annals to hold the title of vice presi- 
dent, general manager and head coach. His predecessors include team founder E.L. ‘Curly’ Lambeau 
(1940-49) and Gene Ronzani (1950-53). Four others — Vince Lombardi (1959-67), Phil Bengtson 
(1969-70), Dan Devine (1971-74) and Bart Starr (1975-80) have held the title of general manager and 
head coach. 

From the overall perspective, in relative terms and brevity of time frame, Sherman's rise in the 
Packers’ organization has been little short of meteoric. He arrived in Green Bay just four years ago, 
fresh from a two-year tour of duty as offensive line coach at Texas A&M, to become tight ends coach 
for the Packers under Mike Holmgren, a role in which he helped the Packers to qualify for Super Bowl 
XXXII against the Denver Broncos in San Diego. 

A year later, he accompanied Holmgren to Seattle as his offensive coordinator and, shortly after that 
1999 season, was invited to Green Bay for an interview with Wolf, then seeking a successor to Ray 
Rhodes. Subsequently disclosing that Sherman "blew my socks off" in their meeting, Wolf called him 
the following day to offer him the position and, 48 hours later, formally named him the 13th head 
coach in Green Bay's distinguished history (January 18, 2001), 

Justifying Wolf's confidence, Sherman proceeded to put his personal stamp upon the team and the 
organization, the Packers winning more games against teams with winning records (six) than any 
other team in the league. 

They also: 


* In going 4-0 in December, were matched by only the Tennessee Titans and New York Giants, AFC 
Central and NFC East champions as well as the No. 1 seeds in their respective conferences for the 
playoffs; 


* Posted a 5-2 record against playoff teams; 


* Won their last five games in Lambeau Field, reclaiming the home-field advantage they enjoyed 
for most of the ‘90s; and 


Shared the best record within the division with Minnesota, on the heels of that sweep of the NFC 
Central at the end, at 5-and-3, 


Under the existing circumstances, the “perfect December represented a coaching coup of the high- 
est order, the Packers having come off a deflating, 31-14 Monday night road loss to the Carolina 
Panthers. Sherman, still determined to finish his first season with a winning record in the wake of 
that considerable disappointment — a defeat that dropped them two games below .500 — revital- 
ized his troops during a ‘short' week and led them to a solid 28-6 victory over the arch-rival Bears in 
Chicago. 

He followed that impressive comeback by escorting the Green and Gold to a 26-13 win over Detroit 
in Lambeau Field, pulled off another coaching tour de force by directing a 33-28 victory over the 
Vikings in the Minneapolis Metrodome where the Packers had won only twice previously in the '90s, 
then completed the sweep with a 17-14 overtime win over Tampa Bay in ‘Lambeau’ on Christmas Eve 
afternoon — a day on which the Packers found themselves in playoff contention until the waning 
minutes of the season finale. 

In the process, at 9-and-7 Sherman became only the fourth head coach in team history to post a 
winning record in his first season on the job, joining heavyweights Lambeau, Lombardi and 
Holmgren. 

A 22-year coaching veteran, who has coached at every level — high school, college and profes- 
sional — Sherman was associated in tutoring eight bow! teams during 16 seasons in the college 
ranks prior to being named to the Green Bay staff in 1997. He brought with him, among other assets, 
an intimate knowledge of the 'West Coast’ offense in which quarterback Brett Favre has flourished 
over the past nine years, becoming the National Football League's first three-time ‘Most Valuable 
Player’ in the process. 

Beyond that, however, Sherman came to his responsibilities with a highly-developed agenda for 
returning the Packers to NFL heights following a one-year absence in 1999, when the Green and Gold 
fell short of the playoffs for the first time in seven years with an 8-8 record. 

“| feel very confident in what | want to get done here,” Sherman let it be known from the outset. 
"Right from the beginning, | wanted to be organized, structured and disciplined, both with the play- 
ers and coaches. | want to generate a genuine concern with the team for each other. | think that it 
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is important that the chemistry factor on our team is where it should be in order for us to have suc- 
cess. 

"Whatever it is, we're going to have a plan. And | think with detailed organization, well thought out 
plans, and a commitment to discipline, that you can create an aura of confidence in players and 
coaches — and | think confidence is a necessary component of what it takes to be successful.” 

Though impressively organized and the possessor of a well-defined strategy, Sherman early on 
demonstrated he will not be what he described as “a textbook coach," having surprised his players in 
the midst of the team's fourth and final mini-camp last year by canceling practice, without notice, and 
busing his team to the bowling alley for an outing. 

"I'm not hesitant to try things that are different,” he later said in addressing that surprise develop- 
ment. “If something needs to be done that | think can help our football team at that time, | will do it. 
| realize you open yourself up to criticism sometimes, but my job is to address the needs of this team 
as | see them.” 

Good as his word, Sherman proceeded to further document his ‘different’ approach during the 
team’s third and final mini-camp of this year's offseason, calling an audible on the fifth day of the 
camp, one which saw him cancel the morning's practice and bus the players out into the wooded 
countryside for a paintball shoot which pitted the offense against the defense in three different games 
of ‘Capturing Championship Flags.’ 

Like Holmgren before him, Sherman had taken on his current challenge without benefit of previous 
head-coaching experience at any level — but with quiet confidence. He made that explicitly clear the 
day he was hired to succeed Rhodes, posing and answering the key question himself. 

"Is Mike Sherman, with limited NFL experience and no head coaching experience, ready to be the 
head football coach for one of the cornerstone franchises in the NFL," he rhetorically queried during 
his initial press conference. “My answer to that emphatically is, yes, | am...|'ve been doing this for 
21 years. Twenty-one years ago, | was an English teacher and an assistant coach in Stamford, Conn. 
At that time, | was preparing for this day." 

An English major and political science minor in college, Sherman became a coach quite by chance 
— he originally wanted to be a sports writer or a lawyer. 

“| was going to be one or the other,” he recalled. "But when | was getting out of college, my college 
coach told me there was a high school teaching and coaching job open in Stamford (Conn.), and that 
| should give ita try. Once | got my taste of coaching, | knew coaching was what | wanted to do.” 

And a coach he has been ever since. Following that initial year at Stamford High School (1978) and 
two years at Worcester (Mass.) Academy (1979-80), Sherman entered the college ranks at the 
University of Pittsburgh in 1981. After two years as a graduate assistant at Pitt, he joined the Tulane 
staff in 1983 as offensive line coach. Sherman later moved to Holy Cross in 1985, again to coach 
the offensive line, before becoming the offensive coordinator of the Crusaders’ "run-and-shoot" 
offense in 1988. 

He then spent five years as offensive line coach at Texas A&M (1989-93) before moving to UCLA 
in the same role for one year. He returned to A&M as offensive line coach in 1995 and was named 
offensive coordinator for the Aggies following the 1996 season. 

Before he could take over the latter assignment, however, he was lured to Green Bay by Holmgren 
to become the Packers’ tight ends/assistant offensive line coach and his days as a college football 
coach were behind him. 

Poetically, Sherman now finds himself coaching the team that captured his imagination as a teenag- 
er — to the point that he had asked his parents, Frank and Claire Sherman, to buy the two-volume 
book authored by the legendary Packers coach, Vince Lombardi, entitled Vince Lombardi on Football. 

"He got those books, Vince Lombardi on offense and defense, as a high school football player," his 
mother recently recalled, “and he used to read them every night before he went to bed." 

As might be expected, in light of his long-time love affair with the Packers, Sherman said of him- 
self, "The tradition is a big part of it for me. Coaching is exciting anywhere, but being here with all 
the history, tradition, all the following of the fans and all the expectations, it makes it a very special 
place. 

Sherman, known to read books on discipline and success as a youth, also credits Holmgren with 
having had a major influence on his development as a coach and a person. 

“Mike Holmgren has taught me as much about life and dealing with people as he has about foot- 
ball,” the Packers’ field leader said. "My association with him is huge.” 

Sherman likewise feels indebted to Wolf for having selected him as the successor to Rhodes, as 
well as for the day-to-day experience of working with one of Wolf's stature in the professional foot- 
ball world. 

From the personal perspective, Sherman has said in reference to his coaching approach, “| consider 
myself a teacher by heart.” And, as such, a former elementary and high school English teacher, he 
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feels he already has passed the ultimate test. "There is no greater challenge in the world,” he has said, 
“than trying to teach To Kill A Mockingbird to seventh-graders." 

One of six children in the family, Sherman was a three-sport athlete in high school (wrestling and 
track in addition to football) and was consistently involved in athletics, also playing baseball, basket- 
ball and hockey on local town and church teams. 

He is fondly remembered by his father for his remarkable toughness. 

"| remember his senior year (at Algonquin Regional High School in Northboro, Mass.), he dislocat- 
ed his shoulder and was supposed to have an operation," the elder Sherman recalled. "(But) he just 
kept playing, and the shoulder kept popping out. 

"Many times, it would pop out, he'd come over to the sidelines and they'd pop it back in, and he'd 
be in the next play. We tried to get him to reconsider, but he said he just had to finish the season 
with the guys. And he played the whole season. He also wrestled and threw the shot put in track. 
Only once sports seasons were over did he have the shoulder operated on." 

Later, as a collegian, Sherman was an offensive guard/tackle and linebacker for three seasons at 
Central Connecticut State University (1974, 1976-77), redshirting in 1975. After playing outside line- 
backer his freshman year, he transferred to the offensive line for his last three years. 

"| wasn't All-American or anything like that — just a plugger, a guy who loved to play — | even 
loved to practice!” he said with a self-effacing chuckle. “I think | was an overachiever. | think anyone 
who knows me will tell you that | was always motivated." 

Tom Rossley, the Packers' offensive coordinator and previously a coaching colleague at Holy Cross 
for two seasons (1986-87), succinctly sums up what Sherman brings to every challenge. 

“With Mike Sherman," Rossley said, “you get a solid guy, a solid coach and a solid person. And you 
get the same thing every day. He's going to be there working when you get there, and he's going to 
be there when you leave." 

The Packers' 13th head coach, described by his mother as “a man of few words," was born Michael 
Francis Sherman in Norwood, Mass., December 19, 1954. He and his wife, Karen, have four children 
— daughters Sarah (born 5/18/83) and Emily (born 1/3/87), and sons Matthew (born 1/19/89) and 
Benjamin (born 9/10/92). 

He and Karen have been involved in their local parish as well as in the community with the annual 
YWCA Families of Distinction Dinner, she serving as the event's honorary chairperson. The Packers’ 
coach also annually holds the 'Mike Sherman Celebrity Invitational Golf Tournament’ to benefit Cystic 
Fibrosis in May. 

Personally fond of water sports, such as scuba diving, fishing and water skiing, Sherman says that, 
for the most part, “| like to spend time with my family" during leisure away from Lambeau Field. 

"My faith, my family...and the Green Bay Packers,” he assured, “are the most important things in 
my life.”

John M. Jones, the Packers' senior vice president of adminis- 
tration, arrived in Green Bay in February of 1999 with a wealth of 
behind-the-scenes experience in management at the National 
Football League's highest levels. He since has proved to be a front 
office leader/warrior of the highest order when duty subsequently 
called for him to go public. 

Just a year later, he found himself utilizing his considerable skills 
to help Packers President Bob Harlan guide the organization through the complicated political 
process for achieving a proposed $295 million redevelopment of Lambeau Field — a project that 
would require $169.1 million of public money to complete and voter approval of a tax to make the 
renovation possible — with an eye to assuring the team's economic survival in the National Football 
League for the next three decades. 

Throughout the challenging eight-month process that followed, the indefatigable Jones was at 
Harlan's side every step of the way — accompanying him to Madison for frequent meetings with 
state lawmakers, to a host of other sessions with Green Bay city officials and also joining the Packers’ 
CEO in door-to-door, get-out-the-vote campaigns through Green Bay's residential neighborhoods — 
multiple tasks interspersed with numerous media interviews and public appearances. 

At the same time, he served as the organization's lead negotiator in the parallel and challenging task 
of working out a tri-cornered stadium lease with the City of Green Bay and the Green Bay/Brown 
County Professional Football District, contracts essential to proceeding with the construction project. 

Jones also coordinated execution of the organization's successful $13 million loan from the 
National Football League for the Lambeau Field redevelopment. 


Named to his vice presidential position by Harlan February 10, 1999, Jones assumed his current 


role following a 10-year tenure at the NFL Management Council — with extensive knowledge of the 
salary cap, an element critical to success in today's NFL, and significant experience as both a nego- 
tiator and administrator. 

In that process, Jones was a member of the league's negotiating team which secured a global set- 
tlement of player lawsuits against the NFL in January of 1993 and therefrom subsequently forged the 
Collective Bargaining Agreement and created the salary cap system. 

As a key member of the Packers’ front office, the 49-year-old Jones is responsible for salary cap 
management, including compliance with the 1993 CBA, and contract management — as well as 
supervision of all of the organization's non-football departments, including finance, stadium opera- 
tions, ticketing, public relations and marketing. From the league perspective, he also is a member of 
the board of directors of NFL Properties, Inc. 

Earlier one of the architects of the salary cap computer software now employed by all NFL clubs, 
Jones trained executives from every club in the league in using the new technology to manage the 
cap. More recently, he spearheaded the Management Council's development of an intranet site on 
the World Wide Web, providing a broad range of salary cap and club management information to club 
executives, and with it a new electronic contract reporting system now used fo report player signings 
by e-mail. 

Jones began his 10-year, two-stage career with the NFL Management Council in 1987 as director 
of public relations, serving as spokesman for the NFL during the player strike of that year. Later, after 
Paul Tagliabue became commissioner in 1989, he was named director of operations for the Council. 

He left the NFLMC in 1994 to become executive director of administration for the Jacksonville 
Jaguars, then entering the league as an expansion team. He returned to the Management Council in 
1996 as director of administration and information, the post he held when invited to join the Packers 
organization. 

Prior to entering employment in the NFL office, Jones spent 11 years as a teacher and journalist 
following graduation from Loyola University of the South in New Orleans, from which he received a 
degree in journalism in 1973. He attended graduate journalism school at the University of Wisconsin 
before returning to New Orleans to serve as an instructor of journalism at Loyola from 1976 to 1978. 
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Jones subsequently embarked on a journalistic career with the New Orleans Times-Picayune, earn- 
ing a dozen first-place awards from the Louisiana Sports Writers’ Association for writing, editing and 
design over a nine-year span. 

While at the University of Wisconsin, Jones developed early ties to the Packers, leaving school in 
1974 to become editor of Packer Report, the team's official newspaper, a position he held through 
1975. 

Jones, born February 6, 1952, in New Orleans, and his family have other Wisconsin connections. 
John's wife, Cindy, is a native of Cedarburg, Wis. His daughter, Sarah, 26, is a 1996 graduate of the 
UW in political science, as well as a 2000 graduate of NYU law school, who now is a second-year 
associate attorney at the New York offices of the Morgan, Lewis, Bockius Law Firm. Son, Blake, 20, 
is a third-year undergraduate student at the University of Wisconsin-Madison, 

Active in the community, Jones is a member of the boards of directors of the Green Bay Packer Hall 
of Fame, Bellin Hospital in Green Bay and the Green Bay Boys & Girls Club. 

Formerly a long-distance runner during leisure time — he has run three marathons — Jones now 
has reluctantly confined himself to long-distance cycling following knee surgery. In the latter pur- 
suit, he completed the 50-mile ‘Miller Lite Ride for the Arts’ at Milwaukee in May. Exercise apart, 
Jones also enjoys reading, particularly “history and fiction.” 


HATLEY 


Vice President of Football Operations 


A veteran and highly-respected personnel executive, Mark 
Hatley is in his first year as vice president of football operations, 
a new position in the Packers’ organizational structure. 

The 51-year-old Texan, who brings 14 years of scouting knowl- 
edge and experience to his comprehensive responsibilities, was 
named to the position by General Manager/Head Coach Mike 
Sherman May 17, 2001, in completing his restructuring of the 
personnel department following Ron Wolf's retirement as executive vice president and general man- 
ager. 

In his multi-faceted role, Hatley is responsible for overseeing all of the team's scouting efforts, 
including the college scouting department, directed by John Dorsey, and the pro personnel depart- 
ment, headed by Reggie McKenzie. In addition to working with Dorsey and McKenzie as well as 
reporting directly to Sherman on all personnel matters, he also will be spending considerable time on 
the road scouting top college players, a major area of expertise. 

Sherman, in announcing Hatley's appointment, underscored the depth of the former Chicago Bears 
executive's commitment to his profession, observing, "In setting my objectives, | first wanted to find 
someone who was a tireless worker and has a true passion for football, Secondly, | wanted some- 
one who could not only fit into our present structure and work cohesively with our current person- 
nel staff, but also add to the chemistry, the focus and the commitment of that department. Lastly, | 
wanted someone who shared with me a tremendous respect for the Green Bay Packers and their tra- 
dition, but also someone who had a vision and a desire to contribute to the future. | met these objec- 
tives in Mark Hatley.” 

Prior to joining the Packers organization, Hatley had served as the Bears’ vice president of player 
personnel for the past four years (1997-2001). Previously, he had spent 10 years with the Kansas 
City Chiefs (1987-97), playing a key role in helping to develop the club into a perennial playoff con- 
tender in the 1990s. 

In Kansas City, where he served as director of pro personnel for his last five seasons, Hatley's 
efforts contributed to eight winning records and six trips to the playoffs. Prior to taking on that role, 
he had spent four seasons (1988-91) as a scout and one year (1987) as linebackers coach. In 1992, 
he also directed the Chiefs' college draft and, in 1991, assisted when personnel director Whitey 
Dovell temporarily relinquished his position due to illness. 

While in Chicago, Hatley supervised the Bears' scouting efforts at both the college and profession- 
al levels, directed the team's annual draft and oversaw the team’s free agent activity. 
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His success in those responsibilities is well documented, considering that 28 of the 30 players he 
selected in his first three Chicago drafts (1998-2000) remain in the NFL today — and that his 2000 
draft produced three all-rookie performers: linebacker Brian Urlacher, safety Mike Brown and place- 
kicker Paul Edinger. Urlacher also was accorded consensus rookie ‘Defensive Player of the Year’ 
honors while earning a trip to the Pro Bowl. Earlier, safety Tony Parrish, from Hatley's 1998 draft, 
was an NFL all-rookie selection. 

Also effective in the trade and free agency markets, Hatley brought in several starters — Blake 
Brockermeyer, Jim Miller, Glyn Milburn, Mike Wells, Thomas Smith and Phillip Daniels, with 
Milburn's performance in 1999 earning him All-Pro and Pro Bowl recognition. 

Additionally, 11 of the Bears’ potential 2001 starters are products of Hatley's four Chicago drafts, 
while nine other potential starters and key contributors are players he acquired for the Bears via 
trades and free agency. 

Earlier, while Kansas City's pro personnel director, Hatley had substantial success scouting players 
in the NFL and other professional leagues, helping the Chiefs to acquire, among others, Marcus Allen, 
Derrick Walker, James Hasty, Dan Saleaumua, Elvis Grbac, Pete Stoyanovich, Anthony Davis, Kimble 
Anders and Mark Collins (team MVP in 1996), as well as Tamarick Vanover and Vaughn Booker of 
the CFL and Tracy Simien of the WLAF. 

Before joining the Chiefs, Hatley launched his NFL career during a two-year tour of duty with the 
New Orleans Saints (1984-85), his duties in 1984 including scouting and quality control. He subse- 
quently coached the Saints’ secondary in 1985 under Bum Phillips and later joined the Chiefs as line- 
backers coach in 1987. 

A linebacker as a collegian, Hatley played at Oklahoma State, leading the Cowboys in tackles dur- 
ing his 1971 senior season, before beginning his coaching career as a member of the OSU staff 
(1973-75). Stops at Tulsa (1976), Texas Christian (1977-82) and Baylor (1983) followed before he 
joined the Saints' coaching staff in 1984. 

Born September 19, 1949, in Border, Texas, Hatley was honored in March of 2000 when he was 
inducted into the Panhandle Sports Hall of Fame in recognition of his outstanding career at Phillips 
(Texas) High School. He also was saluted as one of the area's ‘Top 100 Athletes of the 20th Century.’ 

Mark and his wife, Claudia, have one grown daughter, Eliza. In his spare time, he enjoys playing 
golf and fishing. 


ANDREW 
BRANDT 


Director of Player Finance 


Possessor of an extensive background in player representation 
and management of a professional football team, as well as 
impressive expertise in manipulating the Salary Cap, Andrew 
Brandt has quickly become a key member of the Packers’ front 
office in his role as director of player finance, now in its third year. 

Brandt, who has primary responsibility in the organization for 
negotiating player contracts and dealing with player representa- 
tives, drew high praise from team President Bob Harlan and General Manager/Head Coach Mike 
Sherman for his multiple and successful efforts this past offseason. 

Facing a large Salary Cap deficit, Brandt took on the daunting task of keeping the current Packers 
intact, re-signing the team's key free agents, and molding the contract numbers to fit under the cap 
while avoiding problems in future years. In his continuing reference to “fitting pieces in a puzzle," 
Brandt was able to do just that. 

The "pieces" that he was able to fit into place included the re-signing of key free agents such as Pro 
Bowl safety Darren Sharper, placekicker Ryan Longwell, linebacker Nate Wayne, long snapper Rob 
Davis and tight end Tyrone Davis; creative restructuring of important veteran performers like LeRoy 
Butler, Dorsey Levens, Santana Dotson, Earl Dotson, Bernardo Harris, Marco Rivera and Frank 
Winters; as well as the final — and most important — piece, ensuring that franchise quarterback 
Brett Favre would retire as a Packer by virtue of a long-term contract extension. 

Brandt accomplished all of the above while staying comfortably under the Salary Cap for the pres- 
ent and the future. 
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Brandt serves as Sherman's top advisor on cap and contract matters. An attorney, he also handles 
football-related legal matters for the organization and, in conjunction with Senior Vice President of 
Administration John Jones, manages the Packers' Salary Cap. In addition, Brandt is the club's liai- 
son with the NFL Management Council and also assists in many other aspects of the team’s football 
operations. 

A native of Washington, D.C., Brandt was named to his Packers post by then-Executive Vice 
President/General Manager Ron Wolf on February 16, 1999. He had begun his professional career 
with ProSery, Inc., one of the nation's leading sports management and marketing firms, after gradu- 
ating cum laude from both Stanford University and Georgetown University Law School. While at 
ProServ, he managed a number of NBA and NFL players, among them Michael Jordan, Patrick Ewing, 
Boomer Esiason and Chris Doleman. 

In 1992, Brandt became the first general manager of the Barcelona Dragons of the World League 
of American Football (now NFL Europe), then becoming the youngest general manager in a major 
professional sports league. During his tenure, the Dragons were the league's winningest and most 
successful franchise, with an average attendance of 30,000. 

Brandt subsequently taught Sports Law and Sports Business at George Washington and American 
universities in Washington, D.C., and created and designed a program in Sports Management/Sports 
Law at the University of Illinois, a program that now serves as a model for the Big Ten Conference. 

In 1996, Brandt became vice president of Bob Woolf Associates, a leading player representation 
firm located in Boston and, in that role, was responsible for the football and basketball divisions. 

Over the years, he has made frequent radio and television appearances as a commentator on con- 
tract and negotiating issues. He has hosted "The Business of Sports" on the World Wide Web and 
has been a regular columnist for Street & Smith's Sports Business Journal. 

Professionally, Brandt remains a member of the Sports Lawyers Association and the Entertainment 
and Sports Committee of the American Bar Association. 

A tournament-level tennis player, he still plays competitive tennis and enjoys hiking, biking and run- 
ning. Brandt also is an accomplished jazz pianist and is active with the American Heart Association. 
Born July 19, 1960, in Washington, 0.C., Andrew and his wife, Lisa, have a son, Samuel (born 
2/26/97). 


JOHN 
DORSEY 


Director of College Scouting 


John Dorsey, an effective player for the Packers during the 
1980s, takes on increased responsibility in 2001 as the team's 
director of college scouting. He continues to oversee the college 
, side of Green Bay's scouting operations, and now will become 
actively involved in the area of pro personnel. 
Having agreed on May 9, 2001, to remain with the organization 
_ through 2004 in the revamped player personnel department of 
new General Manager/Head Coach Mike Sherman, Dorsey enters the second year of his third stint 
with the Packers, the two most recent encounters coming as a talent evaluator. 

Brought back to the team as director of college scouting on May 8, 2000, by then-Executive Vice 
President/General Manager Ron Wolf, Dorsey earlier had been a key component in Green Bay's per- 
sonnel operations for eight highly-successful years. First hired as a college scout in May of 1991 
with a focus on linebackers, he was retained by Wolf the following year and, ultimately, was promot- 
ed to head up the Packers’ college scouting department February 27, 1997, succeeding John Math, 
who retired. 

Hired as director of player personnel for the Seattle Seahawks on January 26, 1999, as he followed 
former Packers coach Mike Holmgren to the West Coast, Dorsey resigned that position just over a 
year later, leaving shortly after the 2000 NFL Draft. 

The 41-year-old Dorsey earlier had scouted the midlands and southwest territories for Green Bay 
before focusing on the all-important southeast region in the final years of his second Packers tenure. 

Selected by Green Bay in the fourth round of the 1984 draft, beginning his initial Packers employ- 
ment, Dorsey played five seasons for the team (1984-88) at linebacker and on special teams before 
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spending a final year on injured reserve in 1989. He totaled 130 tackles as a pro, in addition to 2 
fumble recoveries and 1 pass defensed. Dorsey led Green Bay's special teams in solo tackles in three 
of his first four seasons, a level of play which helped earn him selection as the Packers’ special teams 
captain. Possessor of a streak of 76 consecutive non-strike games played, Dorsey saw that string 
end when he suffered a freak knee injury in pre-game warmups of the team's '89 season opener. 

A four-year starter at the University of Connecticut (1980-83), Dorsey was named ‘Defensive Player 
of the Year’ in the Yankee Conference during each of his final two collegiate seasons, also earning 
Division |-AA All-America recognition as a senior. In 1998, he was selected to the school's 100th 
Anniversary All-Time Football Team. 

Heavily involved in the community throughout his playing career, especially with the Wisconsin 
Cystic Fibrosis Foundation, he was voted as the Packers’ 'Man of the Year’ in 1987 for his civic con- 
tributions. 

Born August 30, 1960, in Leonardtown, Md., Dorsey is the father of two sons, Bryant, 14, and 
Austin, 10. 

Dorsey enjoys playing golf, water skiing and reading. 


REGGIE 
McKENZIE 


Director of Pro Personnel 


Reggie McKenzie, a member of the Packers’ pro personnel 
department since 1994, takes on expanded responsibilities in his 
_ fifth year as director of pro personnel, duties given to him on May 
"ay 10, 2001, when he agreed to a contract extension through the year 
2004 in the reshaped football operations department of new 
General Manager/Head Coach Mike Sherman. 

A one-time National Football League linebacker himself for 
seven seasons (1985- -90, 1992), McKenzie initially had been promoted to director of pro personnel 
by then-Executive Vice President/General Manager Ron Wolf in May of 1997. 

In that role, he oversees Green Bay's scouting efforts of all professional football leagues, including 
the NFL, Canadian Football League, NFL Europe, Arena Football League, af2 and every other arena 
league. McKenzie also plays an integral role in judging the Packers’ current players as well as pro- 
viding evaluations of potential free agents. 

A 10th-round draft choice out of the University of Tennessee in 1985 by the then-Los Angeles 
Raiders, McKenzie went on to win all-rookie honors and was the team's second-leading tackler dur- 
ing each of his first two seasons. After four years with the Raiders (1985-88), McKenzie spent two 
seasons (1989-90) with the Phoenix Cardinals and one year (1992) with the San Francisco 49ers 
before a knee injury forced him to retire. Prior to signing with the 49ers, he played with the World 
League's Montreal Machine in the spring of 1992. 

While out of football in 1991, McKenzie spent a season as a defensive coach for Dorsey High 
School in South Central Los Angeles. Led by Sharmon Shah, who would later change his name to 
Karim Abdul-Jabbar and become a Miami Dolphins running back, the school captured the league 
championship. 

McKenzie returned to Tennessee and served as an assistant under head coach Phil Fulmer in 1993. 
While back in Knoxville, he also pursued a master's degree in education administration. 

Born in Knoxville, Tenn., February 8, 1963, McKenzie earned a bachelor’s degree in business 
administration with an emphasis in personnel management at Tennessee. A two-way football star at 
Austin East High School in Knoxville, McKenzie was valedictorian of his 1981 graduating class. A 
twin brother, Raleigh, also attended Tennessee and enjoyed a 16-year NFL career, including two sea- 
sons with Green Bay (1999-2000), before he retired in 2001. 

McKenzie is the president of the ‘McKenzie Foundation,’ a non-profit youth foundation in Knoxville. 
The organization awards academic scholarships to graduating seniors at Austin East High School. 
During the NFL's offseason, he also operates an annual three-day football clinic in Knoxville. 


McKenzie and his wife, June, a Green Bay attorney, have two daughters, Jasmin (born 1/28/92) and 


Mahkayla (born 8/7/93), and two sons, Reginald Kahlil (born 1/3/97) and Jalen Elijah (born 7/10/99). 
In his spare time, McKenzie enjoys spending time with his family. 
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REMMEL 


Exec. Director of Public Relations 


Lee Remmel enters his 28th year as a member of the Packers’ 
front office in 2001, having served previously as director of pub- 
lic relations in 1974 and from 1980 through 1988, and as director 
of publicity from 1975 through 1979. 

He was named executive director of public relations in March of 
1989 by Bob Harlan, then executive vice president of administra- 
tion, with responsibility for overseeing the public relations, mar- 
keting and community relations areas. Prior to joining the Packer organization on March 24, 1974, 
Remmel was a sports writer and columnist for the Green Bay Press-Gazette tor 29¥2 years. 

In the course of his two “careers,” he has been involved in staffing all 35 Super Bowls played to 
date, the first eight representing the Press-Gazette, the next 22 as a member of the National Football 
League's auxiliary media relations staff, the 1996-97 seasons with the Packers’ front office and again 
the last three years with the NFL. 

Remmel also has been a member of the NFL public relations directors’ Professional Football 
Writers of America liaison, statistics and NFL Films committees. 

While at the Press-Gazette, he was the only sports writer in Wisconsin to have been directly 
involved in coverage of the Packers throughout all of the team's coaching regimes to that point, 
beginning with Packers founder E.L. ‘Curly’ Lambeau and continuing until the naming of Bart Starr 
in 1975. His personal longevity may be best illustrated by the fact that he witnessed his 100th 
Packer-Bear game on November 12, 1995, in the 150th regular-season meeting of the arch enemies. 

Remmel's better than half-century of close association with the Packers was duly recognized on 
March 30, 1996, when he was inducted into the Green Bay Packer Hall of Fame. 

In 1967, he was voted Wisconsin 'Sports Writer of the Year.’ He also is a past president of the for- 
mer Wisconsin Pro Football Writers' Association. 

Remmel, a native of Shawano, Wis., where he was born June 30, 1924, began his career as the 
sports editor of a weekly newspaper while a Shawano High School freshman. He and his wife, 
Noreen, celebrated their 50th wedding anniversary on August 21, 1998. 

Active in the community, the annual Lee Remmel Sports Awards Banquet, honoring Wisconsin pro- 
fessional, collegiate, amateur and prep athletes, has been held the past four Aprils, raising over 
$73,000 for scholarship funds at the University of Wisconsin-Green Bay, St. Norbert College and area 
high schools. 

He and his wife also serve as honorary co-chairs of the annual Brown County Human Society's ‘Fur 
Ball’ and as members of the executive committee of the Brown County Civic Music Association. Lee 
additionally is on the executive board of the 65 Roses Sports Club (cystic fibrosis) and is part of the 
St. Norbert College Fine Arts Committee, the Green Bay School/Business/Industry Partnership 
Council and the board of directors of the Green Bay Packer Hall of Fame.

Green Bay Packers, Inc., was founded as a non-profit corporation in 1922 under the leadership of 
A.B. Turnbull, then publisher of the Green Bay Press-Gazette, who became the organization's first 
president. There are 4,748,909 shares of stock owned by 110,901 stockholders. The corporation is 
governed by a seven-member Executive Committee, elected from a board of directors.

ROSSLEY 


Offensive Coordinator 
NFL Exp.: 61H Season 
Packers Exp.: 2np Season 


Now in his second year directing the Packers’ offensive fortunes, 
Tom Rossley this season looks to build upon the success Green Bay 
experienced in its concerted offensive approach in 2000. 

In addition to coordinating the club's offense, the 26-year offen- 
sive coaching veteran oversees the Packers’ quarterbacks, 

Rossley and his star pupil, quarterback Brett Favre, successfully 
collaborated last season on an offensive approach which markedly reduced the former Southern 
Mississippi field general's interception output from the previous two years. Favre, who was not inter- 
cepted in seven contests last season, threw just 16 interceptions overall, his lowest total since 1997's 
NFC Championship season; his interception percentage, 2.76, was his lowest mark in four campaigns. 

Under the direction of Rossley, Favre continued to make further inroads into several categories of the 
NFL's record book, including his eighth-place ranking on the all-time lists for touchdown passes (tied at 
255) and completions (2,997) as well as a 13th-place standing in yards passing (34,706). 

As a unit, Green Bay's offense demonstrated increased balance as the season progressed, the play- 
caller Rossley deftly incorporating running back Ahman Green, who in his first year with the Packers had 
stepped in for an injured Dorsey Levens. As Green's familiarity with both his teammates and the offense 
developed, the Packers’ rushing attack responded, churning out 117.3 yards per game over the final 10 
contests, a 39-yard per game improvement from the first six games of 2001. 

Originally named to his post January 26, 2000, the 55-year-old Rossley has had a long association 
with success during his coaching career, a dossier that includes six seasons as a head coach at the 
major college level and five seasons as an offensive coordinator. 

Prior to joining the Packers, Rossley served on the staff of the Kansas City Chiefs as quarterbacks 
coach in 1999. Under his direction, Elvis Grbac finished with the AFC's fifth-best passer rating (81.7) 
and the conference's second-best, third-down rating (89.3), the latter a key component of the Chiefs’ 
successful 39.5 percent third-down conversion mark, the NFL's sixth best. 

The Painesville, Ohio, native earlier had made his first foray into the NFL in 1990 as the quarterbacks 
coach of the Atlanta Falcons. Under Rossley's direction, quarterback Chris Miller directed an Atlanta 
passing offense which ranked fourth in the NFC and sixth in the NFL. In addition, the Falcons were fifth 
in the conference in total offense with an average production of 315.9 yards per contest. While in 
Atlanta, Rossley served on a staff that included current Packers wide receivers coach Ray Sherman. 

In 1991, Rossley moved on to become head coach at Southern Methodist University, where he had 
served earlier as an assistant coach. His daunting assignment was to rebuild a program which recent- 
ly had been shut down by the NCAA's death penalty, After an initial 1-10 season, the Mustangs posted 
a 5-6 record in 1992, the school’s largest one-season turnaround since 1968, earning Rossley 
Southwestern Conference 'Co-Coach of the Year' honors in the process. In five of his six years as coach, 
the Mustangs averaged over 300 yards of total offense per game — including a 354.6 yards-per-game 
mark in 1993. While head coach at SMU, Rossley helped to develop some of the school’s most prolif- 
ic field generals, including the Mustangs’ all-time total offense leader, Ramon Flanigan (7,437 yards). 

Later, between his second stint at SMU and his time in Kansas City, Rossley enjoyed a two-year stretch 
with the Chicago Bears (1997-98), beginning his first season as a talent evaluator in the team’s per- 
sonnel department before finishing the season as wide receivers coach. In 1998, Rossley oversaw the 
Bears’ tight ends. 

Also serving in the college ranks as an offensive coordinator, Rossley first worked in that capacity dur- 
ing two seasons at Holy Cross (1986-87) on the same staff with his current boss, Mike Sherman. Under 
Rossley's guidance, the Crusaders went a combined 21-1, including an 11-0, Division I-AA national 
championship season in 1987 that saw the team lead the nation in both points (46) and yards (522) per 
game. 

Rossley then held the same position for two seasons at SMU (1988-89), his first stint at the universi- 
ty. Serving under Forrest Gregg, a Hall of Fame offensive tackle for the Packers who later would coach 
the same NFL team for four seasons, Rossley directed the Mustangs to the nation's ninth-ranked pass- 
ing attack in 1989. 
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Entering the college coaching ranks on a full-time basis in 1976 as an offensive assistant at Rice 
University, Rossley had the opportunity to work with future NFL quarterback Tommy Kramer, who later 
would enjoy a 14-year pro career with Minnesota (1977-89) and New Orleans (1990). After a one-year 
stint as wide receivers coach at his alma mater, Cincinnati, in 1977, Rossley returned to Rice for a sec- 
ond tour of duty (1978-81), this time as the school's passing game coordinator. 

Rossley's first professional coaching job would follow in 1982, when he served as running backs/wide 
receivers coach for the Canadian Football League’s Montreal Concorde. After three seasons in Montreal, 
he moved south to become offensive coordinator for the San Antonio Gunslingers of the United States 
Football League in 1985. He later served a season (1987) on the offensive staff of the Arena League's 
Denver Dynamite. 

A standout player as a collegian at the University of Cincinnati, Rossley was a two-year letter winner 
(1967-68) at wide receiver after beginning his career as a quarterback. He garnered All-America honors 
in 1968 after ranking second in the nation with a school-record 80 receptions, also setting the Bearcats’ 
single-game records for receptions (13) and receiving yards (254) in the process. Rossley received a 
B.S. degree from the university in the spring of 1969. 

Rossley began his coaching career in the fall of 1969 at Chardon (Ohio) High School. He later coached 
two years at Eastlake (Ohio) North High School (1970-71) and three seasons at Lake Worth (Fla.) High 
School (1973-75), A one-year stint as a graduate assistant at the University of Arkansas came in 1972, 
a season that saw him work with future 17-year NFL quarterback Joe Ferguson. 

Born August 9, 1946, in Painesville, Ohio, Rossley was an all-conference quarterback at the city's 
Harvey High School (alumni including Pro Football Hall of Fame coach Don Shula), also playing basket- 
ball and baseball. He and his wife, Kristine, live in Green Bay and have three children — grown sons 
Max and Mick, and a daughter, Kristi, who is a college freshman. Mick, who played wide receiver under 
his father at SMU (1991-94), was an All-Southwest Conference selection in 1994, setting a Mustangs 
single-season record with 83 receptions.

Now in his second year at the helm of Green Bay's defensive for- 
tunes, defensive coordinator Ed Donatell looks for bigger and better 
results from his troops in 2001 after successfully implementing a 
new scheme last season. 
Donatell, a veteran of two Super Bowl victories during his 11 sea- 
sons in the NFL coaching ranks, will attempt to further improve a 
defense which demonstrated impressive weekly growth last season as it became accustomed to a dif- 
ferent style of play. 21 
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Against the run, Green Bay defenders ranked eighth among all NFL teams in yards allowed, a 14-place 
improvement from the previous year's 22nd ranking. In the process, the Packers surrendered just seven 
rushing touchdowns, the second-lowest total in the NFL last year and the second-fewest yielded by a 
Green Bay team since 1962. 

The Packers’ defense also registered 21 interceptions in 2000, tied as the sixth-highest total in the 
NFL, and ranked 12th in third-down defense, limiting opponents to a conversion rate of 36.6 percent. 

On an individual level, talented safety Darren Sharper flourished last season in Donatell’s scheme, fin- 
ishing with a career-high and NFL-leading nine interceptions while earning All-Pro and Pro Bow! honors 
in the process. 

Before joining the Packers, the 44-year-old Donatell headed up the defensive backfield of the Denver 
Broncos for five seasons (1995-99), helping the club capture World Championships following the 1997 
and 1998 seasons, including a Super Bowl XXXII victory over Green Bay. 

Citing the aggressive, gap control, up-the-field approach of the Denver defense as the style he desired 
in Green Bay, Mike Sherman named Donatell to his position on January 26, 2000. 

Donatell's defensive backs played a key role in the Broncos’ defensive success over his five seasons 
in the Mile High city. Denver finished in the top half of the league during his final four years after rank- 
ing 15th in 1995, his first season tutoring the defensive backs, which was up from 28th in 1994, the year 
prior to his arrival. 

Specifically against the pass, Donatell's pupils were particularly strong during his tenure, ranking in 
the top 10 in four of his five seasons as coach, including an eighth-place ranking in 1999, helping to pro- 
pel Denver to a seventh-place finish in total defense. In addition, the secondary helped the Broncos tie 
for the league's fourth-best third-down defense in ‘99, holding opponents to a 31.5 percent conversion 
rate. 

Denver defensive backs turned in an especially strong performance en route to the club's first Super 
Bowl crown in 1997 as the defense finished fifth in the league against the pass. The standout season 
included an NFL-high five interceptions returned for touchdowns and an AFC-low 5.03 net yards per 
pass play, 

The defensive backfield again played a key role in 1998 as the Broncos captured their second straight 
NFL championship. Donatell's troops intercepted seven passes in three postseason contests to help 
advance the club to the title. 

Earlier success saw the Broncos finish ninth against the pass in 1995 and 10th in 1996, contributing 
to a fourth-place league ranking overall. Two of Donatell's players, safeties Steve Atwater and Tyrone 
Braxton, earned Pro Bowl recognition during his tenure. 

Prior to his time in Denver, the Akron, Ohio, native broke into the NFL as defensive backs coach for 
the New York Jets (1990-94). Instrumental in the early development of NFL standouts James Hasty and 
Aaron Glenn, he also had the opportunity to coach future Pro Football Hall of Famer Ronnie Lott. 

Donatell embarked on his coaching career in 1979 at Kent State, spending two seasons as a graduate 
assistant. A two-year stint as a graduate assistant at the University of Washington (1981-82) followed 
before he moved on to University of the Pacific for three seasons as defensive backs coach (1983-85). 
Tenures at Idaho (1986-88) and Cal State-Fullerton (1989) as defensive backs coach preceded his move 
into the professional ranks. 

A collegiate defensive back himself at Glenville (W.Va.) State, Donatell was an all-conference selection 
as well as team captain and a four-year letter winner. He earned a bachelor's degree in physical educa- 
tion at Glenville State and, later, a master's degree in administration from Kent State. 

Born February 4, 1957, in Akron, Ohio, Donatell played football and basketball at nearby Stow (Ohio) 
High School. He and his wife, Shari, live in Green Bay with their three children — a daughter, Brenna 
(born 1/28/87), and sons, Thomas (born 3/29/89) and Steven (born 3/5/94). In his spare time, Donatell 
enjoys reading and spending time with his family.

Enjoying his third season in Green Bay, widely-respected Larry 
Beightol embarks upon his 34th season in his profession, his 17th 
in the National Football League. 

Considered the dean among the league's offensive line coaches, 
Beightol again demonstrated his fine teaching skills with the 
Packers' offensive line in 2000, effectively blending youth and expe- 
rience into a group that hit its stride in the second half of the season, paving the way for the offense to 
help Green Bay win seven of its last 10 contests. 

Beightol again oversaw a unit that was forced to juggle starting lineups early due to injury, using three 
different combinations in the first four weeks of the regular season. As he did during an injury-riddled 
1999 campaign, the Pittsburgh native expertly tutored his troops to success, settling on a group in Week 
7 that continued to jell as the season progressed, finishing the year as a major strength of the team. 

A surprising, yet satisfying, component of the line's prowess was the performance of the team's two 
rookie tackles, Chad Clifton and Mark Tauscher. Tauscher, a seventh-round pick from Wisconsin, 
stepped in for an injured Earl Dotson early in a Week 2 matchup at Buffalo and never looked back, earn- 
ing all-rookie honors from Football News in the process. Clifton, a second-round pick from Tennessee, 
found his opportunity during a Week 6 battle at Detroit, taking over for a struggling Mike Wahle. The 
ensuing contest vs. San Francisco marked the first time in 48 years that Green Bay had started a pair of 
rookie offensive tackles in a game. 

The offensive line's successful contributions to the club's 7-3 record down the stretch can be meas- 
ured in part by the running game's improvement, a dramatic 39-yard per game increase from the first 
six contests, going from 78.3 to 117.3 yards per game over the final 10 matchups. Beightol's troops 
also flexed their collective muscle during short-yardage situations, converting 82.6 percent of rushes on 
‘third down and less than three yards’ to tie San Francisco for the top mark in the NFL, and scored touch- 
downs on 63.6 percent of rushes inside the 3-yard line, tying Kansas City for fifth in the league. On the 
passing game front, the Packers allowed only 34 sacks, the sixth-lowest total in the NFL on a per-play 
basis in 2000. 

Beightol (pronounced BECK-tull), who originally joined the Packers in 1999 and subsequently was 
retained by new Head Coach Mike Sherman the following year, came to Green Bay after three success- 
ful seasons with the Miami Dolphins. In 1997, his offensive linemen gave up only 22 sacks, the second- 
lowest yield in the NFL, His 1998 squad surrendered only 24 QB drops, the league's third-fewest total. 
In 1996, his linemen helped pave the way for 1,116 rushing yards from Karim Abdul-Jabbar, a Dolphins 
rookie rushing record and the first Miami 1,000-yard ground total since 1978. 

Prior to joining the Dolphins, the 58-year-old Beightol enjoyed tenures with five other NFL teams — 
the Atlanta Falcons (1985-86), Tampa Bay Buccaneers (1987-88), San Diego Chargers (1989), New York 
Jets (1990-94) and the then-Houston Oilers (1995). During his 1989 season with the Chargers, he also 
served as offensive coordinator, in addition to coaching the offensive line. 

In 1993, his New York Jets offensive line surrendered a league-low 21 sacks and did not allow a quar- 
terback takedown in a club-record eight of 16 games, an impressive reduction from its total of 62 sacks 
in 1989, the year before Beightol took over. 

Before breaking into the NFL with Atlanta in 1985, Beightol coached 17 years at the collegiate level, 
practicing his trade at William & Mary (1968-71), North Carolina State (1972-75), Auburn (1976), 
Arkansas (1977-78 and, later, 1980-82), Louisiana Tech (1979 — as head coach) and Missouri (1983- 
84). 
Beightol, a guard and linebacker himself as a collegian, played at Catawba College in Salisbury, N.C., 
from 1960-63, serving as team captain. A two-time all-conference and all-region selection, he was 
inducted into Catawba’s sports hall of fame in 1993. After earning a B.A. degree in physical education 
from Catawba in 1964, Beightol went on to William & Mary and earned a master's degree in education 
in 1967, beginning his college coaching career at the school a year later. 

Earlier, Beightol had enjoyed a highly-successful prep football career at West Branch High School in 
Morrisdale, Pa., earning induction into the Pennsylvania Sports Hall of Fame (Western Division). 
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Born November 21, 1942. in Pittsburgh, Beightol lives in Green Bay with his wife, Marian. The cou- 
ple has one daughter, Kristin (born 5/27/67).

Bevell looks to further enhance his coaching acumen and continue 
to assist with Green Bay's offensive fortunes as the club's offensive 
assistant/quality control coach. 

Bevell, enjoying his sixth season in the coaching profession, 
comes off a successful transition to the pro ranks last season, a 
campaign that saw him help offensive coordinator Tom Rossley with the quarterbacks and game plan- 
ning as well as contribute to the quality control duties of the Green Bay coaching staff. 

In the latter role, Bevell compiled scouting reports, broke down opponent game video and input the 
cultivated information into the Packers' vast array of computerized teaching tools. He is instrumental in 
the ever-increasing use of the Avid digital video systems, available to all coaches and players, and the 
production of computer-generated reports that are incorporated into PowerPoint and other applications 
to be utilized in both the classroom and playbooks. 

The son of a high school football coach, the 31-year-old Bevell joined the Packers on March 7, 2000, 
after four years of developing his coaching skills in the collegiate ranks, including two seasons (1998- 
99) at the University of Connecticut as wide receivers coach. Under his direction during the 1998 cam- 
paign, senior wideout Carl Bond registered a school-record 11 touchdown receptions and teamed with 
sophomore receiver John Fitzsimmons to each post 1,000-yard seasons — the first such tandem in 
school history. 

Bevell is best known to football fans in Wisconsin as the field general who led the Badgers to victory 
in the 1994 Rose Bowl, a feat which culminated the storybook 1993 regular season which saw 
Wisconsin finish 10-1-1 and claim a share of the Big Ten Conference championship — the school's first 
league title since 1962. The four-year starter (1992-95) finished his career in Madison as Wisconsin's 
all-time leading passer with 19 school records and two Big Ten marks. 

After graduating in 1995, Bevell embarked upon his coaching career with his first assignment coming 
at Westmar University in Lemars, lowa. He served as the passing game coordinator at Westmar in 1996, 
and also tutored the school's quarterbacks, running backs, tight ends and wide receivers. Bevell moved 
on to lowa State the following season (1997) as a graduate assistant, coaching the wide receivers. 

Born January 6, 1970, in Yuma, Ariz., Bevell played for his father, James, at Charparral High School in 
Scottsdale, Ariz., laying the groundwork for his interest in later joining the coaching profession. He 
began his college career at Northern Arizona in 1989, spending the year as a redshirt before leaving the 
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school for a two-year Mormon mission in Cleveland (1990-91). He then transferred to Wisconsin in the 
spring of 1992. 

Bevell resides in De Pere, Wis., with his wife, Tammy, and the couple's two daughters, Kylie (born 
10/2/96) and Morgan (born 4/1/99). He enjoys spending time with his family, outdoor activities and 
playing golf in moments of leisure. Heavily involved with charity work while in college, Bevell remains 
actively involved in his community and enjoys speaking to a variety of groups.

Sylvester Croom, entering his 15th season of coaching at the 
National Football League level, joins Head Coach Mike Sherman's 
staff as running backs coach in 2000. 

Croom brings extensive offensive experience to his new team, 
having spent his entire 15 NFL seasons on the offensive side of the 
ball, serving either as a running backs coach or offensive coordina- 
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tor at his four previous NFL posts. 

Named to his position by Sherman January 30, 2001, Croom comes to Green Bay from his most 
recent role as offensive coordinator for the Detroit Lions (1997-2000). 

Croom achieved noted success during his four years at the helm of the Lions’ offense, with his 1997 
troops ranking second in the NFL. In 1999, Lions receivers Johnnie Morton and Germaine Crowell com- 
bined for 161 receptions and 2,467 yards. Tight end David Sloan also performed well in ‘99, earning a 
trip to the Pro Bowl on the strength of 47 receptions for 591 yards, the best production from a Lions 
tight end in 20 years. 

Prior to his tenure with Lions, the 46-year-old Croom tutored running backs for five seasons with the 
San Diego Chargers (1992-96). In 1994, under Croom's tutelage, second-year back Natrone Means set 
team records with 1,350 yards rushing and a string of five consecutive 100-yard rushing games. During 
the 1993 campaign, Croom's charges surrendered a league-low two fumbles and finished third in the 
AFC with a 4.0-yard rushing average. It was in San Diego where Croom first joined the staff of Bobby 
Ross, whom he followed to the Lions in 1997 as offensive coordinator. 

Croom had broke into the NFL as running backs coach with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers in 1987, coach- 
ing there for four seasons before spending one year (1991) in the same role with the Indianapolis Colts. 

The Tuscaloosa, Ala., native launched his profession in his home state, coaching at his alma mater, the 
University of Alabama, for 10 seasons (1977-86). Croom oversaw both inside (1977-81, 1984-86) and 
outside linebackers (1982-83) during his tenure with the Crimson Tide and enjoyed back-to-back nation- 
al championship seasons in 1978-79. In addition, Alabama led the Southeastern Conference in total 
defense during the 1979-80 seasons. 

Croom enjoyed a measure of teaching success with the Tide, with four of his players developing into 
National Football League first-round draft picks: E.J. Junior (1981), Mike Pitts (1983), Cornelius Bennett 8389 
(1987) and the late Derrick Thomas (1989). 

Croom first enjoyed achievement at Alabama as a player under Bear Bryant, starting three years at cen- 
ter (1972-74) and helping the Tide to a 32-4 record. Along the way, Alabama captured three straight 
SEC titles and the national championship in 1973. As a senior, Croom was named All-SEC and a Kodak 
All-American, in addition to earning the ‘Jacobs Award' as the best offensive lineman in the conference. 
Before settling at center, Croom had stints as a linebacker, tight end and tackle. At Alabama, he earned 25 
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a bachelor's degree in history with a minor in biology in 1975 as well as a master's degree in educa- 
tional administration in 1977. 

Croom signed as a free agent with the New Orleans Saints in 1975, playing one NFL season before 
going back to Tuscaloosa to gain his first experience with the Alabama staff as a graduate assistant in 
1976, helping to coach the centers. 

Born September 25, 1954, in Tuscaloosa, Ala., Sylvester Croom, Jr., starred at Tuscaloosa high school 
as a linebacker and tight end. ‘Sly’ and his wife, Jeri, live in Green Bay. The couple has a grown daugh- 
ter, Jennifer.

New to the Packers and the National Football League in 2001, Stan 
Drayton joins the Green Bay coaching staff this season as a quality 
control assistant/special teams-offense. 

Named to his position by General Manager/Head Coach Mike 
Sherman on May 7, 2001, Drayton will assist the Packers’ offensive staff with film breakdown and prac- 
tice preparation, in addition to aiding Frank Novak with Green Bay's special teams units, including scout 
team assignments. 

Possessor of eight years coaching experience in the college ranks, Drayton has enjoyed tenures at 
Villanova University (1996-2000), the University of Pennsylvania (1995), Eastern Michigan (1994) and 
Allegheny College (1993). Prior to joining the Packers, Drayton had just finished the spring practice ses- 
sion as running backs and special teams coach at Bowling Green, a position which he had accepted this 
past January and subsequently resigned to come to Green Bay. 

While at Villanova, Drayton's coaching contributed to two nationally-ranked Division |-AA teams (11th 
in 1996 and 1st in 1997) and oversaw a fantastic 1998 season for Brian Westbrook, the sophomore run- 
ning back setting a I-AA record for all-purpose yards in a season with 3,206. In the process, Westbrook 
became the first college player — at any level — to amass more than 1,000 yards rushing and receiv- 
ing. During Drayton's first season at the school (1996), he helped Curtis Sifford become the first 
Villanova running back to top the 1,000-yard rushing mark. 

Before coaching at Villanova, Drayton spent the 1995 season at the University of Pennsylvania as the 
director of football operations and assisting with running backs, after serving as a graduate assistant 
during the 1994 season at Eastern Michigan, working with the running backs and wide receivers. 
Drayton launched his coaching career in 1993 at Allegheny College, his alma mater, tutoring the running 
backs. 

A three-year starter at running back at Allegheny, Drayton was a three-time, first-team All-America 
selection and an Associated Press Little All-America first-team member. Allegheny’s all-time leading 
rusher and scorer, he was a member of the 1990 NCAA Division III national championship team and 
holds the Division III record for touchdowns per game in a season (3.2). Also a 100- and 200-meter 
sprinter, Drayton was a two-time All-American in track and field. He earned a B.S. degree in English from 
Allegheny.

An energetic and animated teacher, Jethro Franklin heads into his 
second year as Green Bay's defensive line coach. 

Under Franklin's guidance, the defensive line successfully accli- 
mated to a new one-gap scheme in 2000 and constantly displayed 
/ a never-say-die attitude on the field. Free agent acquisitions John 
Thierry and Russell Maryland were key contributors to a defensive 
line that saw veterans Santana Dotson and Vonnie Holliday return to accustomed high levels. Franklin 
also supervised the promising development of youngsters Cletidus Hunt, Steve Warren, David Bowens 
and Kabeer Gbaja-Biamila. 

Franklin's group played a crucial role in the Green and Gold's defensive performance last season, 
serving as the front line for a defense that surrendered just seven rushing touchdowns — the second- 
lowest total in the NFL and the second-fewest amount yielded by the Packers since 1962. Furthermore, 
Green Bay's defense finished eighth in the league against the run — an impressive improvement from 
22nd the year before. 

Originally named to his post February 15, 2000, Franklin joined the Packers with a résumé containing 
nine years of coaching at the college level and two All-America seasons as a player at Fresno State. 

Prior to joining the Packers, the 35-year-old Franklin had coached the interior defensive line at UCLA 
for one season (1991), which followed eight campaigns of heading up the defensive line at his alma 
mater, Fresno State (1991-98). 

A coach in three bow! games during his tenure at Fresno State, Franklin's tutoring produced several 
all-conference players. His 1992 defensive front played a crucial role in setting a new Bulldog record for 
tackles for loss (67). 

Also a veteran of two NFL coaching fellowships, Franklin worked with the Buffalo Bills in the summer 
of 1994 after receiving the Ralph C. Wilson, Jr., Minority Coaching Fellowship, and in the summer of 
1995 interned with the Cleveland Browns. 

A standout defensive lineman at Fresno State, Franklin earned back-to-back All-America honors in 
1986 and '87 while finishing his career with 31% sacks, second on FSU's all-time list. He set a then- 
school record with 19% sacks as a junior and, as a senior, was named Pacific Coast Athletic Association 
‘Defensive Player of the Year’ and the Bulldogs’ ‘Most Valuable Player,’ a season which included a four- 
sack performance against UCLA's Troy Aikman during a September contest at the Rose Bowl. He later 
earned a bachelor's degree in criminology from Fresno State in 1989. 

Prior to transferring to FSU, Franklin played two seasons at San Jose (Calif.) Community College 
(1984-85), where he earned junior college All-America recognition in 1985. 

An 11th-round draft choice of the Houston Oilers in 1988, Franklin went on to play for the Seattle 
Seahawks in 1989. He later was the No. 1 draft choice of the San Antonio Rough Riders of the World 
League of American Football (WLAF) in the winter of 1991, but instead opted to start his coaching career. 

Franklin was born October 25, 1965, in St. Lazaire, France, where his father was stationed in the mil- 
itary. He and his wife, Cherise, live in De Pere, Wis., with their two children: a son, Khalil (born 3/20/97), 
and a daughter, Takara (born 6/6/99).

Bubba Franks, Green Bay's first-round draft choice in 2000. Under 
Jagodzinski's tutelage, Franks demonstrated promising progress in 
his rookie season, finishing fifth on the team in receptions with 34, breaking Ron Kramer's club rookie 
record (28 in 1957) in the process and earning selection to Football News’ all-rookie team. 

Originally joining the Packers in 1999 and retained by Head Coach Mike Sherman the following sea- 
son, the 36-year-old West Allis, Wis., native also has coached for 14 years in the college ranks. 

Jagodzinski (pronounced jay-gah-ZIN-ski) enjoyed a successful run at Boston College, his offenses 
averaging over 400 yards per game in both 1997 and 1998. In addition, his Eagles offense allowed the 
fewest sacks in the Big East during both seasons of his tenure. 

In 1998, Jagodzinski saw one of his pupils gain All-America status as running back Mike Cloud earned 
first-team honors and ranked third in the country in rushing. One of his linemen, All-Big East center 
Damien Woody, was a 1999 first-round draft pick of the New England Patriots, the 17th selection over- 
all. Jagodzinski also coached Seattle Seahawks starting quarterback (and former Green Bay backup) 
Matt Hasselbeck during Matt's 1997 senior season at BC. 

Prior to joining the Boston College staff, Jagodzinski coached tight ends and offensive line at East 
Carolina (1989-96), offensive line at Louisiana State (1987-88) and Northern Illinois (1986), and run- 
ning backs at the University of Wisconsin-Whitewater (1985), his alma mater. 

Before becoming part of the UW-Whitewater staff as a coach, Jagodzinski was a three-year starter and 
four-year player (1981-84) at fullback for the Warhawks. He earned a B.S. degree in education at 
Whitewater. 

Jagodzinski attended West Allis (Wis.) Central High School, where he played football and baseball, 
earning all-conference honors in football and participating in the Shrine game, the state's all-star con- 
test, following his senior season. 

Born October 12, 1963, in Milwaukee, Jagodzinski and his wife, Lisa, reside in Green Bay with their 
five children: Josh (born 6/7/88), JoAnne (born 1/4/94), Jessica (born 5/1/97), Jacqueline (born 
8/26/98) and Jennifer (born 6/15/01). 

In his spare time, Jagodzinski enjoys playing golf and spending time with his family.

February 22, 2001, by General Manager/Head Coach Mike 
Sherman, Miller has spent the past six seasons tutoring defensive 
players in the Canadian Football League.

Now in his 33rd year of coaching and his second season in Green 
Bay, dynamic Frank Novak this season looks to build upon last 
year's special teams success. 

Under Novak's direction, the Packers’ coverage and return units 
demonstrated marked improvement in 2000, finishing 12th among 
NFL teams in an annual special teams ranking conducted by the 
__ Dallas Morning News based on 19 kicking-game categories, moving up from a 25th-place standing the 

previous season. 

Throughout the 2000 season, Novak's corps regularly contributed to the Packers’ efforts, including 
the first three game-winning field goals of placekicker Ryan Longwell's playing career and return man 
Allen Rossum's two game-turning kickoff returns — a 92-yard touchdown runback with just over four 
minutes remaining to provide the winning margin in a 26-24 victory over the Indianapolis Colts and a 
90-yard return that set up at game-tying TD in an eventual 26-20 overtime victory over the Minnesota 
Vikings. 

In addition to three game-winning kicks, Longwell's overall performance continued to reach new lev- 
els as he became the most accurate kicker in NFL history, based on an 84.73 percent career success rate 
(111 of 131). 

On the return front, Novak's troops helped Rossum become the first alternate on the NFC Pro Bowl 
squad and one of only five return specialists in the conference to rank in the top 10 in both punt and 
kickoff returns. 

Additionally, all three of the Packers’ NFC 'Player of the Week' winners during the 2000 campaign — 

Longwell (twice) and Rossum (once) — were from Novak's special teams units. 
Head Coach Mike Sherman had named the widely-respected Novak to the position February 9, 2000. 
Of his 32 years in the coaching ranks, Novak has spent a total of 19 on the college level and 13 at the

{ professional level, including two seasons in the United States Football League. 


Before joining the Packers, Novak most recently headed up the special teams of the San Diego 
Chargers (1997-98), overseeing a unit that scored five touchdowns during the 1997 season — a total 
_ that ranked as the highest one-season output of the 1990s. Two such strikes transpired on the same 
day, November 2, 1997, Eric Metcalf returning two punts for touchdowns in a contest at Cincinnati, one 
of just 11 such occurrences in league history. Novak subsequently coached through the first week of 
the 1998 regular season before resigning and spending the remainder of the year, as well as the 1999 
_ campaign, out of football. 
Prior to his stint with the Chargers, the Leominster, Mass., native enjoyed similar success during his 
two seasons (1995-96) as special teams coach of the Detroit Lions. Under Novak's direction, Glyn 
Milburn ranked fourth in the NFC in 1996 with a 25.4-yard kickoff return average. In 1995, Novak's kick- 


‘ ’ off coverage unit limited opponents to the NFL's third-worst average starting position. 


Novak broke into the NFL in 1989 as the running backs coach of the then-Houston Oilers, for five sea- 
sons (1989-93) tutoring a unit that included the likes of Mike Rozier, Alonzo Highsmith (now a college 
scout with the Packers), Allen Pinkett, Lorenzo White and Gary Brown. Rozier, White and Brown all post- 
ed 1,000-yard seasons under Novak. 

Heading up the Oilers’ special teams in 1994, Novak directed a unit that limited opponents to a league- 
low 17.3 yards per kickoff return. 

The 62-year-old Novak began his college coaching career at his alma mater, Northern Michigan 
University, in 1966. He spent five years (1966-70) as the school's offensive backs/receivers coach 
before two seasons as offensive coordinator (1971-72). A season as offensive coordinator at East 
Carolina followed (1973), a year which saw the Pirates win the Southern Conference Championship. 

Moving on to the University of Virginia in 1974, Novak tutored the quarterbacks for one season and 
the offensive backs the following year. A two-year stint as offensive coordinator at Western Illinois 
ensued (1976-77), followed by a six-year tenure at Holy Cross (1978-83), coaching the offensive backs 
for four seasons before serving as offensive coordinator the final two years.

Novak then spent two seasons in the USFL, beginning with the Oklahoma Outlaws in 1984 as running 
backs coach. Moving on to the Birmingham Stallions as wide receivers coach in 1985, he was slated to 
be offensive coordinator for the following, 1986 season before the league folded. Subsequently out of 
football for the 1986-87 campaigns, he then coached the University of Missouri's running backs for one 
year (1988) before his NFL debut with the Oilers. 

Born May 18, 1938, in Leominster, Mass., Novak was a three-sport athlete (football, basketball and 
baseball) at Leominster High School before going on to star at quarterback for Northern Michigan, earn- 
ing NCAA Division !1 honorable mention All-America honors from the Associated Press in 1961. He 
earned bachelor's and master's degrees in English and a certificate as a secondary reading specialist 
from the university. 

Novak then spent some time as a player in the training camp of the CFL's Toronto Argonauts in 1962 
prior to entering the coaching profession. He coached at the high school level in New London, Conn., 
and Iron Mountain, Mich., before moving to the college coaching ranks at NMU. 

Single, Novak lives in De Pere, Wis., and has five grown children: Frank, Kimberly, Tracy, Linda and 
Jason. In his spare time he enjoys playing racquetball, fishing and participating in all outdoor sports. 
Active in the community, Novak regularly speaks to a variety of groups.

Now in his second year on Mike Sherman's staff as Green Bay's 
linebackers coach, Bo Pelini looks to continue his corps’ successful 
contributions to the Packers’ defensive efforts. 

Pelini will attempt to build upon the linebackers’ strong perform- 
ance in 2000, one which saw his unit contribute to the NFL's eighth- 
ranked run defense, a marked improvement from a 22nd standing the 
year before. In a further display of stinginess, the Packers' defense surrendered just seven rushing 
touchdowns, the NFL's second-lowest total last season and Green Bay's second-fewest since 1962. 

On an individual level, Bernardo Harris and newcomer Nate Wayne, respectively, finished as the team's 
top two tacklers, and rookie Na’il Diggs, a fourth-round draft choice, stepped up to win the vacant start- 
ing job at strong-side linebacker. 

Harris registered a career-high 132 tackles in 2000, the most by a Green Bay defender in seven years, 
while Wayne, after joining the club with only two weeks remaining in the preseason, more than ably 
stepped in for injured starter Brian Williams at the weak-side linebacker spot, going on to record a 
career-high 126 tackles while starting 13 games. Learning a new position, Diggs developed well under 31

the tutelage of Pelini and became the first rookie to start at linebacker for the Packers in eight years, 
earning selection to the all-rookie team of Pro Football Weekly/Professional Football Writers of America 
in the process. 

Named to his position February 9, 2000, Pelini previously had served under two of the game's high- 
ly-respected defensive minds in George Seifert and Pete Carroll, 

Most recently, Pelini coached under Carroll on the staff of the New England Patriots, heading up the 
team's linebacking corps from 1997-99. During each of his three seasons in Foxboro, linebackers 
accounted for three of the team’s top five tacklers. 

His efforts in 1997 were highlighted by the baptismal Pro Bow! appearance of Chris Slade, the first 
Patriots linebacker to be voted to the Pro Bowl since Johnny Rembert in 1989. 

Prior to joining the Patriots, the 33-year-old Pelini served on Seifert's San Francisco 49ers staff for 
three seasons (1994-96). Originally hired as a scouting assistant in the spring of 1994, Pelini soon 
joined the coaching staff as a defensive assistant, working with the linebackers. He then spent the 1995- 
96 seasons concentrating on the Niners’ defensive backs. 

The Youngstown, Ohio, native began his coaching career as a graduate assistant on the staff of Hayden 
Fry at lowa in 1991, assisting with the receivers for two seasons. In 1993, Pelini returned to his prep 
alma mater, Cardinal Mooney High School in Youngstown, to coach the quarterbacks and secondary, 
while earning a master's degree in sports administration from Ohio University at the same time. 

Earlier, he had played collegiately for Ohio State (1987-90), starting three seasons at free safety. Pelini 
was a three-time Academic All-Big Ten Conference selection, and, as a senior, was voted as team co- 
captain and received the ‘Bo Rein Award,’ given annually to the Buckeyes’ most inspirational senior. He 
earned a B.A. degree in business marketing in 1990. 

Born December 13, 1967, in Youngstown, Ohio, Mark ‘Bo’ Pelini was a standout football player at 
Cardinal Mooney High, earning all-state recognition as a senior. A quarterback and safety on the foot- 
ball field, he also was a heavily-recruited basketball player who turned down a number of colleges to play 
football at Ohio State.

Rubin was a tight end and punter as a collegian at Northwestern (La.) State from 1978-80, where his 
teammates included future NFL performers Bobby Hebert, Mark Duper, the late Joe Delaney and Gary 
Reasons. He was named to the Jewish All-America football team as a senior in 1979, a year in which 
he set a school record with a 75-yard punt. 

Prior to his career at Northwestern State, Rubin attended Louisiana State University from 1976-77, 
playing running back and punting in ‘76 and then redshirting the next year, before transferring to 
Northwestern (La.) State for the 1978 season.

Sherman, a veteran of 27 total seasons in coaching at both the 
college and pro levels, will look to increase the contributions of the 
Packers’ receivers, who last year collaborated on the NFL's eighth-

Under Sherman's direction, split end Bill Schroeder posted a second strong campaign as a starter, 
averaging a career-best 15.4 yards per reception and falling just one yard short of a second consecutive 
1,000-yard season. Fellow wideout Antonio Freeman also fared well, tying for third among NFC 
receivers with nine touchdown receptions. Sherman also oversaw the promising development of young- 
sters Charles Lee and Donald Driver. 

Sherman, who was named to his current post on February 4, 2000, had previous tenures on the offen- 
sive staffs of six NFL teams, coaching wide receivers, running backs and quarterbacks, in addition to 
serving as offensive coordinator for three clubs. In 13 NFL seasons, he has been involved in offenses 
that finished in the top 10 eight times in both points and total yardage. 

Familiar with the NFC's Central Division, Sherman spent three recent seasons on the staff of the 
Minnesota Vikings, serving as the club's quarterbacks coach from 1995-97 and as offensive coordina- 
tor in 1999. 

Under Sherman's direction, the Vikings' offense ranked third in the league in 1999, including the No. 
5 passing attack. Four Minnesota offensive starters were selected to the Pro Bowl, including wide 
receivers Cris Carter and Randy Moss, performers at the position Sherman tutors with Packers.

Sherman discovered similar success during his first tenure with the Vikings, when quarterback Warren 
Moon threw 33 touchdown passes in 1995, a personal high for the veteran passer. Moon also led the 
league in completions (377) that year while ranking third in passing yards (4,228). In 1996 Sherman 
guided the development of Brad Johnson, who stepped in for much of the season in place of an injured 
Moon. Johnson ranked third in the league in passer rating (89.4), fourth in completion percentage 
(62.7) and guided the Vikings to four wins in their final six games to capture a playoff berth. Johnson's 
development continued in 1997 as he finished fourth among NFC passers with an 84.5 rating and third 
in touchdown passes with 20 — despite missing three games. 

As the Steelers’ offensive coordinator in 1998, Sherman oversaw an offense that ranked seventh in the 
league in rushing. 

The 49-year-old Sherman made his first foray into NFL coaching in 1988 with the then-Houston Oilers, 
heading up the running backs. The following season Sherman coached the team's wide receivers, a 
campaign that saw the Oilers’ passing game jump to 10th place in the NFL from 22nd the year before. 

Moving on to the Atlanta Falcons in 1990 as assistant head coach-offense, Sherman worked alongside 
current Packers offensive coordinator Tom Rossley and helped the Falcons finish 10th in the league in 
both scoring and total offense after Atlanta had ranked in the bottom third of both categories the sea- 
son prior. 

Three seasons in San Francisco followed, beginning with the 49ers’ running backs in 1991, where 
Sherman helped increase the team's rushing output by nearly 40 yards per game over the year before. 
In two seasons as the club's wide receivers coach (1992-93), Sherman had a hand in an offense that led 
the league in both scoring and total offense while his star receiver, Jerry Rice, earned ‘Offensive Player 
of the Year' recognition from the Associated Press in ‘93. 

Sherman then joined the staff of the New York Jets in 1994 as offensive coordinator. 

The Berkeley, Calif., native had honed his coaching skills during 14 years in the college ranks, begin- 
ning in 1974 at San Jose State as a graduate assistant. The first of two tenures at the University of 
California followed, tutoring defensive backs in 1975, Posts at Michigan State (1976-77) and Wake 
Forest (1978-80) ensued, coaching tight ends and running backs, respectively, before he returned to Cal 
in 1981 to oversee the Golden Bears’ running backs. 

Sherman went back to the Big Ten in 1982 to coach Purdue's running backs through the '85 campaign, 
his pupils including eventual NFL Pro Bowler Mel Gray. Sherman then headed south for a two-year stint 
at Georgia to coach wide receivers. Under Sherman, the Bulldogs’ passing game improved to a second- 
place ranking in the Southeastern Conference, up from 10th. 

A wide receiver and defensive back during his college playing days, Sherman spent the 1971-72 sea- 
sons at Fresno State after two All-America wideout seasons (1969-70) at Laney Junior College in 
Oakland, Calif, Sherman had a brief stint as a safety in the 1973 Green Bay Packers training camp under 
then-Head Coach Dan Devine. He later earned a B.S. degree in education at San Jose State in 1975. 

Born November 27, 1951, in Berkeley, Calif., Sherman went on to become an all-city wide receiver at 
Oakland (Calif.) High School, where he also played basketball and ran track. 

Married to Yvette, the couple resides in Green Bay with its three children: Ray II (born 8/29/88), Erica 
(born 7/20/91) and Alana (born 3/19/98). In his spare time, Sherman enjoys playing racquetball and 
tennis as well as fishing and hunting. Also active in the community, he takes pleasure in speaking to a 
variety of groups and has worked on behalf of the American Cancer Society in the past.

Now is his second year of overseeing Green Bay's defensive backs, 
Bob Slowik begins his 10th season of coaching in the NFL in 2001. 

Slowik, a 24-year coaching veteran, will continue to oversee the 
development of a talented Packers secondary, one which blends vet- 
eran players like LeRoy Butler and Tyrone Williams with up-and- 
coming younger talent such as cornerbacks Mike McKenzie and Tod 
McBride. 

Slowik, with the help of assistant defensive backs coach Lionel Washington, successfully led his 
charges through the implementation of coordinator Ed Donatell’s new defense in 2000. The teaching 
paid off as the secondary contributed to the defense's 21 interceptions, the third-highest total in the NFC. 
Tight coverage by the secondary also contributed to improved sack numbers by the defense, up to 19th 
from 29th the year before. 

On an individual level, safety Darren Sharper posted a breakthrough year under the tutelage of Slowik, 
making a career-best nine interceptions to lead the NFL — the first Green Bay player to do so in 38 years 
— while earning consensus All-Pro honors and a trip to the Pro Bowl. Sharper also paced the team's 
defense with a career-high 23 passes defensed and posted his second straight 100-tackle season. 

Originally named to his position February 10, 2000, by Head Coach Mike Sherman, Slowik joined the 
Packers after serving as defensive coordinator for the Cleveland Browns in 1999. 

Familiar with the NFC's Central Division, Slowik previously was defensive coordinator for the Chicago 
Bears for six years (1993-98) before moving to the Browns. Under Slowik's direction, the Bears finished 
in the top half of the NFL in total defense in five of his six seasons. In addition to duties as defensive 
coordinator, Slowik coached the secondary during his first three years in Chicago and headed up the 
linebackers his final three seasons. 

Slowik joined the Bears after spending the 1992 season with the Dallas Cowboys as a defensive assis- 
tant, a campaign that saw the Cowboys finish 16-3 and win Super Bowl XXVII. In his first NFL season, 
Slowik primarily oversaw the Cowboys’ stingy ‘nickel’ defense, the NFL's top unit in 1992 while limiting 
offenses to an NFL-low 27.2 percent success rate on third-down conversions. Additionally, the 
Cowboys’ defense led the league in fewest yards allowed that year. 

Prior to entering the NFL, the Pittsburgh native coached the outside linebackers at East Carolina for 
two seasons (1990-91), With Slowik's help, the 1991 Pirates finished with an 11-1 record and a No. 9 
national ranking, both tops in school history. Slowik was named as the school's defensive coordinator 
following a Peach Bowl Victory over North Carolina State in January of 1992, but soon resigned to take 
the Cowboys position. 

The 47-year-old Slowik began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at his alma mater, the 
University of Delaware, in 1977. After two seasons at Delaware, he became a part-time defensive assis- 


tant at Florida (1979-82), where his wife, Carol, was the Gators’ head women's track coach. He pro- 


ceeded to head up the secondary for one season at Drake (1983) and then held the same assignment 
for six years at Rutgers (1984-89). 

As a collegian, Slowik was a two-year starting cornerback at Delaware, helping the Fightin’ Blue Hens 
record a 16-6 mark his final two seasons, highlighted by a trip to the quarterfinals of the NCAA Division 
|-AA playoffs following his senior campaign. 

Born May 16, 1954, in Pittsburgh, Slowik and his wife, Carol, live in Green Bay and have four children: 
Ryan (born 12/27/80), Andrea (born 3/30/83), Bobby (born 6/9/87) and Steven (born 12/14/88), Carol, 
a former two-time All-America track competitor at Delaware, was inducted into the school's Athletics 
Hall of Fame last November after earlier earning a similar honor from the State of Delaware Sports Hall 
of Fame in 1995. In his spare time, Slowik enjoys spending time with his family.

Former NFL defensive back Lionel Washington, now fully 
entrenched in his second football career, this season begins his third 
campaign as assistant defensive backs coach with the Green Bay 
Packers. 

Washington, who assists defensive backs coach Bob Slowik, has 
proven to be a very effective teacher of the position he played with 
distinction during his 15-year career in the NFL. 

Washington's work with the secondary continues to pay dividends for the defensive unit as a whole, 
the Packers posting 21 interceptions in 2000, good for third place among NFC teams. 

Veteran cornerback Tyrone Williams enjoyed a strong 2000 season under Washington's tutelage, con- 
tinuing his development as one of the conference's finer cover corners while finishing with four inter- 
ceptions among a career-high 21 passes defensed. 

This season Washington will look to return Williams’ partner, cornerback Mike McKenzie, to the high 
level of play he established during a surprising, 1999 rookie campaign, after an injury-plagued sopho- 
more year. In addition to his work with McKenzie, Washington will continue in assisting the develop- 
ment of the Packers’ stable of other young cover players, including Antuan Edwards, Tod McBride, Allen 
Rossum and 2001 third-round selection Bhawoh Jue. 

Washington, who originally joined the Packers in 1999, was retained by Head Coach Mike Sherman 
for his Green Bay staff on February 10, 2000. 

Benefited not only by his tremendous tutoring skills, the 40-year-old Washington was able to help the 
Packers’ secondary in its transition to Ed Donatell's defense with the knowledge he personally absorbed 
while playing two seasons (1995-96) under the present Green Bay defensive coordinator who then was 
defensive backs coach for the Denver Broncos. 

Working primarily with the cornerbacks during his inaugural season in the coaching profession, 1999, 
Washington saw three on-field rookies make significant contributions to Green Bay's defensive efforts. 
The Packers’ secondary was responsible for 21 of the team's 26 interceptions, the overall total the third- 
best mark in the National Football Conference. Then-rookie cornerbacks McKenzie, Edwards and Fred 
Vinson provided 12 picks in a very non-rookie-like fashion. 

McKenzie's performance was especially rewarding for Washington, the third-round pick taking aback 
many Green Bay observers with a strong and consistent training camp performance to earn a starting 
job. The former Memphis Tiger finished the season as the team leader in interceptions (six) and pass- 
es defensed (18), with the latter amounting to the second-highest rookie total in team annals. 

Originally a fourth-round selection of the then-St. Louis Cardinals in the 1983 NFL draft out of Tulane, 
Washington enjoyed one of the longest playing careers for a defensive back in pro football history, 
appearing in 205 games with 165 starts with the St. Louis Cardinals, Los Angeles/Oakland Raiders and 
Denver Broncos. He snared 37 career interceptions, returning four for touchdowns. In his career, 
Washington intercepted at least one pass in 13 of his 15 seasons, with at least three in each of five dif- 
ferent campaigns, including a career-high eight in his rookie, 1983 season.

After playing four years with the Cardinals (1983-86), Washington was traded to the Los Angeles 
Raiders in 1987 and played for the Silver and Black through the 1994 season. In 1995, he signed with 
Denver and spent two years with the Broncos before returning to the Raiders in 1997 for one final sea- 
son. Washington was out of football in 1998. 

Washington was a three-year starter and four-time letterman at Tulane (1979-82), earning all-confer- 
ence honors as a junior and senior. He also served as co-captain of the team his senior season. A sports 
administration and physical education major, he additionally lettered in track, running indoor and out- 
door sprints — the 60-, 100-, 220- and 440-yard dashes. 

A three-sport star at Lutcher High School in New Orleans, Washington lettered four years each in foot- 
ball, basketball and track. Also an all-state performer in football and track, he captured the state 120- 
yard high hurdles championship as a prep senior. 

Born October 21, 1960, in New Orleans, Washington and his wife, Karen, live in Green Bay. 
Washington also has two children: a daughter, Lakaia (born 12/13/78), and a son, Deron (born

He had been named to his 
current position by then-Executive Vice President/General Manager 
Ron Wolf on February 1, 1999. 

The 36-year-old Highsmith originally entered the professional 
ranks as the third overall pick in the 1987 NFL draft by the then- 
Houston Oilers, behind only college teammate Vinny Testaverde 
(Tampa Bay) and Cornelius Bennett (Indianapolis). 

Highsmith began his pro career by playing three seasons in Houston (1987-89), starting 40 straight 
games with the Oilers. Following offseason knee surgery, he was traded to the Dallas Cowboys prior 
to the 1990 season. 

He was with Dallas for a season-and-a-half before being waived by the Cowboys October 4, 1991. 
Claimed by Tampa Bay, Highsmith spent the remainder of his pro career with the Buccaneers. Due to 
a series of knee injuries, he retired from the NFL at the end of the 1992 season. 

Highsmith’s NFL totals include 65 games played, 283 rushing attempts for 1,195 yards (4.2 avg.) and 
7 touchdowns. He also made 42 receptions for 428 yards and 3 TDs during the course of his pro 
career. 

After the conclusion of Highsmith's NFL career in 1992, he turned his sights to boxing. As a profes- 
sional boxer, he competed as a heavyweight across the country, compiling a 27-1-1 career record over 
a four-year period. 

Earlier a four-time letterman (1983-86) for the University of Miami (Fla.), Highsmith was a member 
of the 1983 Hurricanes squad which captured the collegiate national championship with a 31-30 tri- 
umph over Nebraska in the Orange Bowl. As a 1984 sophomore, he led Miami in rushing — 146 car- 
ries for 906 yards (6.2 avg.) — and repeated that feat during his senior season, gaining 442 yards on 
105 attempts (4.2 avg.). Highsmith graduated in 1987 with a degree in business administration. 

Highsmith was the 1982 Florida high school ‘Defensive Player of the Year' as a linebacker at 
Christopher Columbus High School in Miami, where he was a teammate of current Miami Dolphins 
quarterbacks coach Mike Shula. A three-time letter winner for the school’s basketball team as a guard, 
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Highsmith also competed in the 100- and 200-meter races in track for three years. 

Born February 26, 1965, in Bartow, Fla., Highsmith and his wife, Denise, are the parents of two chil- 
dren, Alonzo, Jr. (born 10/15/92) and Jordan (born 1/10/94). Highsmith resides in Missouri City, 
Texas, and enjoys playing golf in his spare time.

College Scout 


After a five-year NFL playing career, Lenny McGill, once a corner- 
back for the Packers, returns to Green Bay for his second season 

as a college scout. Focusing primarily on the Central Plains region, — 

he had officially joined the team in an off-the-field capacity on 
February 2, 2000. 

The 30-year-old McGill began his pro career as a player by spend- é 
ing two seasons with the Packers (1994-95) before moving on to 
Atlanta for a two-year stint (1996-97), then spending his last NFL 
season with Carolina (1998). McGill, who played in 62 games as a pro, made 4 interceptions during 
his NFL career, including 2 important thefts with Green Bay during his '94 rookie season, 

A two-year starter and four-time letterman at Arizona State (1990-93), McGill received honorable 
mention All-Pacific 10 Conference honors as a senior. Earlier, he had been voted the Sun Devils’ 'Most 
Improved Defensive Player’ following his junior season. He totaled 127 tackles (87 solo), 6 intercep- 
tions and 16 passes defensed as a collegian. 

McGill also lettered three seasons for the ASU track and field team, finishing second in the triple jump 
at the 1991 conference championships. 

He graduated in 1994 with a degree in criminal justice. 

While attending Orange Glen High School in Escondido, Calif., McGill lettered four years each in foot- : 
ball, basketball and track. He was rated as one of the top 10 defensive backs in the country by The 
Sporting News during his senior year, and also was ranked the No. 1 high school triple jumper in the 
nation in 1989, with a jump of 51' 2°. McGill additionally was voted both homecoming king and stu- 
dent body president in high school.

College Scout 


An NFL player for a decade, Sam Seale returns for a sixth season 
of scouting college players for the Packers, his first position in 
player personnel. Maintaining primary focus on the West Coast 
region, he was hired on July 22, 1995, by then-Executive Vice 
President/General Manager Ron Wolf. 

The 38-year-old Seale began his NFL playing career after being 
picked in the eighth round of the 1984 draft by the then-Los 
Angeles Raiders. After one year as a wide receiver (1984) and three 
seasons as a defensive back/kick returner (1985-87) for the Silver and Black, Seale headed south to 
play for the San Diego Chargers for the next four seasons (1988-91). 

After becoming a full-time starter (at cornerback) for the first time in his pro career in 1989, Seale 
appeared in all 16 games for San Diego in both 1990 and '91. He then returned to the Los Angeles area 
in 1992 to play one additional season for the Raiders and his final year in the NFL (1993) with the then- 
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In 121 career games, Seale recorded 11 interceptions, returning one for a touchdown in 1985. He 
also scored once on a fumble recovery (in 1988 with San Diego). 

A four-time letterman (1980-83) as a running back for Western State College (Colo.), Seale averaged 
5.3 yards per carry as a collegian while leading the team twice each in rushing and receiving. He also 
earned NAIA All-America honors in track, competing in the 60-, 100- and 200-meter events. The polit- 
ical science major also was an All-Rocky Mountain Athletic Conference pick two seasons in football and 
four times in track. 

While attending Orange (N.J.) High School, Seale was an all-state performer in football his senior 
year and in track as a junior and senior. He earned four letters as a running back/defensive back for 
the football team while also lettering twice in track as a sprinter. 

Born October 6, 1962, on the island of Barbados in the West Indies, Seale and his wife, Elizabeth, 
have three children: Sam, Jr. (born 1/8/92), Samir (born 3/28/94) and Shi-Ann (born 11/28/98). 

Seale resides in San Diego, and enjoys playing golf in his spare time.

LILLIBRIDGE 


Pro Personnel Assistant 


Following a five-year professional football career with six differ- 
ent teams in three leagues, Marc Lillibridge is in his first full season 
as a pro personnel assistant for the Packers. He officially was hired 
to join the team’s pro scouting ranks on December 1, 2000, by 
then-Executive Vice President/General Manager Ron Wolf. 

Lillibridge's scouting responsibilities center on the Arena Football 
League, af2 and all other arena leagues. He also oversees Green 
Bay's scouting of the Canadian Football League, in addition to assist- 
ing with NFL Europe, advance scouting of upcoming opponents and free agency evaluations. Lillibridge 
previously handled the scouting of XFL games during the early part of 2001 in his first few months on 
the job, 

He also will be involved with special projects in college scouting as assigned. 

The 29-year-old Lillibridge began his professional playing career when the Philadelphia Eagles signed 
him as a free agent linebacker for the 1995 NFL season. After being waived at the conclusion of train- 
ing camp that year, he next joined the Shreveport (La.) Pirates of the Canadian Football League, play- 
ing under Head Coach Forrest Gregg, the former Hall of Fame offensive tackle for the Packers. 

Lillibridge then spent the 1996 training camp on the roster of the Buffalo Bills before his preseason 
release. In September of 96, he was signed to the Miami Dolphins’ practice squad, remaining there 
for the entire season. 

In the spring of 1997, he headed overseas to play for the Amsterdam Admirals of the World League, 
now known as NFL Europe. Following the World League season, Lillibridge returned to the Dolphins, 
staying with the team until August of that year. 

The final stop of his playing career was New Orleans as he spent both the 1998 and '99 seasons with 
the Saints. His playing career ended in August of 1999, when he suffered a herniated disk while mak- 
ing a tackle for the Saints from his middle linebacker position. 

Earlier a two-year starter at lowa State University (1991-94), Lillibridge earned a scholarship as a 
walk-on transfer after spending his freshman season at Northeast Missouri State University. He grad- 
uated from lowa State in 1995 with a degree in English, and presently is working toward his master's 
degree in business administration. 

A four-year letterman in football at Linn-Mar High School in Marion, lowa, Lillibridge also lettered 
three times for the school's soccer team. 

Born February 18, 1972, in Vermillion, S.D., Lillibridge and his wife, Lora, reside in Kaukauna, Wis.

Gordon ‘Red’ Batty enters his eighth season as equipment man- 
ager for the Green Bay Packers, a position which sees him respon- 
sible for properly outfitting players with the safest and most 
advanced equipment, as well as ordering and maintaining all of the 
team's equipment and sideline apparel. Immediately prior to joining 
the Packers, he had spent 13 seasons (1981-93) in the same posi- 
tion with the then-Houston Oilers. 


A 42-year-old native of Montreal, Batty remarkably is in his 30th season in the equipment field in 2001. @ 


He began his career in 1973 at the age of 14, working as a ball boy for the Montreal Alouettes of the 


Canadian Football League. Six years later, he was elevated to the position of equipment manager for the _ 


Alouettes. During Batty's tenure in Montreal, the Alouettes won two Grey Cups (1974 and '77). 

Batty subsequently joined the Oilers in June of 1981, in the process becoming the NFL's youngest 
equipment manager at age 22. He was a participant in the NFL playoffs for an amazing 12 consecutive 
seasons — from 1994-98 with Green Bay after seven straight postseason appearances with Houston. 
Batty also purports to be the first native-born Canadian to garner both a Grey Cup and Super Bow! ring, 
the latter distinction earned when the Packers culminated the 1996 campaign by capturing Super Bowl 
XXXI. 

Holder of a league-wide reputation as one of the best in the business, Batty is president of the NFL 
equipment managers advisory council. 

Upon being named to the Packers’ staff on January 24, 1994, Batty became only the fifth person in 
club history to hold the title of equipment manager. 

Born November 18, 1958, in Montreal, Batty (pronounced BAT-ee) and his wife, Joanne, have one 
daughter, Chelsei (born 8/30/91), and one son, Cameron (born 7/28/96). 

A devout fan of the National Hockey League, Batty has had the privilege of working several NHL All- 
Star Games and roughly 30 other league games. Additionally, he attended the final Canadiens game ever 
played at his famed home town Montreal Forum. He also continues to play the game of hockey himself.

BENNETT 


Director of Player Programs 


\ | Edgar Bennett, one of the most productive running backs in Green 
Bay Packers history as a player, returns to the team in 2001 for his 
first year as director of player programs, a position to which he was 
named this past April 10. 

From the club standpoint, the player programs department func- 

+ | tions as the hub for a wide range of programs designed to meet the 

= needs of the players and their families in today's National Football 
League, providing a framework of assistance within which players and their immediate family members 
can address the pressures created by daily life and complicated by the demands of playing profession- 
al football. 

Bennett, earlier Green Bay's fourth-round draft selection in 1992, is the eighth-ranking rusher in 
Packers history, the former Florida State athlete having gained 3,353 yards over his five seasons in 
green and gold (1992-96). En route, he in 1995 became only the sixth player in team annals to rush for 
1,000 yards in a season (1,067) and the first Packer to do so since Terdell Middleton in 1978. He also 
continues to hold the club single-season record for receptions by a running back with 78, set in 1994.

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Bennett's career with the Packers effectively ended in July of 1997, when he suffered a torn Achilles’ 
tendon in Green Bay's opening preseason game against Miami and he was sidelined for the entire ‘97 
season. After the team's football hierarchy opted to designate Dorsey Levens as the offense's featured 
running back for the following year, Bennett signed with the Chicago Bears in February of 1998 as an 
unrestricted free agent, going on to lead the Bears in rushing with 611 yards that season. He subse- 
quently was a backup to former first-round pick Curtis Enis in 1999, then was out of football in 2000 
following his offseason release, 

The 32-year-old Bennett since resided in Jacksonville, Fla., where he managed a commercial cleaning 
company that he and his brother, Kevin, launched in 1997, until his appointment to the Packers’ admin- 
istrative staff. 

A four-year starter at fullback for Florida State (1987, 1989-91), Bennett holds a bachelor's degree in 
political science from the university. Previously, he had been a Class 4A first-team all-state back at 
Robert E. Lee High School in Jacksonville, where he was a teammate of current Packers safety LeRoy 
Butler, who later also would be his teammate at FSU and in Green Bay. 

Born Edgar Bennett II! in Jacksonville, Fla., on February 15, 1969, he is married to the former Mindy 
Woldt of Green Bay. The couple has two children, a son, Edgar Bennett IV (born 5/22/95), and a daugh- 
ter, Elyse Morgan (born 12/27/99). 


PEPPER 
BURRUSS 


Head Trainer 


One of the more visible people in the Packers organization, Pepper 
Burruss begins his ninth season as the team's head trainer, his 25th 
in the NFL overall. Overseer of the club's medical care on a daily 
basis, Burruss, a certified athletic trainer and physical therapist, 
joined Green Bay in 1993 following 16 seasons with the New York 
Jets as an assistant athletic trainer. 

The 47-year-old Burruss was hired by the Jets in 1977 after receiv- 
ing his B.S. degree in physical therapy from Northwestern University Medical School. One year earlier, 
he had graduated with honors from Purdue University, where he earned a B.A. degree in health and safe- 
ty education. At Purdue, Burruss was fortunate to be a student trainer working under a legend in the 
field, the late William 'Pinky' Newell. 

The Jets' training staff was twice honored during his stint with the team. In 1985, they were the first- 
ever recipients of 'NFL Athletic Training Staff of the Year’ recognition, an award given by their peers. The 
staff was honored again at the National Athletic Trainers Association (NATA) clinical symposium in 1994 
by former Jets defensive lineman Dennis Byrd, who credited the team's emergency care as a contribut- 
ing factor in his miraculous recovery from quadriplegia. Byrd had suffered a fractured neck by virtue of 
an on-field collision in a 1992 game with Kansas City at the Meadowlands. 

More recently — and closer to home — the Packers’ medical staff received the second-highest 
approval rating from its players among all National Football League teams in a 2000 survey conducted 
by the NFL Players Association, coming out behind only the New York Giants. 

Professionally, Burruss has served two terms on the executive committee of the Professional Football 
Athletic Trainers Society (PFATS), first as an AFC assistant trainer representative, then as the NFC head 
trainer representative. 

He is a native of Wappingers Falls, N.Y., where he attended Ketcham High School. He was inducted 
into the school's hall of fame in 2000. 

Born Thomas Pepper Burruss April 15, 1954, in Beacon, N.Y., he and his wife, Nancy, have one son, 
Shane (born 10/22/88), and one daughter, Christina (born 9/18/93), Also a medical practitioner, Nancy 
is a Clinical nurse specialist for cardiothoracic surgery. along with serving as an assistant professor at 
Bellin College of Nursing in Green Bay. 

Burruss currently serves on the resources development committee of the Green Bay YMCA and on the 
corporate board of Curative Rehabilitation Center in Green Bay. 

A gifted public speaker, Burruss routinely gives lectures throughout the state of Wisconsin, armed 
with an extensive array of photo slides to supplement his presentation. His hobbies include collecting 
and studying firearms cartridges, maintaining his 1973 Corvette Stingray, in addition to home mainte- 
nance projects.

Director of Research & Development 


Mike Eayrs, on the football staff of the Minnesota Vikings the past 
16 seasons, enters his first year with Green Bay as director of 
research and development. Named by General Manager/Head 
Coach Mike Sherman to the newly-created position within the 
Packers’ organizational structure on March 9, 2001, Eayrs will man- 
age databases and develop research reports for coaches, player per- 
sonnel and management based on the analysis of statistical and tactical trends. 

Having developed computer applications within football for 23 years, Eayrs (pronounced AY-ers) is in 
his 17th season working in the National Football League, the first 16 as director of research and devel- 
opment for the Vikings. Also a 13-year coaching veteran, including 11 seasons at the college level, he 
earned a bachelor's degree in social studies and physical education from Augsburg College in 
Minneapolis, where he participated in football. 

The 50-year-old Eayrs began his coaching career in Winnebago, Minn., before two years later becom- 
ing an assistant coach at the University of South Dakota in 1974. He subsequently coached at the 
University of Wisconsin-La Crosse (1975-80), Mankato State University (1981-83) and Luther College 
(1984) before joining the Vikings. During his 11 seasons in the college ranks, Eayrs' teams won five 
conference championships and he received four teaching excellence awards. 

Born January 30, 1951, in West Concord, Minn., Eayrs also holds a master's degree in physical edu- 
cation from the University of South Dakota and an education doctorate in physical education and recre- 
ation management from the University of Oregon.

Video Director 


Bob Eckberg, a 20-year employee of the Packers, enters his first 
season as the team’s video director in 2001, thus becoming only 
the second full-time video director in franchise history. Having 
served as Green Bay's assistant video director since 1982, he takes 
over for the retiring Al Treml, who since 1967 had headed up the 
club's filming/taping operations. 

In his new position, Eckberg will oversee the production and edit- 
ing of all game and practice tapes for the organization's football operations, as well as the regular 
exchange of video with other teams. In addition, he will be in charge of the purchase and maintenance 
of the team's vast array of video equipment. 

The 50-year-old Eckberg also directs the video department's taping of all workouts on prospective 
players and maintains a video library of all college games for the previous three years. Additionally, the 
video staff compiles season-ending tapes for individual players and prepares tapes for use at the NFL 
draft and continuing education forums. Eckberg and his staff also attend and shoot video of prospec- 
tive players at the National College Scouting Combine, held every February in Indianapolis. 

Eckberg began his career with the Packers in the early 1970s while working in the photo department 
of WBAY-TV in Green Bay. While employed at the station Eckberg processed all of the Packers’ game 
film, then in 1976 started shooting end zone angle coaching film for home games played in Green Bay 
and Milwaukee. In the early 1980s, videotape technology became standard in the television industry, 
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and in 1982 the Packers purchased the film lab setup from WBAY and hired Eckberg as assistant video 
director. 

In addition to over two decades of NFL games, Eckberg also has shot numerous postseason games, 
including the 1987 Hula Bowl, the 1982, 1987 and 2001 Senior Bowls as well as Super Bowls XXXI and 
XXXII. In addition, he served the NFL video directors during the 2000 season as a member of the qual- 
ity control committee. 

Born October 10, 1950, in Green Bay, Eckberg is a 1969 graduate of the city's Premontre High School. 
He and his wife, Terri, also a Green Bay native, have three sons: Joe (born 11/29/72), Justin (born 
9/10/79) and Zac (born 7/8/82).

Weight Room Assistant 


A former Green Bay running back and a veteran of eight seasons 
as a player in the National Football League, Vince Workman begins 
his first year as a weight room assistant for the Packers in 2001. In 
“his third year with the organization in an off-the-field capacity, 
_ Workman spent the last two seasons as an assistant in the pro per- 
¥ sonnel department. 

Named to his new role by General Manager/Head Coach Mike 
Sherman this past May 15, Workman will actively monitor player workouts in Green Bay and out of 
town, working under the supervision of strength and conditioning coach Barry Rubin. 

He had re-joined the team on July 12, 1999, when he was hired for the pro personnel department by 
Ron Wolf, then the Packers’ executive vice president/general manager. While in pro personnel, 
Workman coordinated personal workouts for potential Packers players, kept an eye on current NFL play- 
ers by monitoring all league transactions and handled some advance scouting work of upcoming oppo- 
nents. 

Workman, 33, began his NFL playing career as a fifth-round draft pick of Green Bay in the 1989 NFL 
draft. He was a running back for the Packers for four seasons (1989-92), pacing the team in touch- 
downs in 1991 with 11. Workman led Green Bay in rushing in 1992, when he gained 631 yards as the 
Packers’ starting halfback. He continues to hold the club single-game record for most receptions by a 
running back, 12, set in 1992. 

After Green Bay, Workman moved on to play for Tampa Bay (1993-94), Carolina (1995) and 
Indianapolis (1995-96). Over his 106-game pro career spanning eight seasons, he carried 467 times 
for 1,737 yards and 13 touchdowns, while also making 179 receptions for 1,294 yards and 7 TDs. 

Earlier a two-year starter and three-time letterman at Ohio State (1985-87), Workman rushed for 1,882 
yards and 13 touchdowns on 412 carries as a collegian. He also was a member of the Buckeyes’ track 
and field team as a 1986 sophomore, running hurdles. Workman currently is completing work on a 
degree in communications. 

Known as ‘Pookie’ since his childhood, Workman was a two-time all-state pick as a running back at 
Dublin (Ohio) High School, rushing for 4,070 yards and 68 touchdowns. He was a Parade All-America 
selection as a 1984 senior, when he had 1,793 yards and 31 TDs on the ground. A four-year letterman 
for the school's track team in addition to his three football letters, Workman was an all-state hurdler in

by the physical strength which that year of good health has given 
him — attempts in 2001 to make his place among the established punters in the National Football 


League by improving upon his consistency...A physical presence who has a proven track record of — 


punting well in bad weather going back to his collegiate career at the University of Oregon, in many 
ways seems well suited to the somewhat less-than-ideal weather conditions for a punter that Green 
Bay presents..."The upside to Josh is his attitude and his willingness to work hard,” says Frank 
Novak, the Packers’ veteran special teams coach. "He's very conscientious and has put last year 
behind him. The irregularities of him not being consistent is what hurt us last year — he was not a 
consistent performer in terms of handling the various situations that come up in the punting depart- 
ment. We have to punt balls from the end zone, middle of the field, sometimes we're on a short field 
and we try to drop it in before it goes into the end zone, and the great punters are able to handle that 
well.

underwent a second surgery that September to remove roughly 25 cancerous lymph nodes, which | 


was conducted in Portland, and two cycles of intensive chemotherapy, which were completed in late

PRO: Back after a year's "sabbatical" — and with the firm con- 
viction that less can be more — a newly svelte Gilbert Brown is 
determined to once again wreak the kind of havoc he created from 
the heart of the Packers’ defensive line during their back-to-back Super Bow! years (1996- 
1997)...Out of football in 2000 after his contract expired and he was allowed to become a free agent 
because of weight and related injury problems, the massive nose tackle committed himself to a strict 
diet and a new lifestyle in the offseason in an all-out bid to resurrect his playing career...Earlier this 
year, worked out and lived for a time with Fred Roll, his former strength and conditioning coach at 
the University of Kansas... Patently impressed with the results, Green Bay defensive line coach 
Jethro Franklin says of the 30-year-old Detroit native, now weighing in at a perceptibly trimmer 339 
pounds, “He's still a powerful man — and he's controlled his weight to a point that it's really good 
to see him at that weight because he is able to do a lot of things. Power has always been his game 
— and he still has that. For a big man, he has those good feet, too. When you've got a guy that pow- 
erful with great feet, that means a lot of positive things can happen in the trenches there. We're real- 
ly looking forward to his contribution."...Packers General Manager/Head Coach Mike Sherman also 
has been struck by Brown's turnaround, asserting in June following the team’s final mini-camp, "It's 
the best he's looked, to my mind — even when he was playing — from a conditioning standpoint. 
So it just remains to be seen what he can do when he puts the pads on and people are trying to cut 
him and deal with his legs, and so forth. But | was very much encouraged with his attitude, by his 
willingness to work, by his effort and by his conditioning."...Was re-signed by the Packers on March 
23, 2001, after which Brown himself pronounced, "If | didn't think | could do this anymore, | would- 
n't be here. I'm not playing games — |'m here to do my business. Don't judge me for what | did 63 
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before — judge me now."...Should his comeback bid prove successful, the gentle giant stands 
poised to play in his 100th NFL game during the 2001 season, entering the year with 88 career reg- 
ular-season games played to his credit...One of the more dominant "inside" defensive players in the 
National Football League in the latter half of the ‘90s, "The Gravedigger* had been a continuing force 
in the Packers’ defensive line from 1995-99. ..And, while entrenching himself in the heart of the front 
four, he had become both a fan favorite and something of a folk hero in the process — in part 
because of his ability to consistently knock opposing offensive linemen off the ball...Qver the wide- 
body's first six pro Seasons, the primary impediment to optimum performance for Brown had been 
injury, a factor which caused him to sit out three games in both the 1994 and 1995 seasons and four 
games in 1997...With the aid of an accelerated conditioning program, he avoided measurable down- 
time in 1998, starting all 16 games for the second time in his career...When in good health and phys- 
ical condition, he has. effectively controlled the line of scrimmage, as best demonstrated in 1996 


When —as a first-time starter — he opened in all 16 games and played a major role in the Packers: 


miserly defense, which yielded only 19 touchdowns over the regular season to set a league 
record,..Originally drafted by Minnesota in 1993, he subsequently was waived by the Vikings on the 
final cutdown that year and claimed by the Packers., .Later a much-coveted, unrestricted free agent 
following the 1996 season, he chose to re-sign with Green Bay (Feb. 18, 1997)..."Everybody knew 
how | felt," Brown said of his decision to remain with the Packers. "Nobody really gave me a chance 
once Minnesota let me go. Green Bay gave me a chance and my loyalty is to Green Bay. My heart was 
here.”...Continued to maintain a residence in Green Bay during the 2000 season while he was out of 
the NFL, staying in contact with several of his former teammates...2000: A free agent following the 
‘99 season, he did not sign with an NFL team and remained out of football...1999: Played in all 16 
games at nose tackle for the second straight year (and the third time as a pro), starting all but one 
(when Green Bay opened with six defensive backs on the field)...Served as an effective run stopper 
throughout the year, finishing with 39 tackles — the second-highest total of his seven pro sea- 
sons...Also had 1 forced fumble...Forced a fumble among a season-best 5 tackles (all solo) against 
Seattle (Nov. 1)...Later matched his season high with 5 stops.in win over his hometown Lions (Nov.

ee ing LeRoy Butler is poised to scale even loftier plateaus in 2001 — 

after being accorded new professional eminence last season when named a first-team selection to 
the 1990s NFL All-Decade Team, chosen by the Pro Football Hall of Fame Selection Committee...A 
starter at safety for the 10th consecutive season, the irrepressible Floridian forges into the ‘01 cam- 
paign as the fourth-ranking interceptor in team history with 38 and needing only two more to sur- 
pass third-place Herb Adderley (39), a long-time member of the Pro Football Hall of Fame...And, 
already having played more games in Green Bay's green and gold (172) than any other defensive 
back in team history, he can soar to new heights in the Packers’ record book...Should he play in all 
16 games, something he routinely has done over his career (nine times to date), he will vault past 
Hall of Famer Forrest Gregg (at 187 games) for third-most in team annals...His durability is further 
underscored by the fact that he enters the regular season having played in 107 consecutive games, 
second to only Brett Favre's 143 straight games played among the team's active streaks and a skein 
which dates back to the sixth contest of the 1994 season...From the longevity standpoint, only five 
players in the Packers’ 82-year history have worn green and gold longer than the 33-year-old Butler, 
the club's elder statesman now in his 12th season as a Packer... The short list includes Bart Starr (16 
seasons), Ray Nitschke (15), Gregg (14) and Charles ‘Buckets’ Goldenberg and Dave Hanner 
(13)...Butler also is the only player to have played for each of Green Bay's last four head coaches 
(Lindy Infante, Mike Holmgren, Ray Rhodes and Mike Sherman) and just the ninth player in team his- 
tory to play for four different head coaches...And there is more...Butler, long a perpetrator of the big 
play, enters the '01 season striving to become the first player in NFL history to record 40 career inter- 
ceptions and 20 career sacks, needing two interceptions and one-half sack to reach that singular 
milestone...Has at least 1 sack in each of the past eight seasons...The effervescent Jacksonville 
native continues to rank among the premier safeties in the game, an eminence documented by four 
career Pro Bowl appearances, including starting assignments three successive years (1996-98)...His 
overall excellence at the position was underscored in ‘98 when his third consecutive hallmark season 
also earned him selection to the Associated Press All-Pro team for the fourth year in a row and the 
fifth time overall (he was named for the first time in 1993)...Having openly stated his intention to 
remain with the Packers for the balance of his playing days, harbors a desire to finish out his career 
with enough of a flourish that one day his play will win him election to the Pro Football Hall of Fame 
in Canton, Ohio...Has led or tied for the team lead in interceptions in five different seasons (1990- 
91, 1993, 1995), a feat surpassed in Green Bay history only by Bobby Dillon's seven times (1952- 
58) and equaled by Willie Wood's five times (1961-63, 1965, 1970)...With 38, is tied for eighth place 
among the NFL's active interception leaders entering the 2001 season...A cornerback in his first two 
NFL seasons before being transferred to safety, Butler also has other talents, having entertained 
Packer loyalists by executing impromptu dance “routines” after making big plays, some of which have 
found their way into the team’s highlight videos...His fancy footwork has provided a graphic illustra- 
tion of how far Butler has come from a impoverished childhood in the Blodgett Homes project of 
Jacksonville, which once found him wheelchair-bound...There was a time when dancing would have 
been impossible for him — because the bones in his feet were extremely weak, creating a misalign- 
ment which permitted him to walk only short distances and prevented him from running...For much 
of his childhood, his feet were in braces or casts, and there were periods when he was bound to a 
wheelchair...By the time he reached seventh grade, however, his feet had healed and he was on his 
way to Florida State and the NFL...Although former teammate Robert Brooks and others have taken 
it to a new level, LeRoy was the originator of what has come to be known as the "Lambeau Leap," in 
which Packers players have made it a habit to soar into the stands after scoring a touchdown on 
home turf, a “flight* Butler first attempted late in 1993 against the then-Los Angeles Raiders follow- 
ing the scoring return of a fumble recovery...Routinely named as one of the team's playoff captains, 
he enters the 2001 season tied with four others for the Green Bay postseason record for most career

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Sharper for third on the team with 101 stops (75 solo), including 2 sacks and 7 tackles for loss (sec- 
ond on club)...Made 2 interceptions among 9 passes defensed...Also contributed 2 forced fumbles, 
1 fumble recovery, 3 pressures and 2 QB hits...Started all 16 games (at strong safety) for the sixth 
straight season — and the eighth time in his 11 pro seasons — he stands seventh among active NFL

2 passes defensed...Later picked off the Lions’ Charlie Batch at Detroit (Oct. 8)...Broke up at least 1 
pass in five of the last six games, closing out the year in strong fashion with 8 tackles in the season 
finale vs. Tampa Bay (Dec. 24)...1999: Started all 16 games (at strong safety) for the fifth consecu- 
tive year while playing through a painful shoulder problem...Tied for fifth on the team in tackles with 
67 (49 solo), including 1 quarterback sack...Also had 1 fumble recovery, 2 interceptions and 6 pass- 
es defensed,..Led the team with a season-high 9 tackles in triumph over division rival Minnesota 
(Sept. 26),..Had intercepted the Lions’ Batch and recorded his lone sack of the year a week earlier at 
Detroit (Sept. 19)...

tory, is fondly hoping for a healthful, injury-free 2001 campaign — 
one that will permit him to fully utilize his imposing skills — after having undergone persistent pain 
and two back operations in the past two years and missing most of the 2000 season following the 
second surgery...To the unalloyed delight of Green Bay offensive line coach Larry Beightol, the mas- 
sive Texan appeared as fit as he has been at any time in his career during the team's June 2001 mini- 


_ camp, in which Dotson was an eager participant..."Earl has looked tremendous,” Beightol says. "He 


has looked better in practice than at any time in the two years | have been around Earl. He looks so 
much bigger, stronger and has so much more definition. What he did in the offseason with a personal 
trainer has made a big difference. If he is healthy — and can remain healthy — it certainly would give 
us a real quality, solid football player there.”...Aware that the 30-year-old Texas A&l alumnus has 
been an established starter since 1995 and presumably is intent upon re-claiming the right tackle 
position from Mark Tauscher, who started in Dotson's extended absence last year, Beightol says, "If 
it would come down to where both players are in what we consider our top five (offensive linemen), 
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then we would consider a decision to possibly move Tauscher to a guard position.”...A tacit tribute 
to the soft-spoken Texan, a nine-year professional who has become a complete offensive tackle in a 
career already highlighted by two Super Bowls and a dozen playoff appearances. ..Reggie McKenzie, 
the Packers’ director of pro personnel, says of him, “Earl has the size and the mental and physical 
toughness to match his athletic ability — he can play for the run as well as the pass. As a result, he 
can match up with power players as well as speed players. He is a complete player."...Optimistic 
about a healthy 2001 season from the personal perspective, Dotson has pronounced himself pain- 
free for the first time since 1998...He had played all of 1999 with a herniated disk in his back, a prob- 
lem which required surgery following the season, and later aggravated his lower back while lifting 
Weights at his offseason home in Longview, Texas, just prior to the start of 2000's training camp, the 
latter injury causing him to sit out the first three preseason games last year... Three weeks later, he 
went down after only one offensive play in Week 2 of the regular season with a reherniation of the 
lumbar disk in his back...Later underwent corrective surgery on Sept. 21, 2000, and subsequently 
undertook extensive rehab, but was unable to return to game action for the balance of last sea- 
son...Possessor of a high degree of tolerance for pain, he had been honored for his demonstration 
of personal courage during the 1999 season with receipt of the 'Ed Block Courage Award’ on March 
7, 2000, an honor bestowed upon him by his teammates...1s tied with Dorsey Levens for eighth place 
on the team’s all-time postseason games played list, each with 12 games of playoff service...Earlier, 
he made his first major advances in 1995 — his third NFL season...When faced with what he termed 
a "do-or-die" situation as training camp opened, he proceeded to establish himself as the starter at 
offensive right tackle. ..Having played only four games as a second-year pro — in part because of an 
elbow injury — he said in explanation of his salutary renaissance, "| just started taking the game more 
seriously.

Packers quarterback Brett Favre, having cracked the All-Time Top 10 during the 2000 season, 
already is tied for eighth in NFL history with 255 career touchdown passes after a decade in the 
league. Should he continue to throw touchdown passes at his current rate — he has averaged 
28.3 per season over his nine years in Green Bay — Favre will make major inroads into NFL 
history (illustrated below), ascending to the top spot in six more years. He would climb all the way 
to third all-time with only 46 more scoring throws.

PRO: Itis often stated that behind every successful person is a 
good supporting cast, and the same can be said in regard to the 
fact that the Green Bay Packers have enjoyed a 1,000-yard rusher 
in three of the past four seasons, a result attributable to no one more so than William Henderson, the 
living, breathing description of the prototypical National Football League fullback...Though he grew 
up idolizing John Riggins, the Redskins’ bruising runner, the chiseled Virginian is more than willing 
to sacrifice his personal statistics for the overall success of the team and the halfbacks lining up 
behind him...ls able to complement his well-known blocking skills with proven pass-catching abili- 
ty, a fact evidenced by his ascension to a place among the top 20 receivers in franchise history at the 
end of last season...Patently durable — this in spite of the inherent physical nature of his position 
— he now has played in 95 consecutive regular-season games entering the 2001 campaign, present- 
ly the third-longest steak on the team, behind only the 143 of Brett Favre and the 107 of LeRoy 
Butler...Missed the opening contest of his 1995, rookie season while rehabbing from arthroscopic 
knee surgery during training camp, but has played in every game since despite a host of physical ail- 
ments...Last year helped Green Bay to average better than 100 yards rushing per game (102.7) for 
the first time since its last Super Bowl season (1997)...Thus it should come as no surprise that 
increased team success running the football has measurably followed his insertion into the starting 
lineup in 1996 as Green Bay has averaged 105.4 yards rushing per game since ‘96 — nearly 10 yards 
better (9.4) than the 96.0 rushing yards per contest it had produced from 1992-95 during the first 
four seasons that the ‘West Coast’ offense was utilized in Titletown..."William remains pretty steady 
for us," says Packers offensive coordinator Tom Rossley. “He did a good job of blocking for Anman 
Green last season — he helped Ahman get a lot of the yardage that he got last year. And when we do 
use William as a pass receiver, he does have good hands, he's a big target, plus he can run after the 
catch. Our challenge is that we've got to keep William as part of our offense, we've got to use him 
more. We've got to give him the ball occasionally, we've got to throw him the ball on a screen — last 
year he had a couple of big first downs for us on screens."...Has been instrumental in the 1,000-yard 


rushing seasons that teammates Dorsey Levens (1997, 1999) and Green (2000) have enjoyed in 
three of the past four years, among them Levens’ 1,435 yards in ‘97 and Green's 1,175 yards in ‘00 
— the second- and fourth-best one-season totals in team history...Meanwhile, has averaged 34 
receptions per season himself during five years as Green Bay's starting fullback, frequently demon- 
strating a rare ability to make first defenders miss after catching short passes out of the back- 
field...Now ranks 20th on the Packers’ all-time receiving list with 173 career receptions (for 1,269 
yards)...His unselfish style of play often leaves him overlooked for postseason awards and honors 
in favor of his conference counterparts who play more of a headliner role in their teams’ offenses as 
ball carriers...Though he has shown tremendous improvement as both a runner and receiver over 
the course of his professional career, his true dominance continues to be as a blocker, taking tremen-

belie the quiet, focused Christian man he is on the inside...Despite the fact that he wasn't invited to 
any postseason all-star games or to the NFL scouting combine after a collegiate career lacking in 
stats, was targeted by the Packers as the player they wanted to draft in 1995 to help jump-start the 
Green Bay running game...Subsequently came to Titletown as a somewhat unknown third-round draft 
choice and had his rookie season push for the starting lineup short-circuited by an early knee 
injury...Won the starting fullback job late in ‘96 training camp over the incumbent Levens, in large 
part due to his extraordinary blocking skills...Having since lived up to the club's original, lofty expec- 
tations, was re-signed to a three-year contract by the Packers as an unrestricted free agent April 6, 
1999...2000: Played in all 16 games for the fifth consecutive year, assisting Green to his 1,175 yards 
rushing as the Packers averaged more than 100 yards (102.7) per game on the ground for the first 
time since their last Super Bowl season (1997)...Made 35 receptions — fourth on the team — for 
234 yards and 1 touchdown...Also carried twice for 16 yards. ..Provided a significant contribution on 
special teams for much of the season, recording 7 tackles and 1 forced fumble..,Additionally 
returned 5 kickoffs for 80 yards (16.0 avg.) as an up-back...

er wire acquisition continues to raise his personal level of per- 
formance year after year...Enters this season eager to build off of 
his immensely successful 2000 campaign, one which saw him become the NFL's all-time most accu- 
rate field goal kicker and score over 100 points for a team-record fourth consecutive season.,.Owner 
of a never-ending desire to improve his personal game, possesses the necessary mental toughness 
to succeed at what can sometimes be the NFL's cruelest position... Veteran special teams coach Frank 
Novak, in his second year with the Packers, appreciates all things that the Bend, Ore., native brings 
to the game, saying, "He's consistent in his work habits during the week. He's a guy that does things 
the same way all the time. He is able to spot flaws in something that if it goes wrong, he's able to fix 
it. More importantly, he comes back after a bad kick and bounces back very quickly. He's extremely 
resilient.

They have confi- 
dence in him — the whole team does.”...Poised to become the most sought-after kicker in free 
agency this past offseason, signed a five-year contract to remain with the Packers on February 21, 
2001, saying, "We wanted to stay here the whole time. There was never a doubt. We really

NFC recognition from Football News...Qualified as the most accurate kicker in NFL history after 
reaching the minimum 100 made field goals needed for eligibility in the league's all-time career rank-

The New York Jets defeated the Packers 20-16 in the season 
opener at Lambeau Field with 59,870 in attendance. Jets safety 
Victor Green intercepted a Brett Favre pass deep in New York ter- 
ritory to dash Green Bay's hopes of a fourth-quarter comeback, 

After taking over at their own 31-yard fine with 3:20 to play 
in (he game, Favre drove the offense to the Jets’ 35-yard line with 
1,08 left on the clock. On a second-and-3, he attempted to hit 
Bill Schroeder streaking up the sideline, but Green read the coy- 
erage and made a diving grab of the throw at the 9-yard line, 
sealing the Packers’ defeat. 

Safety Darren Sharper started the Packers’ early surge with a 
29-yard interception return five minutes into the game to put the 
offense in striking distance on the Jets’ 4-yard line, On the next 
play, Favre threw to tight end Tyrone Davis for a touchdown, put- 
ting Green Bay in the lead, 7-0. 

However, the Jets answered quickly, tying the game on a 15- 
play, 75-yard drive which culminated in a 2-yard scoring run by 
Martin, who rushed for 110 yards on 30 carries for the game, He 
also caught 6 passes for 34 yards and 1 touchdown. 

The remainder of the Packers’ scoring was accomplished on 
the kicking of Ryan Longwell, who was true on all 3 of his field 
goal attempts — a 45-yard try and two attempts from 42 yards, 
His final field goal put the Packers back ahead, 16-13, with just 
Over aight minutes to play in the game, but in the end it would 
not be enough to hold off the Jets.

Green Bay mounted a second-half rally after being down 24- 
3 to the Chicago Bears, but Paul Edinger’s 47-yard field goal with 
3:15 to play in the game lifted the Bears to a 27-24 win in front 
of 59,869 at Lambeau Field.

Five turnovers by the Packers keyed a 31-24 loss to the 
Detroit Lions at the Pontiac Silverdome in front of 77,549 spec- 
falors,

With the Lions in front 31-9 in the third quarter, Packers 
rookie Herbert Goodman returned a kickoff 54 yards and 
appeared to provide his team with a spark, Favre's 5-yard touch- 
down pass to Antonio Freeman capped a seven-play, 48-yard 
drive that included a 29-yard catch by Freeman on fourth-and-5 
from the Detroit 43. Donald Driver made a diving grab of a Favre 
pass at the goal line for a successtul 2-point conversion. 

The Packers marched 87 yards on nine plays on their subse- 
quent drive, as fullback William Henderson scored on a 7-yard

PACKERS 31, SAN FRANCISCO 49ERS 28 
at Green Bay; Sunday, October 15 

Ryan Longwell's 35-yard field goal with 54 seconds to play 
in the game gave the Packers a 31-28, seesaw victory over the 
San Francisco 49ers at Lambeau Field in front of 59,870. 

Brett Favre threw for 266 yards on 20-of-27 passing, while 
49ers quarterback Jeff Garcia routinely found receivers Terrell 
Owens and Jerry Rice en route to a 27-01-42, 336-yard passing 
day with 4 touchdowns, 

On the game-winning drive, which began at the Green Bay 
39-yard line with 5:20 remaining, Favre scrambled 11 yards for 
a first down after finding tight end Bubba Franks for a 14-yard 
reception, Following two receptions by Antonio Freeman, the 
Packers had a first-and-10 at the San Francisco 25 with the two- 
minute warning stopping the clock. Three consecutive running 
plays then forced the 49ers to use all of their timeouts, and they 
could not answer Longwell's game winner after getting back the 
ball in the final minute. 

The Packers initially struck late in the first quarter, when 
Freeman lost the San Francisco defense over the middle before 
catching the ball and racing 67 yards into the end zone. 

San Francisco later tied the game in the second quarter on a 
39-yard touchdown reception by Charlie Garner, but the Packers 
responded on the next drive by going 74 yards on 10 plays, cli- 
maxing in a 2-yard touchdown run by Ahman Green. 

To begin the second half, the Packers used 6:09 to march 80 
yards in 11 plays, with Dorsey Levens punctuating the series 
with a 1-yard touchdown run. Levens and Green combined for 
97 yards on 28 carries and 3 touchdown runs for the game. 

Down 21-7, the 49ers mounted a comeback when San 
Francisco recelver J.J. Stokes scored on a 23-yard catch in the 
waning minutes of the third quarter, and Garcia found Owens for 
a 16-yard touchdown 3:24 into the fourth quarter. 

However, Green Bay answered as Green found the end zone 
for the second time, scoring on a 1-yard, second-effort run. 

Though Owens would score again on the 49ers’ following 
drive to knot the score at 28, the Packers, who did not commit a 
turnover during the game. would follow with Longwell’s last- 
minute field goal.

MIAMI DOLPHINS 28, PACKERS 20 
at Miami; Sunday, October 29 

The Miami Dolphins came back from an early 17-point deficit 
and eventually defeated the Packers 28-20 in front of 73,740 fans 
at Pro Player Stadium, An 81-yard punt return by Miami's Jeff 
Ogden in the third quarter provided the final blow to Green Bay's 
hopes of reaching the .500 mark. 

The Packers began their scoring with a 51-yard field goal by 
Ryan Longwell to conclude the game's first series, After the 
Dolphins converted two straight third downs on their first drive. 
Green Bay linebacker Brian Williams stripped the ball from run- 
ning back Thurman Thomas and recovered the fumble while lay- 
ing on his back. Helped by a Miami pass interference penalty, it 
took the Packers seven plays after the turnover to get into the 
end zone on Dorsey Levens’ 1-yard run, 

Only minutes into the second quarter, Levens struck again on 
a7-yard touchdown run around left end, For the second straight 
drive, Green Bay was helped by a pass interference call with 
Miami's Terrance Shaw defending receiver Bill Schroeder. The 
penalty accounted for 39 yards and put the Packers on the Miami 
13 to set up the score two plays later. 

Miami finally punctured the Packers’ defense late in the sec- 
ond quarter, going 52 yards in seven plays. Quarterback Jay 
Fiedler used a 1-yard quarterback sneak to trim Green Bay's lead 
to 17-7, and the Dolphins kept the momentum to begin the sec- 
ond half, marching 65 yards in six plays, scoring on Orande 
Gadsden’s 15-yard catch. 

A fake punt by the Dolphins on their next possession put 
them in Green Bay territory again, and minutes later Lamar Smith 
scored the Dolphins’ third straight unanswered touchdown to go 
ahead 21-17. 

Twelve minutes into the half, Ogden returned Josh Bidwell's 
punt for a touchdown. When the kick sailed short, Ogden ran 
forward to field the ball as (he Packers’ coverage unit ran past 
the play, leaving the returner a clear lane to the right side. 

Though Longwell was able to connect on a 48-yard field goal 
with 10:50 to play in the game, the remaining Packer offensive 
efforts would be thwarted by the staunch defense of the 
Dolphins, which forced 2 Green Bay turnovers with under four 
minutes remaining.

PACKERS 26, MINNESOTA VIKINGS 20 (ot) 
at Green Bay; Monday, November 6 

Antonio Freeman's 43-yard touchdown catch in overtime 
gave the Packers a 26-20 victory over the Minnesota Vikings and 
ne of the franchise's all-time great endings. 

As 59,854 rain-soaked fans watched at Lambeau Field, the 
Vikings appeared to have the Monday night matchup in hand at 
the end of regulation, when Gary Anderson lined up to kick a 
game-winning, 32-yard field goal with eight seconds left in reg- 
ulation and the score knotted at 20. But after Green Bay called a 
timeout, which allowed the steady rain to further drench the turf, 
holder Mitch Berger was unable to control the snap, and 
Anderson was denied the opportunity to close the game. A des- 
peration pass by Berger was intercepted by cornerback Tyrone 
Williams with no time remaining, sending the game into the extra 
period, 

The Packers took control at their own 18-yard line to begin 
overtime. On a third-and-9 from the Green Bay 29-yard fine, 
receiver Bill Schroeder found a crease in the Vikings secondary, 
hauling in a 22-yard catch before taking a hit from Safety Tyrone 
Carter. Two Ahman Green rushes later, the Packers were faced 
with a third-and-4 from the Minnesota 43, 

Favre dropped back to pass and quickly lobbed the ball up the 
night sideline, where Freeman was being shadowed by Vikings 
cornerback Cris Dishman, who tipped the pass off his right hand 
and then his left arm, Freeman, who was sliding after making a 
head-first dive for the throw, corralled it as he remained on the 
ground at the 15-yard line, with the ball caroming off his shoul- 
der and facemask before being controlled by the receiver's 
extended right hand. 

The receiver watched Dishman run past him, jumped to his 
feet, and raced to the end zone. Ina scene of hysteria, players 
and media rushed the field while replay officials determined that 
Freeman indeed had made the catch, 

The game was a back-and-forth affair throughout all four 
Quarters, as the teams exchanged first-half field goals and then 
short touchdown passes — the Packers’ score coming on an 
\inconventional, 5-yard underhand toss from Favre ta Green as 
the quarterback was being taken down to the ground, 

Anderson's 48-yard field goal with no time remaining in the

PACKERS 26, INDIANAPOLIS COLTS 24 
al Green Bay; Sunday, November 19 

Thanks to a heroic effort by Brett Favre, a strong first-half 
defensive effort, and a late kickoff return for a touchdown by 
Allen Rossum, the Packers defeated the Indianapolis Colts 26-24 
with 59,869 in attendance at a frosty Lambeau Field. 

With wind-chill temperatures at 16 degraes, what appeared 
likely to end in blowout fashion ended with Green Bay marching 
down the field to wind down the game's final minutes and keep 
the red-hot Colts offense from having a chance to take the lead. 
The Colts scored three touchdowns on consecutive drives of 70, 
83 and 61 yards In the fourth quarter, but the Packers offense 
held the ball the final 2:39 to keep Peyton Manning and the 
Indianapolis offense off the field. 

Indianapolis struggled early, as Manning lost control of the 
football in the end zone, recovered, and was tackled by Russell 
Maryland for a safety on the Colts’ first play trom scrimmage. 
Packers kicker Ryan Longwell added a 42-yard field goal later in 
the first quarter, and Favre found tight end Tyrone Davis for a 1- 
yard touchdown after going 87 yards on seven plays five minutes 
into the second quarter. 

Before Davis’ touchdown, Favre completed passes of 19 and 
25 yards to Bill Schroeder, who, for the game, caught 8 passes 
for 155 yards. Favre finished with 301 yards on 23-0f-36 pass- 
ing and 2 touchdowns in a contest he appeared unlikely to start 
after suffering a foot injury in the previous week's game. 

Antonio Freeman's 17-yard touchdown catch and subse- 
quent conversion gave the Packers a 19-0 lead, and they looked 
to extend it at the end of the half but were stopped at the 
Indianapolis 1-yard line with no timeouts as time expired. 

After controlling the ball for just 9:21 and amassing merely

Wayne advanced the ball to 
the Carolina 38, where the offense took over and scored two 
plays later on a 26-yard run by Ahman Green, 

Carolina was handed terrific field position later in the quarter

Seven plays later, Favre found Antonio Freeman tip-toeing across 
the back of the end zone on third-and-goal from the 5-yard line.

Green Bay began its second series of the second half on Its

Amid 25-degree game-time temperatures, with a 5-degree 
wind chill, the Packers defeated the Detroit Lions 26-13 in front 
of 59,854 at Lambeau Field to even their record at 7-7. 

The Packers jumped out to a quick start as Allen Rossum 
returned the game's opening kickoff 60 yards and set up a 22- 
yard field goal by Ryan Longwell eight plays later. It was the first 
of two first-quarter field goals for Longwell, who connected from 
27 yards on Green Bay's second offensive senes.

The Grist Bay Packers stunned the NFC Central-leading 
Minnesota Vikings with a 33-28 victory with 64,183 in alten- 
dance at the Hubert H. Humphrey Metrodome. 

Helped by a career day by running back Ahman Green and 4 
field goals by Ryan Longwell, quarterback Brett Favre completed 
26 of 38 passes for 290 yards and 3 touchdowns, 

The Packers kept the ball from the dangerous Vikings offense 
for over seven minutes on their opening drive, going 62 yards in 
13 plays with a 34-yard Longwell field goal giving Green Bay an 
early 3-0 advantage. 

On their next series, Green Bay went 87 yards in eight plays. 
Two catches by Antonio Freeman, including an 18-yard touch- 
down pass from Favre, put the Packers in front by 10. The 
Vikings, howeéver, would not take long to strike back. On the first 
play of the ensuing possession, Minnesota quarterback Daunte 
Culpepper eluded the rush of Vonnie Holliday and launched a 
deep pass to receiver Randy Moss, who caught it and raced the 
remainder of the way for a 78-yard touchdown. 

But on Green Bay's following possession, tight end Tyrone 
Davis made a key 41-yard catch and run to give the Packers a 
first down at the Minnestota 11. Three plays later, Favre passed 
to Green for a 6-yard touchdown with 11:51 to play in the sec- 
ond quarter. Later in the half, Longwell added another field goal, 
this time from 35 yards, after another time-consuming drive of 
over 50 yards, 

With time waring at the end of the half, Culpepper took 
Minnesota 79 yards in just over two minutes. With 20 seconds 
remaining, he slipped through the line and into the end zone for 
a 3-yard touchdown run, which cut the Green Bay lead to six. 

The Packers temporarily regained momentum early in the 
third quarter, when Longwell booted a 43-yard field goal. With 
runs of 15 and 12 yards on the drive, Ahman Green eclipsed |he 
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1,000-yard rushing mark for the season. He finished the game 
with a career-high 161 yards on 25 carries (6.4 avg.) 

The Vikings again responded, and a 22-yard catch by Johnny

The Green Bay Packers’ season came to an and with a 17-14 
overtime victory over the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. The Christmas 
Eve game at Lambeau Field was attended by 59,692 fans, who 
braved frigid 15-degree temperatures with a minus-15 wind chill 
at game time. 

Because the St. Louis Rams defeated the New Orleans 
Saints, the Packers missed qualifying for the playoffs. The Rams 
filled the sixth and final NFC postseason slot with a 10-6 record, 
Just one game in front of 9-7 Green Bay, 

Ryan Longwell's 22-yard, game-ending field goal gave the 
Packers their fourth consecutive victory and their seventh win in 
10 games. Buccaneers kicker Martin Gramatica could have pro- 
vided his team a victory with 14 seconds to play in the game, but 
instead he sent a 40-yard field goal try wide right. 

Green Bay managed the only score of the first half on an 11- 
play, 48-yard drive, which used 5:42 of the first-quarter clock. 
On fourth-and-4 from the Tampa Bay 32, the Packers elected not 
to kick into the cold, swirling, 15-mph winds. Instead, Brett 
Favre, who pushed his home record to 27-0 when the game-time 
temperatures are 34 degrees or below, took the snap and passed 


to wide receiver Donald Driver for 13 yards and a first down, 
Four plays later, Abman Green raced three yards into the end 
zone, 

The Green Bay defense held the Buccaneers without a first 
down until nearly 12 minutes into the game, and Tampa Bay had 
just five first downs in the first half, The Bucs punted to end all 
seven of their first-half drives. 

Four turnovers by the Packers in the second half allowed the 
visitors to even the score. Green scored again for Green Bay on 
a 2-yard run with 10:01 to play in the third quarter, but later in 
the period, Gramatica connected from 38 yards to cut the lead to 
14-3. Tampa Bay switched to a no-huddle offense in the fourth 
quarter and had success, going 84 yards in six plays. Shaun 
King found Keyshawn Johnson open in the end zone from 18 
yards, and then King scored on a two-point conversion to gat his 
tea within 14-11.

Long coveted, shares of stock in the Green Bay Packers were sold to fans.all across America late 

in 1997 and early in 1998 during a limited time offering, the first such sale held in 47 years. A total 

° of 110,901 persons (representing 4,748,909 shares) presently can lay claim to an ownership inter- 
est in the franchise. 

While shares of stock do include voting rights, the redemption price is minimal, no dividends are 
ever paid, the stock cannot appreciate in value and there are no season ticket privileges associated 
with stock ownership. No shareholder is allowed to own more than 200,000 shares, a safequard to 
ensure that no one individual is able to assume control of the club. 

There now have been four stock sales in the 82-year history of the team. The first, in 1923, saw 
local merchants raise $5,000 by selling 1,000 shares for $5 apiece, with a stipulation at that time that 
the purchaser also had to buy at least six season tickets. 

The second, in 1935, raised $15,000 in new capital after the corporation had gone into receiver- 
ship, At that point, the non-profit corporation Green Bay Football Corporation was reorganized as the 
Green Bay Packers, Inc., the present company, with 300 shares of stock outstanding. 

The third, in 1950, came on the heels of founder Curly Lambeau's 30-year dominion, when the 
club’s officers arranged to amend the corporation's bylaws to permit the sale of up to 10,000 total 
shares of stock (opening up more than 9,500 shares for purchase), to limit the number of shares that 
any individual could own and to increase the number of directors from 15 to 25, 

The response to the '50 drive was inspiring, with people from all across Wisconsin, as well as 
former Green Bay residents living in other states, coming forward to buy the $25 shares of stock. 
Roughly $50,000 was raised in one 11-day period alone. Reportedly, one woman from a farm near 
Wrightstown, Wis., showed up at the team’s offices with $25 worth of quarters in a match box. A 
total of about $118,000 was generated through this major stock sale, helping to put the Packers on 
a sound financial basis once again, 

The most recent stock sale added 105,989 new shareholders and raised more than $24 million, 
monies which now are being utilized for the Lambeau Field redevelopment project, Priced at $200 
per share, 120,010 shares were purchased during the 17-week sale, which ended March 16, 1998. 

With National Football League support of the plan already in hand, the existing 1,940 sharehold- 
ers overwhelmingly voted to amend the articles of the corporation on November 13, 1997, authoriz- 
ing the Packers to sell up to one million shares to raise funds for capital improvements, and received 
a 1,000 to 1 split on their original shares. Fans immediately were able to call a special toll free phone 
number or tap into the team’s internet site for information on how to buy the 400,000 shares made 
available to the public, 

The initial response to the stock offering was staggering. In the first 11 days of the sale, rough- 
ly one-third — or $7.8 million — of the total amount transacted was sold. Paid orders poured in at a 
rate of 3,500 per day during this early period, generating about $700,000 each day. The sale hit its 
high point during the first week of December as fans purchased shares as holiday gifts. 

Shares of stock were purchased by citizens from all 50 states, in addition to fans in Guam and 
the U.S. Virgin Islands. Over half (or roughly 64,300) of the shares sold during the most recent offer- 
ing were bought by Wisconsin residents, followed by inhabitants of Illinois (9,600), Minnesota 
(4,300), California (3,700), Florida (2,900), Michigan (2,800), Texas (2,500) and Ohio (2,000). 

Today, an annual meeting of stockholders is held in July — the 2001 meeting was conducted July 
11 at the Brown County Arena. As a means of running the corporation, a board of directors is elect- 
ed by the stockholders, The board of directors in turn elect a seven-member Executive Committee 
(officers) of the corporation, consisting of a president, vice president, treasurer, secretary and three 
members-at-large. The president is the only officer who receives compensation, the balance sitting 
gratis. 

Shares of stock cannot be re-sold. except back to the team for a fraction of the original price. 
Limited transfer of shares (ie., to heirs and relatives) is permissible. 

Based on the original ‘Articles of Incorporation for the (then) Green Bay Football Corporation’ put 
into place in 1923, if the Packers franchise ever were to be sold, after the payment of all expenses 
any remaining monies would go to the Sullivan-Wallen Post of the American Legion in order to build 
“a proper soldier's memorial.” This stipulation was enacted to ensure that the club remained in Green 
Bay and that there could never by any financial enhancement for the shareholder. The beneficiary 
was changed from the Sullivan-Wallen Post to the Green Bay Packers Foundation on the basis ofa 
shareholder vote at the November, 1997, meeting, 


HISTORY 


Multi-dimensional Paul Hornung totaled 75 yards in Green Bay's 17-13 loss to the Eagles in the 
1960 NFL Championship Game, played at Philadelphia's Franklin Field. It would mark the only 
playoff loss by the Packers’ legendary head coach, Vince Lombardi, who finished his career with 
a 9-1 postseason mark after Green Bay won five league championships over the next seven sea- 
sons (1961-67). Hornung continues to hold the Packers’ single-game scoring record in the play- 
offs, a 19-point performance in the 1961 NFL Championship Game against the New York Giants 
while on leave from the Army.

TWELVE TIMES WORLD CHAMPIONS 


The Green Bay Packers have won more championships — twelve — than any other team in 
National Football League history. They won their first three by league standing (1929, 1930 and 
1931) and nine since the NFL's playoff system was established in 1933 (1936, 1939, 1944, 1961, 
1962, 1965, 1966, 1967 and 1996). Green Bay also is the only NFL team to win three straight 
titles, having done it twice (1929-30-31 and 1965-66-67). 

In addition, the Packers won the first two Super Bowls (over Kansas City in 1966, 35-10, and 
over Oakland in 1967, 33-14), as well as a more recent one (over New England in 1996, 35-21). 

Chicago's Bears rank second with nine NFL titles, followed by the Giants with six, the Cowboys, 
Redskins and 49ers with five each, and the Lions, Steelers and Browns with four apiece.

The Packers launched the Super Bowl series by whipping Kansas City's American Football League 
champions 35-10 behind the passing of Bart Starr, the receiving of Max McGee and a key intercep- 
tion by All-Pro safety Willie Wood. 

Vince Lombardi's repeating NFL champions broke open the game with three second-half touch- 
downs, the first of which was set up by Wood's 50-yard return of an interception to the Chiefs’ 5- 
yard line with the Packers leading by only 14-10. The pass, authored by the Chiefs' Len Dawson, had 
been intended for Kansas City tight end Fred Arbanas. 

McGee, filling in for ailing Boyd Dowler (injured on the Packers' first offensive series) after having 
caught only four passes all season, snared seven from Starr for 138 yards and two touchdowns. 
Elijah Pitts ran for two other scores, counting one on a five-yard run in the third quarter and the other 
on a one-yard bolt in the final period. 

The Chiefs’ 10 points came in the second quarter, the only touchdown on a seven-yard pass from 
Dawson to Curtis McClinton.

Having acquired a third consecutive NFL championship just two weeks earlier, the Packers embel- 
lished that record-tying parlay by winning the Super Bow! title for the second straight year. This time, 


they dispatched the AFL champion Raiders 33-14 in a game that drew the first $3-million gate in foot- 


ball history. 

Bart Starr again was chosen the game's most valuable player as he completed 13 of 24 passes for 
202 yards and one touchdown and directed a Packers attack that was in control all the way after 
building up a 16-7 halftime lead. 

Don Chandler kicked four field goals (39, 20, 43 and 31 yards), and All-Pro cornerback Herb 


Adderley highlighted the Green Bay scoring with a 60-yard interception return of a Daryle Lamonica | 


pass. 

After leading by only 3-0 at the quarter, the Packers padded their margin to 16-7 at halftime by way 
of three Chandler field goals and a 62-yard scoring pass from Starr to split end Boyd Dowler. They 
then left the Raiders behind with a 10-point third period, Donny Anderson scoring on a two-yard run 
and Chandler with his final field goal. 

The game marked the last for Vince Lombardi 
as Packers coach, ending nine years at Green Bay 
in which he won six Western Conference cham- 
pionships, five NFL titles and two Super Bowls, a 
record unprecedented in pro football history.

Using several momentum-turning big plays, the Packers held off resilient New England to capture 
their first world championship in 29 years. For Green Bay, the victory also marked its leaque-high 
12th NFL championship as well as its third Super Bowl triumph. 

The Packers jumped to an early 10-0 lead. Brett Favre, sensing a Patriots blitz, audibled on Green 
Bay's second play from scrimmage, hitting late-season pickup Andre Rison on a wide-open post pat- 
tern for a 54-yard touchdown pass. On the ensuing New England possession, Doug Evans intercept- 
ed Drew Bledsoe at the Patriots’ 28, which led to a 37-yard field goal by Chris Jacke. 

New England then was able to turn the tide in its favor, however, as Bledsoe took his club on two 
long drives for touchdowns. The first, which covered 79 yards and culminated in a short pass to Keith 
Byars, was aided by two long throws to Pats running backs and a 26-yard pass interference penalty. 
The second, starting at the New England 43, was spurred by a leaping, 44-yard reception by rookie 
Terry Glenn. When tight end Ben Coates caught a four-yard TD pass from Bledsoe, the Patriots 
momentarily had their only lead of the game and had completed the highest-scoring first quarter in 
Super Bowl history. 

Green Bay rebounded to re-take the lead when Favre, seeing Patriots’ strong safety Lawyer Milloy 
at the line of scrimmage in tight coverage on Antonio Freeman, watched Freeman elude Milloy’s 
“bump” and lofted a perfect aerial to Freeman along the right sideline. Freeman, able to out-run New 
England's late-arriving free safety, covered 81 yards for the longest reception in Super Bowl history. 
After another Jacke field goal, Favre took advantage of a Mike Prior interception and escorted his 
troops on a nine-play, 74-yard march just before halftime which ended when, on a bootleg left, he 
lunged the ball over the goal line as he was rolling out of bounds. 

Taking a 27-14 edge out of the locker room at halftime, Green Bay maintained that lead until late in 
the third quarter, when the Patriots’ Curtis Martin made a magnificent 18-yard run up the middle of 
the Packer defense to pull New England to within six points at 27-21_ 

That margin was short-lived, though, as Desmond Howard returned the ensuing kickoff 99 yards 
for a back-breaking touchdown (the longest in Super Bowl history), bursting through the center of 
the Packers’ well-blocked wedge, then juking kicker Adam Vinatieri to bolt free. Howard, who had 244 
total return yards in the game including key punt runbacks of 32 and 34 yards, was voted the game's 
most valuable player, becoming the first special teams player to be so honored, A subsequent, suc- 
cessful two-point conversion, where Favre found Mark Chmura along the back of the end zone, gave 
the Green and Gold an insurmountable two-touchdown lead.

Behind a dominating rushing performance by San Diego native Terrell Davis, four-time Super Bowl 
loser Denver garnered its first-ever victory in the NFL's title game to dethrone the reigning champion 
Packers in what some called “the best Super Bowl ever." In the process, the Broncos also ended a 
13-game Super Bowl winning streak by the National Football Conference representative and sent 
Green Bay to its initial Super Bowl defeat after three triumphs. 

Davis, named as the game’s most valuable player, averaged 5.2 yards per carry as he rushed for 
157 yards and three touchdowns, including the final, decisive score with less than two minutes 
remaining. 

After the opening possession — a 76-yard scoring sequence by Green Bay — it appeared (falsely) ; ‘ 
that the game might turn into just another rout by the NFC against an overmatched AFC opponent. 
The Packers easily traversed the field, capping the drive with an arching, 22-yard touchdown pass 
from Brett Favre to Antonio Freeman at the back of the end zone, Freeman tap-dancing to get his feet 
down, and Green Bay had a 7-0 lead less than five minutes into the contest. 

But the Broncos stormed back, scoring the first three times that they had the ball to commandeer . 
a 17-7 advantage. After Davis went over from a yard out for Denver's initial points, the Broncos 
forced a pair of turnovers in Green Bay territory. First, Favre was intercepted when he prematurely 
unloaded a pass for Robert Brooks while under a heavy blitz, a miscue which resulted in a one-yard 
touchdown run by Broncos quarterback John Elway on a bootleg to the right. Then, after Favre fum- 
bled when hit by Denver safety Steve Atwater on another blitz, the Broncos tacked on a long field goal 
by Jason Elam. 

Green Bay mounted an impressive, 95-yard touchdown drive to consume the latter half of the sec- 
ond quarter and pull to within 17-14. Favre lofted a perfect aerial to tight end Mark Chmura in the 
back right corner of the end zone just 12 seconds before halftime, a pass which narrowly skirted the 
finger tips of a leaping defender. 

Davis, who had missed the entire second quarter after experiencing migraine headache symptoms, 
fumbled on the first play from scrimmage of the second half, an error which turned into a game-tying 
Ryan Longwell field goal only minutes later. 

The Broncos went ahead again late in the third period, when Davis scored his second touchdown 
of the game to culminate 92-yard, seven-plus minute drive. And when, on the ensuing kickoff, 
Freeman fumbled at his own 22, things looked dire for Green Bay as it stared at a potential two-touch- 
down deficit heading into the final quarter. But when the Broncos went for the jugular on their first 
play, free safety Eugene Robinson intercepted Elway in the end zone. 

Favre completed three passes to Freeman on the ensuing Green Bay possession, including a 13- 
yard crossing route for the receiver's second touchdown which knotted the score at 24 with thirteen- 
and-a-half minutes remaining, Freeman made nine receptions (for 126 yards) on the day to equal the 
club's all-time playoff record. 

After the Packers failed to take advantage of one fourth quarter-drive which neared midfield, Denver ' 
ran the ball down their throat for the game's winning touchdown, a drive which covered 49 yards in 
only five plays — four on the ground. Davis strolled into the end zone untouched up the middle for 
a 31-24 lead with just 105 ticks of the clock left. 

Still facing the relentless blitzing which had characterized the play of the Denver defense through- 
out the game, from his own 30-yard line Favre moved the Packers 39 yards down the field on four 
straight passes to Dorsey Levens to reach the Broncos’ 31 with 42 seconds remaining. But when his 
next three throws fell incomplete, including a fourth-down pass intended for Chmura which was 
knocked down by linebacker John Mobley, the game was Denver's, giving Elway a long-awaited Super 
Bowl victory after he personally had endured three 
losses. In the process, the Broncos became just 
the second wild-card team to capture a Super 
Bowl in NFL history.

After the 49ers went three-and-out on their opening 
possession, Howard caught Tommy Thompson's 
punt at his own 29 and weaved his way through sev- 
eral San Francisco defenders for a 71-yard touch- 
down just 2:15 into the game. Midway through the 
first quarter, Howard broke free on a second punt 
return, traveling 46 yards before he was tripped up by 
his heel only seven yards from the end zone.

around left end on a naked bootleg for another score. 

To their credit, the Packers stormed right back on 
their next possession, going 72 yards in 12 plays, a 
drive capped off by Antonio Freeman's fumble recov- 
ery in the end zone after Edgar Bennett fumbled just 
shy of the goal line, 

Neither team gained many yards in the sloppy con- 
ditions, Green Bay racked up only 210 yards, includ- 
ing a club postseason low 71 yards passing. Bennett 
was the Packers’ workhouse, running for 80 yards 
and two touchdowns on 17 carries. San Francisco, 
which lost usual starting quarterback Steve Young 
after two series when he could not function effective- 
ly due to two broken ribs suffered one week earlier, 
gained only 196 yards itself.

After twice falling behind early due to turnovers, the 
Packers rebounded to defeat the upstart Carolina 
Panthers and win their first trip to the Super Bowl in 
29 years, largely on the strength of a 205-yard per- 
formance by Dorsey Levens. It was the first title game 
poe in Green Bay since the legendary “Ice Bowl" in

Panthers linebacker Sam Mills intercepted a Brett 
Favre pass deep in Green Bay territory not quite 10 
minutes into the game, which quickly led to a three- 
yard touchdown toss from Kerry Collins to fullback 
Howard Griffith. Levens out-jumped Carolina corner- 
back Eric Davis at the right edge of the end zone fora 
29-yard touchdown catch on the first snap of the sec- 
ond quarter to even the score, only one play after he 
had rushed for 35 yards on a third-and-one situation.

Carolina took advantage of a Favre fumble near mid- 
field to add a John Kasay field goal, but the Packers 
stormed back to score 10 points in the final minute of 
the first half. Favre connected with Antonio Freeman 
for a touchdown on a six-yard fade pattern with 48 
seconds remaining, capping a 15-play, 71-yard drive. 
When the Panthers then attempted to move down 
field, Green Bay rookie cornerback Tyrone Williams 
made a diving interception of Collins at the Packers’ 
38-yard line, which four plays later eventuated into a 
31-yard Chris Jacke field goal with 10 seconds 
remaining before halftime. 

The teams traded field goals in the second hall 
before the Packers’ Edgar Bennett strolled through 
the middle of the fine untouched on a four-yard 
touchdown run late in the third quarter to somewhat 
cement the issue at 27-13. Bennett's score was set up 
by a 66-yard catch-and-run along the right sideline by 
oe on a perfectly-executed screen pass one play 
earller, 

Green Bay put up 479 net yards, an all-time team 
playoff record. Spearheading the attack was a ground 
game which churned out 201 yards, 99 yards on 25 
carries by Bennett and 88 yards on only 10 attempts 
by Levens. Levens also made five receptions for 117 
rs Favre completed 19 of 29 passes for 292 
yards. 

While the weather certainly was cold — 3 degrees 
with a wind chill of -17 — the storyline heading into 
the game was the field itself, ravaged the previous 
week against San Francisco when rainy conditions 
turned it into a mud pit. The contest was played on an 
all-new grass field, put into place in the days prior to 
the game with sod trucked in from Maryland on bet- 
ter than two dozen semis. 

The George S, Halas Trophy, symbolic of the 
National Football Conference Championship, was pre- 
sented to Packers President Bob Harlan, General 
Manager Ron Wolf and Head Coach Mike Holmgren in 
an on-field ceremony immediately following the 
game.

In a hard-fought, defensive struggle — much like 
the two earlier meetings of the divisional foes — the 
Packers used their offensive superiority to overwhelm 
Tampa Bay on a gray afternoon. A record-breaking 
rushing performance by Dorsey Levens helped Green 
Bay to maintain control of the contest. 

The Bucanneers, making their first appearance in the 
playoffs since the 1982 season, squandered three 
first-half opportunities for a field goal. On the first, the 
Packers’ Bob Kuberski surged up the middle to block 
Micheal Husted’s 43-yard effort. Keith McKenzie 
stufied Tampa Bay's attempt at a fake field goal for no 
gain the second time around, then the Bucs’ long 
Snapper, Dave Moore, sailed the ball over his holder's 
head on the third. 

Green Bay moved 67 yards down the field for its first 
score, a short touchdown pass to Mark Chmura from 
Brett Favre, following the initial Buccaneers failed 


field goal attempt. The Packers then got two field 
goals from rookie kicker Ryan Longwell just before 
halftime, the second resulting after a Tyrone Williams 
interception in Tampa Bay territory. 

A Favre interception on Green Bay's first possession 
of the second half eventuated in the Buccaneers’ lone 
points, a six-yard run by fullback Mike Alstott to cul- 
minate a 94-yard drive by the Floridians. But the 
Packers were able to keep the upstart Bucs at arm's 
length, Levens punching in a short touchdown run 
early in the fourth quarter and Favre following that up 
with a successful two-point conversion on a quarter- 
back draw. 

Levens finished the day with a team playoff record 
112 yards rushing, including 88 in the second half. 
Favre, meanwhile, was being harassed by the Tampa 
Bay defense, particularly defensive tackle Warren 
Sapp, who had three sacks and forced two fumbles. 
The two combatants openly jawed throughout the 
contest in an intriguing side show.

Green Bay, making its third straight appearance in 
the NFC Championship Game, never allowed the 
49ers’ offense to get started and advanced to play in 
the Super Bowl for the second year in a row. In the 
process, the Packers dispatched San Francisco from 
the playoffs for the third consecutive season, the sec- 
ond time in the Niners’ home park. 

From the outset of the rain-swept afternoon, the 
Packers were able to pick on San Francisco's corner- 
backs, moving 76 yards downfield on their opening 
possession, though the drive was stalled and Green 
Bay was forced to settle for a short Ryan Longwell 
field goal. 

San Francisco managed a drive to the Packers’ 28- 
yard line early in the second quarter, but it was 
snuffed out when free safety Eugene Robinson 
stepped in front of a Steve Young pass intended for 
Brent Jones. Robinson, weaving across the field, 
returned the theft 58 yards to the 49ers’ 28. Two plays 
later, Antonio Freeman caught a short slant from Brett 
Favre, cut back against the grain, breaking several 
tackles in the process, for a 27-yard touchdown grab 
and a 10-0 Green Bay lead. 

The 49ers pul together another long drive late in the 
opening half, but had to settle for a field goal when 
three straight passes from the Green Bay 10-yard line 
fell incomplete. The Packers, after first showing little 
desire to mount a scoring drive in the final minute 
before halftime, connected on a 40-yard bomb from 
Favre to Freeman in the waning seconds to set up a 
successful 43-yard field goal try by Longwell against 
a difficult wind on the final play before the teams 
headed to the locker room. 

Longwell, who had attended nearby Cal only one 
season earlier and had been released by the 49ers 
just before training camp, added his third field goal of 
the game midway through the fourth quarter, giving 
Green Bay a more comfortable 13-point lead. 

The Packers’ defense, which held San Francisco to 
just 33 yards rushing on 18 carries over the course of 
the day, went into the attack mode on Young in the 
fourth quarter, sacking him four times, including two 
by Keith McKenzie. When Young was sacked on 
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fourth down at his own 11-yard line with just under 
four minutes remaining, Green Bay quickly took 
advantage, moving into the end zone on two Dorsey 
Levens runs. 

Levens established a club playoff rushing mark for 
the second week in a row, churning out 114 yards — 
the first 100-yard rushing day allowed by the 49ers 
during the "97 season — and again did much of his 
work in the second half. Freeman totaled 107 yards 
receiving on four catches, and punter Craig Hentrich 
helped Green Bay to handily win the field position bat- 
lle by depositing all five of his punts inside the 49ers’ 


The Niners’ Chuck Levy returned the kickoff follow- 
ing Levens’ score 95 yards for San Francisco's lone 
touchdown of the day, though it proved to be of little 
significance as only 2:52 showed on the clock. 
With only a smattering of Green Bay fans remaining 
in the stands, the George S. Halas Trophy, represen- 
tative of the National Football Conference 
Championship, was handed over to the rain-soaked 
lrio of Packers President Bob Harlan, General 
Manager Ron Wolf and Head Coach Mike Holmgren 
in a presentation on the field.

The Packers’ 1998 season came to a dramatic and 
sudden end when San Francisco quarterback Steve 
Young threw a 25-yard touchdown pass to Terrell 
Owens, standing in the midst of four Green Bay 
defenders, with three seconds remaining. The 30-27 
victory by the 49ers ended a string of five straight 
losses to the Packers during the last four seasons, 
including elimination from the playoffs by Green Bay 
each year from 1995-97, The Packers, playing in the 
postseason for a team-record sixth consecutive sea- 
son, for the first time in that span failed to win at least 
one playoff game. 

Things earlier had looked dire for the Packers when, 
trailing 23-20, Brett Favre threw the second of his two 
interceptions with only 5:53 to play. But Green Bay 
forced a 49ers punt and got the ball back with 4:19 


showing on the clock, Favre proceeded to manufac- 
ture a masterful 89-yard drive, completing a 47-yard 
bomb to rookie Corey Bradford up the left sideline to 
put the Packers in scoring range at the San Francisco 
31. Four plays later, Favre audibled out of a run when 
the 49ers stacked eight men at the line of scrimmage 
and found Antonio Freeman in the back of the end 
zone on a sprint-and-go pattern for a 15-yard touch- 
down and a 27-23 lead with 1:56 left. 

But Young was able to respond with his own 76-yard 
scoring drive in the final two minutes, culminating in 
his 25-yard bullet down the center of the field to 
Owens, who had endured the misfortune of several 
drops that afternoon. The touchdown march was not 
without controversy, however, as the 49ers’ Jerry 
Rice appeared to fumble after the ball was stripped by 
rookie Scott McGarrahan at the Green Bay 41, with 
the Packers’ Bernardo Harris recovering, but officials 
ruled Rice down on the play. 

Both teams were bolstered by strong running 
games. Garrison Hearst ran for 128 of the 49ers’ 178 
yards on the ground, while Dorsey Levens gained 116 
yards rushing to set a Packers postseason record. 

Niners tight end Greg Clark caught two touchdown 
passes following Green Bay turnovers, including one 
which tied the score at 17 early in the second half. 
San Francisco kicker Wade Richey booted three field 
goals, the third of which gave the 49ers a 23-20 
advantage with 6:12 remaining in the contest. 

Favre threw for 292 yards and two touchdowns, 
both to Freeman. 

The loss marked the end of six illustrious seasons in 
Green Bay for future Hall of Famer Reggie White and, 
as it turned out, also was Mike Holmgren’s final game 
as coach of the Packers. Holmgren, who posted an 
overall record of 84-42 while in charge of Green Bay's 
on-field fortunes for seven seasons, accepted an offer 
to become executive vice president of football opera- 
tions/general manager and head coach of the Seattle 
Seahawks five days later. eS

# Super Bowl Record 

## Shares Super Bow! Recard 
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On the heels of six playoff appearances and two trips to the Super Bowl in the 1990s, the Packers own 
one of the best winning percentages in postseason play in National Football League history. They have won 
22 of 32 playoff games since their first-ever postseason contest — the 1936 NFL championship (a 21-6 vic- 
tory over the Boston Redskins) — for an overall winning percentage of .688. Only the expansion Baltimore 
Ravens with a perfect 4-0 record (1,000) stand above them. The Packers also hold the league record of 
nine consecutive playoff victories (1961-62, 1965-67). The all-time standings:

PARKERS’ PRUW JIALL OF FAWERS 


The Green Bay Packers boast 19 individuals who spent the majority of their careers with the club in the Pro Football 
Hall of Fame in Canton, Ohio. The Packers’ total is second only to that of the Chicago Bears, who have 25. The New York 
Giants and Pittsburgh Steelers, with 16 each, are tied for third, while the Cleveland Browns and Washington Redskins 
share fifth place with 14 apiece. 

In addition, five other players who played briefly for Green Bay — defensive end Len Ford, linebacker Ted Hendricks, 
guard/coach Walt Kiesling, kicker Jan Stenerud and safety Emlen Tunnell — have their busts displayed in the Hall of 
Fame. 

Biographies of the Packers’ 19 primary HOF players follow: 


1963 — Earl L. (Curly) Lambeau, Founder, player, coach, vice president 
(1919-49). Founded Packers in 1919 and served as team’s only coach through 
1949 season. Also played halfback from ‘19 through ‘29, a period during which 
he pioneered forward pass in professional football. Led Packers to six world 
championships and is one of only five coaches to record more than 200 coach- 
ing victories in the NFL (others are Don Shula, George Halas, Tom Landry and 
Chuck Noll). Had coaching record of 212-106-21 (.656) with Packers. Also 
coached Chicago Cardinals (1950-51) and Washington Redskins (1952-53). 
Born April 9, 1898, in Green Bay. Died June 1, 1965, at age of 67. 


1963 — Robert (Cal) Hubbard, T (1929-33, 1935). Also played for New York 
Giants, Pittsburgh Pirates. A legendary athlete, he was one of pro football's first 7 
genuine giants — a massive 6-ft. 5-inch, 250-pounder who was a devastating 
blocker on offense and relentless pursuer on defense as a premier, two-way per- 
former. Was an All-Pro choice in each of first three years (1931, ‘32, '33) such 
selections were made. Selected to NFL's All-50 Year Team in 1970 and to All- 
Time Two-Way Team in 1994. Played college football at Centenary, Geneva. Born 
October 31, 1900, in Keytesville, Mo. Died Oct. 17, 1977, at age of 76. 


1963 — Don Hutson, E/DB (1935-45), Made fourth-most touchdown receptions 
(99) in pro football history, an all-time NFL record until broken by Steve Largent 

and subsequently surpassed by Jerry Rice and Cris Carter. Credited with invent- ( 
ing pass patterns, he led league in receiving 8 years and in scoring 5 seasons, 
both also lifetime marks. Also played defensive back and placekicked, Named to 
NFL's All-50 Year Team in 1970, later was selected to league's 75th Anniversary — 
and All-Time Two-Way teams in 1994. Also holds league record for most points 
scored in one quarter (29). Played collegiately at Alabama. Named to four Pro 
Bowls. Born Jan. 31, 1913, in Pine Bluff, Ark. Died June 26, 1997, at age of 84. 


1963 — Johnny (Blood) McNally, HB (1929-33, 1935-36). Also played for 
Milwaukee Badgers, Duluth Eskimos, Pottsville Maroons, Pittsburgh Pirates. An 
elusive runner and gifted pass receiver, he played major role in Packers’ drive 
to first three championships in 1929, '30 and ‘31. Also helped Packers win a 
fourth world title in ‘36. Going into 2001 season, still held 22nd place in Packer 
lifetime scoring, over six decades after departing Green Bay scene, with 229 
points, Collegiate star at St. John’s (Minn). Born Nov. 27, 1903, in New 
Richmond, Wis. Died Nov. 28, 1985, at age of 82. 


1964 — Clarke Hinkle, FB (1932-41). A four-time All-Pro selection (1936, 
'37, '38, '41). One of the most versatile players in NFL annals, he was 
tough, bruising runner, fine blocker, good receiver and excellent placekick- — 
er as well as shrewd, hard-hitting linebacker. Fourth-ranking rusher in 
Packers’ history with 3,860 yards in 1,171 carries. Was selected to NFL's 
All-Time Two-Way Team in 1994. Played college football at Bucknell. 
Named to three Pro Bowls. Born April 10, 1909, in Toronto, Ohio. Died Nov. 


9, 1988, at age of 79. 315 


PARKERS’ PRO JJALL OF FAMERS 


1964 — Mike Michalske, G (1929-35, 1937). Also played for New York Yankees 
(1927-28) before joining Packers. Rated one of game's greatest guards during pro 
football's "two-way" era. Two-time All-Pro selection (1931 and 1935). A true 60- 
minute player, he was known as “Iron Mike" because of his great stamina and dura- 
bility. Best asset was exceptional quickness, which made him equally effective on 
both offense and defense. Played college football at Penn State. Born April 24, 
1903, in Cleveland. Died Oct. 26, 1983, at age of 80. 


1966 — Arnie Herber, QB (1930-40). Also played for New York Giants (1944-45). 
Pro football's first great long passer. Won three National Football League passing 
titles (1932, '34, '36) and was All-Pro selection in 1932. Teamed with Don Hutson 
to form NFL's first feared passing combination in mid-'30s. Ranks fifth in Packer 
annals with 66 career touchdown passes over his 11 seasons. Tough, durable ath- 
lete and accomplished punter as well as great passer. A Green Bay native, he 
played college football at Regis (Denver). Born April 2, 1910, in Green Bay. Died 
Oct. 14, 1969, at age of 59. 


1971 — Vince Lombardi, Coach and General Manager (1959-67). G.M. only in 1968. 
Also assistant coach for New York Giants (1954-58) and head coach of Washington 
Redskins (1969). Directed Packers to five NFL championships in seven years (1961- 
62 and 1965-66-67), a feat without parellel in pro football history. His 1966 and 1967 
teams also made history by winning first two Super Bowls. Packers won nine of 10 
playoff games under his leadership and overall compiled a 98-30-4 record, a glitter- 
ing .758 winning percentage, as he never had a losing season. A guard, played his col- 
lege football at Fordham, where he was one of the legendary "Seven Blocks of Granite." 
Born June 11, 1913, in Brooklyn, N.Y. Died Sept. 3, 1970, at age of 57. 


1974 — Tony Canadeo, HB (1941-44, 1946-52). Became only the third 1,000-yard 
rusher in pro football history when he gained 1,052 yards in 1949. Still ranks as 
No. 3 ground gainer in Packers’ annals with 4,197 yards in 1,025 attempts, a 4.1 
average. A durable, all-purpose halfback, he was an accomplished blocker, capa- 
ble passer and good receiver in addition to being a highly effective kick returner. 
Also played defensive back during early years of his career. Played college football 
at Gonzaga, where he acquired nickname of "Grey Ghost.’ Born May 5, 1919, in 
Chicago. 


1976 — Jim Taylor, FB (1958-66). Also played for New Orleans Saints (1967). 
Rushed for over 1,000 yards five straight seasons (1960-64). Heading into 2001 
campaign, still is NFL's 16th ranking career rusher with 8,597 yards over his 10 
seasons. Also owns league's ninth highest lifetime total of rushing touchdowns — 
83. Is Packers’ all-time leading ground gainer with 8,207 yards to his credit during 
his nine seasons in Green Bay. Had 26 career 100-yard rushing games. Played his 
college football at LSU. Named to five Pro Bowls. Born Sept. 20, 1935, in Baton 
Rouge, La. 


PACKERS’ PRO HAW OF FAMERS 


1977 — Forrest Gregg, T (1956, 1958-70). Also played with Dallas Cowboys 
(1971). Drafted No, 2 in 1956. Was named All-Pro eight times (including All-Pro at 
both Guard and Tackle in 1965) and nine times to the Pro Bowl. Called by Lombardi 
the ‘finest player I've ever coached." Voted to NFL's 75th Anniversary Team in 1994. 
Holds the Packer record for durability with 187 consecutive games played. Head 
Coach of the Green Bay Packers 1984-87. Also served as head coach of Cleveland 
Browns (1975-77) and Cincinnati Bengals (1980-83). Played college football at 
SMU. Born Oct. 18, 1933, in Birthright, Texas. 


1977 — Bart Starr, QB (1956-71). Drafted in 17th round in 1956, Became the win- 
ningest quarterback in football, directing the Packers to 6 Western Division titles, 
5 world titles, 2 Super Bowl victories, and was named MVP in Super Bowls | and 
ll. Led the league in passing in 1962, 1964 and 1966, and was named to the Pro 
Bowl four times. Holds Packers’ career record for most games played (196). In 
1972 he coached Packers’ quarterbacks. Head Coach of the Green Bay Packers 
1975-83. He played college football at Alabama. Born Jan. 9, 1934, in 
Montgomery, Ala. 


1978 — Ray Nitschke, MLB (1958-72). Drafted in third round in 1958 after play- : 
ing fullback at Illinois. Most Valuable Player in 1962 NFL title game vs. N.Y. Giants. a 
Named to the NFL's All-50 Year and 75th Anniversary teams. All-Pro in 1964, 1965 
and 1966; Pro Bowl 1964. Played in second-most games (190) in Packers histo- 
ry. Had 25 career interceptions. Born Dec, 29, 1936, in Elmwood Park, Ill. Died 
March 8, 1998, at age of 61. 


1980 — Herb Adderley, CB (1961-69). Also played for Dallas Cowboys (1970-72). 
Packers’ No. 1 draft choice (Michigan State) in 1961. Five-time All Pro at corner- 
back. Played in five Pro Bowls, four of first six Super Bowls (two with Green Bay, 
two with Dallas). Had 48 career intercepts (39 with Packers); ran 7 back for TDs 
(fourth-highest total in NFL history), including team-record 3 in 1965. Born June 
8, 1939, in Philadelphia. 


1981 — Willie Davis, DE (1960-69). Also played for Cleveland (1958-59). A 17th — 

round draft choice, he came to Packers from Browns in 1960 trade. Became one 
of premier pass rushers in pro football history, winning All-Pro honors five times ~ 
and selection to Pro Bowl five times. Holds all-time Packers record for career fum- — 


ble recoveries (21). Helped Packers win five NFL titles during 1960s. Played col- “jee 
lege football at Grambling. Elected to Packers’ Board of Directors in 1994. Born — 
July 24, 1934, in Lisbon, La. >a 


1981 — Jim Ringo, C (1953-63). Also played for Philadelphia (1964-67). Seventh 
round draft choice out of Syracuse in 1953. Went on to win All-Pro honors eight 
times, seven as a Packer, and played in 10 Pro Bowls, seven as a Packer. Highly 
durable performer, once held NFL record for most consecutive games played 
(183), including 126 with Green Bay. Helped Packers win back-to-back NFL titles 
in 1961-62. Traded to Philadelphia in 1964. Born Nov. 21, 1931, in Orange, N.J. 


1986 — Paul Hornung, HB (1957-62, 1964-66). One of the most versatile play- 
ers in pro football history, he won NFL scoring title three consecutive years (1959- 
60-61), setting all-time league record of 176 points in 1960. Also shares league 
single-game playoff scoring record, 19 points. All-Pro selection two times and 
named to Pro Bow! twice. Averaged 4.2 yards per rush, caught 130 passes and 
kicked 66 field goals during nine-year career. Third-ranking scorer in Packers’ his- 
tory with 760 points. Bonus choice (first player selected overall) in 1957 NFL draft. 
Played college football at Notre Dame, winning Heisman Trophy in 1956. Born 
Dec. 23, 1935, in Louisville, Ky. 


1989 — Willie Wood, FS (1960-71). Wrote several NFL teams asking for a tryout 
coming out of USC in 1960. Went on to become recognized as a premier free safe- 
ty, winning all-NFL honors six straight years beginning in 1963. A Pro Bowl selec- 
tion eight times, he also played in six NFL championship games, helping Packers win 
five titles. Starting free safety for Green Bay in Super Bowls | and II, broke open a 
close contest in third quarter of SBI, intercepting a Len Dawson pass and returning 
50 yards to the K.C. 5. Had 48 career interceptions. Won NFL title in 1962 with nine 
thefts, also captured league punt return crown in 1961 with 16.1 average. One of 
only six free agents to make Hall of Fame. Born Dec. 23, 1936, in Washington, D.C. 


1995 — Henry Jordan, DT (1959-69). Also played for Cleveland (1957-58). 
Originally a fifth round draft choice of Browns, came to Green Bay in 1959 trade. 
Named All-Pro five straight seasons (1960-64), he also was selected to play in the 
Pro Bowl four times. One of team’s more colorful personalities, missed only two 
games in his first 12 seasons. Played in seven NFL title games (including 1957 
with Cleveland), plus first two Super Bowls. Had 3'/2 sacks in 1967 Western 
Conference Championship win over Rams. Played college football at Virginia. Born 
Jan. 26, 1935, in Emporia, Va. Died Feb. 21, 1977, at age of 42.

PACKERS’ FAN HALL OF FAME 


For those who think they are the ultimate fan of the Green Bay Packers, the team has created an 
opportunity for fans to become a permanent part of the Packer Hall of Fame. The Packers, the first 
professional football team to have its own hall of fame, were part on another first in 1998, when 
they announced the establishment of the Green Bay Packers FAN Hall of Fame. 

"| think it is entirely fitting that the Packers take a leading role in honoring their fans for their 
long-time loyalty and commitment — particularly when you consider that it is the fans who own 
this football team," Packers President Bob Harlan said in lending his wholehearted support to the 
program upon its launch. "It is an idea that probably was long overdue." 

The Green Bay Packers FAN Hall of Fame was initiated by the Packers and the Packer Hall of 
Fame, in conjunction with five corporate sponsors. Fans nominate themselves for the honor by 
submitting an essay of 500 words or less, accompanied by a photo or a two-minute video, explain- 
ing why they or another person are the ultimate fan and should be recognized. Finalists are cho- 
sen by the FAN Hall of Fame selection committee, comprised of members of the Packer Hall of 
Fame board and members of the Green Bay Packers’ front office. 

Ten finalists are chosen and profiled in the Milwaukee Journal Sentinel, as well as on the 
Packers’ official internet site — packers.com. Fans are given an opportunity to vote on the 10 
finalists whose stories were profiled. Voting ballots are available in the Milwaukee Journal 
Sentinel, online through packers.com and at the corporate locations of the program's sponsors. 

The nominee who receives the most votes each year is named as the honorary fan and is induct- 
ed into the FAN Hall of Fame. In recognition of being selected to the FAN Hall of the Fame, the win- 
ner receives four club seats to a Packers home game — at which acknowledgment is given on the 
Lambeau Field replay board — a $500 Packers Pro Shop gift certificate and a road trip for two to 
a Green Bay away game, including game tickets, air fare and hotel accommodations. 

The honoree also is introduced during the Packer Hall of Fame induction dinner, held each July, 
and has his or her name displayed in a place of honor in the Packer Hall of Fame.

The Packers are 228-126-13 (.639) in Green Bay and were 105-61-3 (.630) in Milwaukee for an overall home 
mark of 333-187-16 (.636). The Packers played league games in Milwaukee on an annual basis from 1933-94. 

On the road, Green Bay stands 235-273-20 (.464), a mark which includes two neutral site contests. 

The Packers played independent football during the 1919-20 seasons.

Playing an overtime game for the first time in four years, Green Bay was a perfect 2-for-2 during the 2000 sea- 
son in contests extended to an extra period — both coming at Lambeau Field. The Packers, for the initial time in 
team history, win an overtime game with a touchdown pass, felling arch-rival Minnesota, 26-20, on a rainy 
Monday night (Nov, 6) when Antonio Freeman makes a miraculous, 43-yard TD catch. Later, on Christmas Eve, 
Green Bay sends divisional foe Tampa Bay to the road for the playofts after Ryan Longwell connects on a short 
field goal for a 17-14 triumph. 

Over a decade-and-a-half later, Green Bay continues to own the National Football League record for most over- 
time games played in one season — a mark set by the club in 1983 when it was involved in five sudden death 
decisions, winning two while losing three. 

Green Bay has played in 28 total contests which have gone into overtime, standing 8-10-4 in the regular sea- 
son and 1-0 in the postseason for an overall mark of 9-10-4. 

The lone postseason occurrence was a historic 13-10 victory over the Baltimore Colts in a Western Conference 

playoff game — the first overtime game in which the Packers ever were involved —in Lambeau Field Dec. 26, 
1965, on a 25-yard Don Chandler field goal.

Founded as a town team in 1919, a year when Woodrow Wilson was in the White House, the Green Bay Packers 
carry an overall winning percentage of .571 into the 2001 National Football League season, having played a total of 
1,437 games. Over their 82 years of existence, the Packers have won 796 games, lost 593 and tied 48. 

The 1,437-game total includes a record of 568-460-36 (.551) in regular-season play and a league-best mark of 
22-10-0 (.688) in playoff action. In addition, the Packers went 19-2-1 (.886) playing independent football from 
1919-20.

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Part of the Monday Night Football television series 
for the ninth consecutive season after a seven-year 
absence, the Packers make two appearances on ABC- 
TV's prime-time series during the 2001 season. 

Both opponents are relatively infrequent foes of late, 
Washington and Jacksonville. Currently the longest 
interrupted series in the National Football League, the 
Packers and Redskins have not met since the 1988 
season. The matchup is likely to conjure up vivid 
memories of Green Bay's lone win in the series since 
1968, a 1983 thriller — at Lambeau Field, as this 
year's game is — which yet today remains the high- 
est-scoring game in Monday Night Football history. 

Meeting a 1995 expansion team on MNF for the sec- 
ond year in a row (the Packers were at Carolina in 
2000), Green Bay travels to Jacksonville for only the 
second-ever game between the teams. The Packers’ 
lone other contest with the Floridians came in the 
Jaguars’ inaugural season and also was a prime-time 
affair, a 24-14 Green Bay victory in Jacksonville in a 
Sunday night game on TNT, 

The Packers now stand 16-18-1 on the program 
which consistently ranks among the nation's top 10. 


Additionally, the Packers hold an 8-5 mark on the 
combined ESPN/TNT prime-time series, including a 
6-2 record on ESPN. 

Even 18 years later, the Packers continue to hold the 
distinction of being a part of the highest scoring game 
in Monday night history — a 48-47 track meet with 
the Washington Redskins on Oct. 17, 1983, in front of 
55,255 spectators at Lambeau Field. Facing the then- 
reigning Super Bowl champions, the Packers. pre- 
vailed in a contest which featured 11 touchdowns, 11 
extra points and six field goals in the final tally. 

Jan Stenerud’s 20-yard FG with but 54 seconds 
remaining decided the issue, though a final, dramatic 
flourish was added when the 'Skins' Mark Moseley 
missed a 39-yard field goal try as time expired. 

The 95-point production surpassed the previous 
Monday Night Football scoring mark by a whopping 
11 points — set Dec. 20, 1982, when San Diego 
outscored Cincinnati 50-34. The contest also repre- 
sented the highest scoring game in the Packers’ his- 
tory, surpassing Green Bay's 52-35 loss at Detroit in 
1951,

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BIRTH OF A TEAM AND A LEGEND 
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On the evening of August 11, 1919, a score 
or more of husky young athletes, called 
together by Curly Lambeau and George 
Calhoun, gathered in the dingy editorial room 
of the old Green Bay Press-Gazette building 
on Cherry Street and organized a football 
team. They didn't know it, but that was the 
beginning of the incredible saga of the Green 
Bay Packers, 

There had been some preliminary talk and 
planning and that night's decision wasn't 
announced until two days later, but the big 
step had been taken. So August 11 is as good 
a birthday as any. 

Actually the initial spark had been struck a 
few weeks before during a casual street cor- 
ner conversation between Curly Lambeau and 
George Calhoun. It was apparently one of 
those "Why not get up a football team?" 
remarks, but once they got interested they 
wasted no time. 

FIRST THEY TALKED Curly's employer at 
the Indian Packing Company into putting up 
some money for equipment. 

Because the team's jerseys had been pro- 
vided by the packing company, which also 
permitted the use of its athletic field for prac- 
tice, the club was identified in its early public- 
ity as a project of the company. With this tie- 
in the name “Packers’ was a natural, and 
Packers they have been ever since, although 
the corporation had practically faded out of 
the picture before that first season was half 
over. 

That first season the team won 10 games 
and lost only one against other teams from 
Wisconsin and Upper Michigan. Games were 
played in an open field with no fences or 
bleachers, and interested fans "passed the 
hat." But the team was so successful by 1921 
that Lambeau was backed by two officials of 
the packing plant in obtaining a franchise in 
the new national pro football league that had 
been formed in 1920. Cash customers didn't 
quite pay the freight and at the end of the sea- 
son it had to be forfeited, 

THIS WAS the first in a long series of trou- 
bles that the now famous team overcame, for 
in 1922 Lambeau gained other backers and 
bought the franchise back for $250. Troubles 
continued during that season. One game was 
rained out and the insurance company would- 
n't pay off because the official amount of rain 
was one one-hundredth of an inch short of 
that required in the policy. 

Another storm late in the season when the 
Packers were scheduled to play the Duluth 


Kelleys, however, proved the founding of the 
modern community corporation. A.B. 
Turnbull, general manager of the Green Bay 
Press-Gazette, told the Packers to play any- 
way. He then went out and helped organize 
the businessmen of Green Bay in the support 
of the team, and the Green Bay Football 
Corporation was formed. 

FROM THOSE MODEST and somewhat ten- 
uous beginnings, the Packers have gone on 
to earn national stature and virtual world-wide 
recognition by winning more championships 
(12) over the intervening 80 years than any 
other team in professional football. 

The fact that these achievements have come 
while representing a city of just around 
100,000 inhabitants, in competition with the 
country's population giants, has endeared 
them to the nation's football fans, many of 
whom are intrigued by the David vs. Goliath 
concept and the Packers’ unique status as a 
publicly-owned corporation. 

INEVITABLY, PROCEDURES at Packers 
games have come a long way since the sand- 
lot years of 1919-20 when the club was sub- 
sisting on the contents of George Calhoun's 
hat. Then there were no ushers, no cheer- 
leaders, no band and no public address sys- 
tem — the latter hadn't been invented yet. 
There weren't even any seats at first, and it 
didn't cost anything to get in. 

When the Packers began their existence in 
1919, they played on approximately the same 
site as the now abandoned City (East) 
Stadium, but with a mighty difference. 
Hagemeister Park, as it was called, was just a 
big vacant lot with a football gridiron marked 
on it. 

There were no gates because there wasn't 
any fence. Spectators just dropped off the 
Walnut Street streetcar and walked over to 
the sideline, or drove their own cars and 
parked about 10 yards behind the ropes 
stretched around the playing field. 

lf they felt like it they either sat in their auto- 
mobiles or on top of them, but most preferred 
to get out and follow the play up and down 
the field. By moving as the play progressed, 
you always had a "50-yard line" location and 
were handy to any donnybrook that might 
require a little help. In fact, when things got 
exciting the crowd sometimes spilled right 
onto the field, surrounded the scrimmage ina 
big circle and virtually took part in every play. 
Teams didn't huddle in those days, or the fans 
would have been in that too. 

When the half ended, teams grabbed blan- 
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kets and adjourned to opposite end zones 
where they relaxed and talked over the tactics 
of the next half. Nothing private about those 
huddles. The crowd formed a ring around the 
players, a practice encouraged since it made 
a handy wind break. Fans weren't bashful 
about joining the discussions either, some- 
times with surprising results, At least one 
early game was pulled out of the fire by a 
spectator's halftime suggestion. 

In 1920 a section of stands was built — just 
a small bleacher with a capacity of a couple 
hundred — on one side of the field, and a fee 
charged to sit there. The next year a portable 
canvas fence was erected around the whole 
field and a regular admission charge inaugu- 
rated. 

WHEN HAGEMEISTER Park was dug up in 
1923 to make way for East High School, the 
Packers shifted to the new baseball grounds 
out on the end of Main Street. This was called 
Bellevue Park because it was just east of the 
old Hagemeister Brewery, which was 
renamed the Bellevue Products Co. during 
Prohibition. Things were Big Time out there, 
with crowds of 4,000 to 5,000 storming the 
fences to boo the hated Chicago Bears, 

The Packers used Belleyue in 1923-24, but 
it was obviously inadequate and too far out, 
lacking about every facility needed for foot- 
ball. Agitation to build a new stadium some- 
where near the original site culminated in the 
erection of old City Stadium just back of the 
new high school. 

The new plant was barely completed in 
time for the 1925 opening, but was an imme- 
diate success, the Bear game that year draw- 
ing a record crowd of 5,389, It was a typical 
small town park of its day, with wooden 
fences and stands on both sides between the 
30-yard lines. Seating capacity was gradually 
increased until it seated 15,000 by 1934, with 
the end zones still uncovered. With the filling 
in of the area around the end lines the ulti- 
mate capacity of 25,000 was reached. 

AFTER WORLD WAR II, City Stadium grad- 
ually faded from its once proud position as 
one of the favored fields in the National 
Football League to an inadequate and obso- 
lete installation. As pro crowds increased it 
was impossible to expand the stadium any 
further. With limited capacity, the Packers 
found it increasingly difficult to schedule top 
opponents at home, September 29, 1957, 
was a proud day for Green Bay and its 
Packers. A million-dollar modern stadium 
with a seating capacity of 32,150 was dedi- 
cated. In 1961, the stadium was expanded to 


38,669, to 42,327 in 1963, to 50,852 in 1965 
when the name was changed to Lambeau 
Field, to 56,263 in 1970, and to 56,926 fol- 
lowing the first addition of private boxes in 
1985. With the building of 36 more private 
boxes and 1,920 club seats in the south end 
zone, seating was upped to 59,543 in 1990. A 
subsequent, 1995 expansion of 90 private 
boxes in the north end zone, which also 
included an auxiliary press box, gave the sta- 
dium a total of 198 boxes and a new capacity 
of 60,890. 

Earlier this year, a $295 million project to 
redevelop Lambeau Field was undertaken, 
one which will see the team play through con- 
struction during the 2001 and 2002 seasons. 
A half-cent Brown County sales tax, author- 
ized by voters in a referendum conducted 
September 12, 2000, was a primary compo- 
nent of the stadium renovation plan, sched- 
uled for completion in time for the 2003 sea- 
son. 

The Packers’ colorful saga, spanning 80 
years, can be divided into roughly a dozen 
chapters. They take us from the “Iron Man" 
period of the first decade under founder Curly 
Lambeau to the present day, which finds Mike 
Sherman presiding as the 13th head coach in 
the team's history. 

THE IRON MAN ERA — With good financial 
backing, Lambeau began to pick up college 
stars from all over the country, plus some 
unknowns who were going to turn out to be 
“greats.” And in 1929 Green Bay won the 
national professional football championship. 
\t repeated in 1930 and in 1931 with a team 
featuring such all-time pro greats as Red 
Dunn, Verne Lewellen, Cal Hubbard, Bo 
Molenda, Jug Earp, Mike Michalske, Johnny 
(Blood) McNally, Bill Kern, Arnie Herber, 
Clarke Hinkle, Lavvie Dilweg, Tom Nash, Milt 
Gantenbein and Hank Bruder. Many games 12 
or 13 players would go for almost the full 60 
minutes. These teams were hailed all over the 
country as some of the greatest ever. 

THE HUTSON PERIOD — Trouble flared 
again soon afterward. A fan fell from the 


stands, sued and won a $5,000 verdict and — 


the insurance company went out of business. 
The Packers went into receivership and were 
just about to fold when Green Bay business- 
men came to the rescue again, raised 
$15,000 in new capital and reorganized the 
club, About this time a rather slight, lanky end 
by the name of Don Hutson came to the club. 
From his first game on, Hutson became the 
terror of the league and the secret of Green 
Bay's next three championships. With Herber 
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and Cecil Isbell pitching and Hutson catching 
anything they threw at him despite any kind of 
a stop-Hutson defense, Green Bay won 
championships in 1936, 1939 and 1944, and 
all during the Hutson era the Packers always 
finished in the first division. 

RONZANI REGIME — After Hutson's retire- 
ment, Packer fortunes again went into a 
decline. The disastrous pro football war 
brought on another financial crisis after the 
1949 season. In the midst of it Lambeau 
resigned to take a position as head coach of 
the Chicago Cardinals. Then began another 
major reorganization and rebuilding effort 
with Gene Ronzani of the Bears hired as head 
coach. Nearly $125,000 was raised in a giant 
stock sale all over the state. Ronzani's teams 
improved each of the first three seasons until 
1952. The Packers were in the thick of the title 
chase until the last weeks of the season. In 
1953 the team played erratic ball and Ronzani 
resigned with two games remaining on the 
schedule. 

BLACKBOURN TAKES OVER — The 
Packers overhauled their front office and 
coaching staff in 1954, hiring Verne Lewellen, 
all-time Packers great, attorney and business- 
man, as general manager. Reaching into the 
college ranks for a head coach was the next 
step in the rebuilding plans and Lisle 
Blackbourn, coach of Marquette University, 
was signed to a contract. During the four-year 
Blackbourn regime, the Packers won 17 while 
losing 31. 

McLEAN MOVES UP — Likable Ray 
"Scooter’ McLean moved up from being an 
outstanding assistant coach to guide the des- 
tiny of the Packers for 1958. McLean 
resigned in December after a 1-10-1 record, 
the worst in Packer history in his lone season 
as head coach. 

THE LOMBARDI ERA — In 1959, the 
Packers announced the signing of New York 
Giants assistant Vince Lombardi as head 
coach and general manager. 

In his first season, Lombardi lifted the 
Packers to a 7-5 record and unanimously was 
voted ‘Coach of the Year.’ Then in 1960, the 
Packers captured the Western Division title 
and went on to win World Championships in 
1961, 1962, 1965, 1966 and 1967. Never fin- 
ishing lower than second since 1960, his 
teams became the standard of football excel- 
lence and the Packers franchise one of the 
most successful. Over a nine-year span as 
head coach, Lombardi's teams racked up 98 
victories against 30 losses and 4 ties for a 
remarkable .758 winning percentage. Even 


more noteworthy, however, is the record of 
Lombardi coached teams in postseason play. 
In 10 division playoff and World 
Championship games, the Packers emerged 
Victorious nine times. 

BENGTSON PERIOD — Following the third 
consecutive title in 1967, Lombardi turned 
over the head coaching duties to Phil 
Bengtson and one year later announced that 
he was leaving Green Bay to coach and man- 
age the Washington Redskins. Bengtson 
coached the Packers from 1968-1970, com- 
piling a 20-21-1 record, and in December of 
1970 resigned. 

THE DEVINE DAYS — Dan Devine, one of 
the three most successful coaches in the 
nation's collegiate ranks, succeeded 
Bengtson as head coach and general manag- 
er in January of 1971. After settling for a 4-8- 
2 record during his first season, Devine and 
the Packers appeared on the road to new 
heights when 1972 produced a 10-4 record 
and the team's first Central Division title since 
1967. But the Packers’ Super Bowl hopes dis- 
solved in the second half of '73 and they 
slipped to a 5-7-2 mark. They continued their 
recession in ‘74, emerging with a 6-8 record, 
and Devine resigned. 

THE STARR TREK — The most successful 
field general in pro football history as Green 
Bay's quarterback of the ‘60s, Bart Starr 
accepted the challenge to lead the Packers 
out of the NFL wilderness, agreeing to a 
three-year contract as head coach and gener- 
al manager on December 24, 1974. Starr, 
who had led the Packers to five world cham- 
pionships from 1961 through 1967, asked for 
‘the prayers and patience of Packer fans 
everywhere.,.We will earn everything else." 

Although he had to settle for a 4-10 record 
in the baptismal season of a massive rebuild- 
ing project, Starr gave Packers fans new hope 
by assembling a sound organization and 
restoring a positive attitude, underscored by 
three victories in the last five games of the 
1975 season. He continued the resurgent 
trend in 1976, leading the Packers to a 5-9 
record, highlighted by a three-game, mid- 
season winning streak. Major and key injuries 
slowed the comeback in 1977 but a strong 
finish produced a 4-10 mark. Hopes soared in 
1978 when the Packers posted their first win- 
ning slate since 1972, an 8-7-1 record, only 
to be temporarily dampened in '79 by a 
record rash of injuries which spawned a 5-11 
mark. Another injury epidemic, one which 
saw 27 players on injured reserve during the 
course of the season, struck in 1980, forcing 
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the Packers to settle for a 5-10-1 record, 

Rebounding strongly in 1981, they rallied 
from a disappointing 2-6 start to mount one 
of the most dramatic comebacks in Green Bay 
history, closing with a 6-2 rush (an 8-8 mark) 
and coming within one victory of the playoffs. 

The Packers continued the upsurge in 1982, 
when they qualified for the playoffs for the 
first time since 1972 by posting a 5-3-1 
record during a strike-interrupted season. 
They then embellished that performance by 
routing St. Louis 41-16 in the first game of 
the NFL's Super Bow! Tournament before 
bowing to Dallas (37-26) despite a record- 
setting, 466-yard offensive effort. Starr was 
relieved of his head coaching duties on 
December 19, 1983, after the Packers fin- 
ished the '83 season with an 8-8 record and 
missed the NFL playoffs on the final week of 
the year. 

GREGG ERA — On December 24, 1984, 
Starr was replaced by Forrest Gregg, a former 
teammate and one of the premier offensive 
tackles in the history of the game as a player, 
who had maneuvered Cincinnati into Super 
Bowl XVI following the 1981 season, Gregg, 
whose Bengals’ 19-6 record over the 1981-82 
seasons was the best in pro football, received 
a five-year contract. 

In taking over, he declared, "| took this job 
to field a winning team. That will happen." 

Gregg's prediction began to bear fruit in the 
second half of the 1984 season when the 
Packers rebounded from an injury-ridden 1-7 
start to win seven of their last eight games. 

Because of injury and other complications, 
however, the 1985 season followed the '84 
script, the Packers getting off to a slow 3-6 
start before mounting a strong finish to again 
close at 8-8 by winning five of their last seven 
games. 

Gregg, convinced the time had come to 
rebuild a team which had gone 8-and-8 three 
years in succession and was "starting to get 
old’ at that level, made sweeping personnel 
changes in 1986. The young and inexperi- 
enced Packers, their task complicated by 
injuries to key performers, got off to an 0-6 
start, then began to mature in mid-season 
and went on to finish with a 4-and-12 record. 

Following the 1987 season, which saw the 
Packers finish third in the NFC Central with a 
5-9-1 record, Gregg resigned (January 15, 
1988) to become head coach at his alma 
mater, Southern Methodist University, 

INFANTE SIGNS ON — Nineteen days later 
(February 3), Cleveland Browns offensive 
coordinator Lindy Infante became the 10th 


head coach in Packers history. Recognized 
throughout the NFL as a brilliant innovator, 
the 47-year-old University of Florida alumnus 
received a five-year contract. 

With turnovers and kicking problems plagu- 
ing his offense, Infante's first Packers team 
had to settle for a 4-and-12 record, but left 
fans with hopes for 1989 and the future by 
winning the last two games to mount a strong 
finish. 

Building upon that positive note, Infante 
orchestrated a dramatic upsurge in ‘89, 
escorting the Packers to a 10-6 record — 
their best in 17 years — and within one game 
of the National Football League playoffs, spic- 
ing that turnabout with a league-record four 
one-point victories. 

In 1990, subsequent high hopes for the 
team's first postseason berth in a non-strike 
year since 1972 evaporated when the Packers 
— with a contending, 6-5 record after 11 
games — saw a potential playoff opportunity 
expire in the face of a season-ending, five- 
game losing streak. 

The Packers' field fortunes continued to 
decline in 1991, the record falling to 4-12, 
and Infante was relieved of his duties on 
December 22 by new Executive Vice 
President/General Manager Ron Wolf, who 
had been hired November 27 with full author- 
ity to run the organization's football opera- 
tion. 

THE HOLMGREN ERA — Mike Holmgren, 
architect of one of the NFL's most potent 
attacks as offensive coordinator for the 
perennially successful, then four-time Super 
Bowl champion San Francisco 49ers, was 
named by Wolf to succeed Infante as the 11th 
head coach in Packers history on January 11, 
1992. Holmgren, sought after by five other 
NFL clubs, received a five-year contract. 

Getting his team on track after an O-and-2 
start, the former USC field general directed 
the Packers to a 9-and-7 record and within 
striking range of the playoffs. He thus became 
only the third head coach in Packers history 
to post a winning record in his first season, a 
record punctuated by a six-game winning 
streak, longest by a Packers team since 1965. 

In 1993, his second season at the controls, 
Holmaren took his team to the next level — 
the playoffs — despite the loss of four 
starters to injuries and a nagging turf toe 
problem which hampered the Packers’ princi- 
pal offensive weapon, wide receiver Sterling 
Sharpe, over the last half of the season. 

Surmounting these handicaps, the Green 
and Gold forged a second straight 9-and-7 
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record — against a considerably more 
demanding schedule — to qualify for post- 
season play for the first time since 1982, then 
posted a last-minute, come-from-behind vic- 
tory over the Detroit Lions (28-24) in their 
first playoff assignment before falling to the 
repeating Super Bowl champion Dallas 
Cowboys (27-17) in their second, a divisional 
playoff. 

In 1994, the Packers continued to experi- 
ence success under Holmgren, staking a third 
consecutive 9-and-7 regular-season mark 
and making it to the playoffs for the second 
year in a row — registering both of these 
achievements for the first time since the 
memorable Titletown’ days of the '60s. 

Riding a three-game winning streak into the 
postseason, they parlayed a record defensive 
performance and a turnover-free offensive 
effort into a 16-12 victory over the Detroit 
Lions in their initial playoff game — their first 
home playoff game since 1983 — holding the 
incomparable Barry Sanders to minus-one 
yard rushing in 13 attempts in the process. 
The Packers advanced despite playing with- 
out the services of their All-Pro wide receiver 
Sharpe, whose brilliant Green Bay career had 
been ended by a neck injury diagnosed after 
the team's regular-season finale. As had 
been the case a year earlier, their postseason 
came to a close at Dallas in their second 
game, the Cowboys prevailing in a divisional 
playoff, 35-9. 

Closing ranks with highly productive results 
following the loss of Sharpe, the 1995 
Packers put together one of the hallmark sea- 
sons in their history. Winning six of their last 
seven games, they captured their first NFC 
Central Division championship since 1972, 
then made their best postseason showing in 
over a quarter-century, forging all the way to 
the National Football © Conference 
Championship Game for the first time since 
1967. 

En route, they closed out the regular season 
with an 11-5 record — their best since 1966, 
when they posted a 12-2 mark in capturing 
the NFL title — and followed that accom- 
plishment by dispatching the Atlanta Falcons, 
a in a first-round playoff at Lambeau 

ield. 

Building upon that triumph, the Packers 
mounted one of the premier performances in 
their postseason history, formally dethroning 
the defending Super Bow! champion San 
Francisco 49ers in their own 3Com Park, 27- 
17, Again, however, the Packers’ dreams of a 
third trip to the Super Bow! subsequently 


foundered in Dallas, where they fell to the 
Cowboys, 38-27, in the NFC title game, after 
leading 27-24 at the end of three quarters. 

Putting nearly three decades of disappoint- 
ment and frustration emphatically behind 
them, the Packers richly rewarded their long- 
patient faithful in 1996 with a season for the 
ages. Shunting aside eight of their first nine 
regular-season opponents, they swept to a 
13-3 record and their second consecutive 
NFC Central Division championship, then 
charged through the playoffs to capture their 
first Super Bowl title since 1967, dispatching 
the New England Patriots 35-21 in SB XXXI at 
the Louisiana Superdome. 

Displaying impressive consistency on both 
sides of the football, they documented their 
superiority, outscoring the three opponents 
by a substantial margin, 100 to 48, in their 
postseason sweep. 

Appropriately enough, the first two playoff 
wins were registered before their ecstatic loy- 
alists in Lambeau Field — a 35-14 triumph 
over the 49ers in a divisional playoff matchup 
and a 30-13 victory over the upstart Carolina 
Panthers in the NFC title game. 

In annexing a 12th NFL championship, 
extending their own league record, the 
Packers joined an elite group of teams which 
have won three-or-more Super Bowls — the 
Dallas Cowboys, San Francisco 49ers, 
Pittsburgh Steelers, Oakland/Los Angeles 
Raiders and Washington Redskins. 

Thirty years earlier, Green Bay had won the 
first two Super Bowls following the 1966 and 
1967 seasons, thus becoming the first team 
to “repeat.” 

The Packers thus entered the 1997 season 
with an opportunity to win back-to-back 
Super Bowls for a second time — and came 
breathtakingly close to achieving their objec- 
tive. 

Sweeping to a second consecutive 13-3 
mark, their victory total equaling a club 
record, they primed for the playoffs by clos- 
ing out the regular season with a five-game 
winning streak, their second of the campaign. 
Having earned home-field advantage for their 
initial postseason test by winning a third 
straight NFC Central Division title, they 
launched their bid in workmanlike fashion, 
turning back Tampa Bay in a divisional playoff 
for the third straight time in the year, 21-7, 
thereby padding their all-time home-field, 
postseason record to 12-0 and extending the 
longest such winning streak in pro football 
history. 
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Faced with the need to win on the road to 
assure a return trip to the NFL's ultimate 
game, the Packers proceeded to smother the 
49ers on a soggy, rain-swept afternoon in 
San Francisco’s 3Com Park a week later, hold- 
ing them without an offensive touchdown en 
route to a 23-10 victory in the NFC 
Championship Game and a berth in Super 
Bow! XXXII at San Diego. 

The latter subsequently proved to be a see- 
saw affair, one which found the Green and 
Gold trailing Denver at halftime, 17-14. Hopes 
of a repeat were high, however, when quar- 
terback Brett Favre guided them 85 yards toa 
third touchdown and a 24-24 tie early in the 
fourth quarter. But the Broncos later scored 
with only 1:45 remaining and a last-minute 
Packers drive for a deadlock fell short when a 
Favre pass for tight end Mark Chmura was 
incomplete inside the Denver 20-yard line 
with only 28 seconds remaining, sealing a 31- 
24 Denver win. 

Athird straight trip to the Super Bowl, an 
entirely realistic goal at the outset, eluded the 
Packers in 1998, their 80th season, Historic 
accomplishment, however, did not. 
Overcoming multiple injury problems along 
the way, including the loss of Pro Bowl run- 
ning back Dorsey Levens for nine games and 
center Frank Winters for the stretch run and 
postseason, each with a broken leg, they 
advanced to the playoffs for the sixth year in 
a row, a team record, while posting a seventh 
consecutive winning season, 

They also set another team record by 
stretching their Lambeau Field winning streak 
to 25 games — the second-longest in NFL 
history — before falling to the Minnesota 
Vikings the night of October 5. They went on 
to close out the regular season with an 11-5 
mark, thus equaling another team standard 
by posting a double-digit victory total for the 
fourth consecutive year (following an 11-5 
record in 1995 and 13-3 marks in both 1996 
and 1997). The latter was only the second 
such parlay in the organization's annals, the 
first having come 67 years earlier, recorded 
by team founder Curly Lambeau's triple NFL 
champions of 1929-32 (12-0-1 in 1929, 10- 
3-1 in 1930, 12-2 in 1931 and 10-3-1 in 
1932). 

In the wake of these considerable achieve- 
ments, the Packers’ season came to a dra- 
matic and painful end in an NFC Wild Card 
playoff game at San Francisco on January 3, 
1999, when they saw a 27-23 lead abruptly 
dissolve into a 30-27 49ers victory by way of 
a 25-yard Steve Young touchdown pass to 


wideout Terrell Owens, who fell across the 
goal line with only three seconds remaining. 

Only five days later, the team's head coach 
of seven years, Mike Holmgren, resigns to 
become executive vice president of football 
Operations/general manager/head coach of 
the Seattle Seahawks. 

A ROUGH RHODE(S) — Moving with swift- 
ness and decisiveness, Wolf tabs former 
Philadelphia Eagles head coach (and one- 
time Green Bay defensive coordinator) Ray 
Rhodes — the only candidate he had given 
serious consideration to — as the 12th head 
coach in team history on January 11, 1999. 

The Packers launched the 1999 season 
under Rhodes in breathtaking fashion, literal- 
ly winning three of the first four games in the 
last minute, largely via the heroics of quarter- 
back Brett Favre. 

Despite the handicap of a sprained thumb 
on his passing hand, the indomitable Favre 
brought his team from behind on all three 
occasions. His one-yard touchdown pass to 
tight end Jeff Thomason pulled out a 28-24 
victory over Oakland in the season opener 
with only 11 seconds remaining, his 23-yard 
TD strike to wideout Corey Bradford with 12 
seconds left propelled the Packers past 
Minnesota in Week 3 (23-20) and his 21-yard 
scoring throw to flanker Antonio Freeman 
with 1:05 to play snatched a 26-23 victory 
from Tampa Bay's grasp in the next game. 

The football fates, however, suddenly 
stopped smiling upon the Green and Gold, 
who lost four of the next five games before 
launching a three-game winning streak — 
dispatching Detroit, San Francisco and 
Chicago in order — then encountering a cost- 
ly three-game losing streak going into the 
season finale. 

Despite faltering down the stretch, the 
Packers still had an opportunity to make the 
playoffs on the final day of the season but a 
late-afternoon Dallas victory over the New 
York Giants eliminated them from contention 
and, with a final 8-8 record, they missed the 
playoffs for the first time in seven years and 
fell short of a winning record for the first time 
since 1991. 

Saying that the Packers lacked the tough- 
ness and fire he desired, Wolf relieved 
Rhodes on his head coaching duties the 
evening of the team's final game, also firing 
all of the assistant coaches. 

THE PRESENT — After a search process 
lasting better than two weeks, Wolf surprises 
many NFL observers by naming Mike 
Sherman, the Seattle Seahawks’ offensive 
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- debut campaign. 


coordinator and Green Bay's tight ends coach 
from 1997-98, as the 13th head coach in 
Packers history on January 18, 2000. 

A quietly confident, 21-year coaching veter- 
an, Sherman immediately promises to bring 
structure, discipline and team chemistry to 
the 2000 Packers. He also expresses his 
long-time love affair with the Green Bay 
Packers and their tradition, dating back to his 
Massachusetts childhood, when he would 
read legendary coach Vince Lombardi's 
books on football each night before going off 
to sleep. 

To his considerable credit, Sherman pro- 
ceeded to “match" Lombardi's first-year 
record as Green Bay's head coach in his 
Surmounting multiple 
injury problems along the way — punctuated 
by Favre's prolonged, preseason bout with 
tendinitis, the early loss of offensive tackle 
Earl Dotson and the continuing unavailability 
of Levens, his hobbled Pro Bow! running back 
— he guided the Packers to a 9-7 record and 
within inches of a playoff berth in 2000. (By 
way of comparison, Lombardi had posted a 
7-5 record in his maiden, 1959 season in 
Green Bay.) 

Sherman's winning baptismal also was 
achieved despite the handicap of an 0-2 start 
— which alone might have been sufficient to 
give a first-year head coach pause — as well 
as four losses in the first six games. 

Not one easily turned aside, he persevered 
— even when the Packers’ record slipped to 
5-and-7 in the last week of November — and 


rallied his troops for a rousing finish...one 
that saw them sweep the board against their 
NFC Central Division rivals. They disposed of 
the Chicago Bears, Detroit Lions, Minnesota 
Vikings and Tampa Bay Buccaneers in order, 
the Bucs in overtime to complete the most 
memorable late-year comeback in the team's 
recent history. 

The quality of Sherman's shakedown cruise 
was underscored by the fact that the Green 
and Gold won more games against teams 
with winning records (six) than any other 
team in the league, posted a 5-2 record 
against playoff teams and won their last five 
games in Lambeau Field, reasserting the 
home-field advantage. 

A month after that stirring finish, Wolf 
retired as the team's executive vice president 
and general manager (February 1) and 
Sherman welcomed a new challenge, being 
named to succeed Wolf. He thus became the 
first Packers executive to shoulder the dual 
responsibilities of head coach and general 
manager since Bart Starr in 1980. 

Wolf's impressive nine-year tenure closed 
with the team's first Super Bowl champi- 
onship in 29 years (in 1996), back-to-back 
National Football Conference titles (1996-97), 
three consecutive NFC Central division 
crowns (1995-97), 101 total victories (includ- 
ing playoffs), eight winning seasons (1992- 
98, 2000), six straight playoff appearances 
(1993-98) and the NFL's best regular-season 
record since the 1993 advent of free agency, 
83-45.

TEAM INTERNET SITE: PACKERS.COM 

Launched in 1997, packers.com is the official internet site of the Green Bay Packers. 

The site is a valuable resource for both fans and the media, containing all of the team’s official press releas- 
es, the most up-to-date depth chart and player rosters, game and cumulative statistics, plus bios of all play- 
ers, coaches and key front office personnel. Audio of most press conferences also is available on 
packers.com, including live, streaming audio in many cases. 

Breaking team news is posted on the home page of packers.com simultaneously with its release to the 
media. Fans also can sign up for a special email list, which will give them notice of late-breaking information 
as well as of other special occurrences on the site. 

There are many special features which are unique to packers.com, including Lambeau Cam, which allows 
one the opportunity to see inside the Packers’ stadium 365 days a year, 24 hours a day. Other popular items 
on the site are weekly, in-season chats with Green Bay players; an ‘Ask The Packers’ section which allows fans 
to ask players and coaches questions, the best of which are answered on the site; and game broadcasts of the 
Packer Radio Network. 

A Construction Cam was added to the site in July of this year. Through it, fans are able to view a series of 
live photos of the Lambeau Field redevelopment project. 

A special Kids section as well as an extensive History section, which includes a data base of every player 
who ever played for the team, are other popular areas of the site. Fans interested in learning about the 
Packers’ civic endeavors can tap into the Community section. 

The latest and best in officially-licensed team merchandise also can be purchased from the Packers Pro 
Shop, on a secured basis through the site or by going directly to packersproshop.com. 

Many Green Bay fans were able to successfully utilize packers.com to purchase stock in the team when 
shares were offered late in 1997 for the first time in 47 years. Last year, fans were able to go to the site to 
see the Packers’ plans for the proposed redevelopment of Lambeau Field and to find answers to their ques- 
tions about the project. More recently, the site has told fans how to purchase such things as Packers license 
plates, advance game-day parking for the 2001 season and tickets for the Family Night scrimmage.

Preseason training camps open, Clubs not permitted to open official preseason camp earlier 
than July 5.

The Green Bay Packers have always had a special bond with their fans and with the community — a bond that 
dates back to 1919, when Curly Lambeau and George Calhoun brought together athletes and organized a football 
team. The community supported the team in times of need, by “passing the hat" at games and by buying stock in 
1923, 1935, 1950 and 1997, among other ways. To give back to the community, the Packers organization extend- 
ad its hand to the needy in the state of Wisconsin with the development of the Green Bay Packers Foundation on 
December 30, 1986, 

"Our unique ownership structure gives us a strong link With fans and the community, who have supported us for 
so many years,” says Green Bay Packers President and CEO Bob Harlan. ‘We have fans not just in Green Bay, but 
throughout the state, and the Foundation is a great way to give something back.” 

The Foundation assists in a wide variety of activities and programs that benefit education, civic affairs, health 
services, human services and youth-related programs. It is a non-profit organization created to assist charitable 
and worthwhile causes throughout the state of Wisconsin. All grant recipients must be public charities exempt from 
taxation under Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code. 

Not all funding requests can be filled, and there are areas that do not fit the Foundation's established guidelines, 
Among the types of requests that cannot be filled are those for building construction, endowments, political cam- 
paigns and activities, individuals (including loans and scholarships), advertising, multi-year grant requests and 
projects/programs from outside Wisconsin. 

The brainchild of The Honorable Robert J. Parins, the team's president from 1982-89, the Foundation has 
awarded $886,676 in grants, including a record amount of $150,000 to 40 organizations in 2000. Contributions to 
individual organizations made by the Foundation ranged from between $1,000 to $10,000 at the most recent dis- 
bursement with 70 percent of the total monies staying within Brown County, The funds donated comes from the 
interest accrued from a trust fund established in 1988 and donations made to the Foundation from outside sources. 
The trust fund is the same fund that now would receive whatever monies remained after the payment of all expens- 
es in the avent that the Packers franchise would ever be sald, 

The recipients of the grants are decided on by a five-person committee, made up from the club's board of direc- 
tors, including a member of the seven-person executive committee. The Foundation committee, which is appoint- 
ed by the president of the Green Bay Packers, meets in August and December. Completed applications must be 
received each year by November 1. Grants are awarded at the December meeting. Organizations awarded grants, 
after lagal process, receive funds in March. 

Organizations in Wisconsin interested in applying for a Foundation grant shauld request a guideline application 
letter in writing on their organization's letterhead. All requests should be sent to: Phillip A. Pionek, Secretary; Green 
Bay Packers Foundation; P.O, Box 10628; Green Bay, WI 54307-0628. 

The Green Bay Packers as an organization also make financial contributions to various projects, in addition to 
donating items for charity raffles and auctions at schools, churches, hospitals and other philanthropic groups. Such 
requests should be directed to: Jeanne McKenna, Director of Community Relations, at the above address. Last year, 
items donated by the Packers raised over one million dollars tor charities across Wisconsin.

Paul's Pantry 

Since 1986, the Green Bay Packers, the 
Packers Women's Association and Paul's iam 
Pantry have worked together to help feed those j= 
less fortunate in the Green Bay area. The PWA's 
2000 Food Drive collected more than 14,000 
non-perishable food items and more than 
$8,000 in cash for Paul's Pantry. Through the

The Packers also joined forces with Paul's} 
Pantry, Hormel Foods and Copps Food Centers 
to provide Christmas dinners to more than 200 needy families in 2000, as players and their signifi- 
cant others distributed hams, groceries, holiday items and winter hats to families at Paul's Pantry. 

Salvation Army 

In the spirit of the holiday season, the Green Bay Packers and the Packers Women's Association 
made Christmas more manageable for 35 needy families in the Green Bay area through the Salvation 
Army's Adopt-A-Family program. The families were given gifts and clothing, as well as a deluxe hol- 
iday dinner. Over the past three years, Packers players and the PWA have adopted 210 families 
through the Adopt-A-Family program, touching more than 1,000 lives. 

Green and Gold Gala 

The Packers organization has been a strong supporter of the Green and Gold Gala, an annual event 

that aids the Family Service Association, which offers diverse services to families in crisis and in 
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need. The Packers have donated autographed items and money, and players, coaches and staff 
members also have made personal appearances to show their support. Packers President Bob 
Harlan and his wife, Madeline, have served nine years as Honorary Hosts for the charity event. 
Toast of the Town 

The annual fundraising event, which features a series of events and dinners at area homes and busi- 
nesses, supports A Woman's Place at St. Mary's Hospital, a health resource center dedicated to pro- 
viding information and community support for women’s health issues. The Packers have supported 
the event through ticket purchases and donations of autographed items, and in 2000 Toast of the 
Town raised more than $100,000. Madeline Harlan has chaired the event the past two years. 

YwCA 

The Packers have supported the YWCA through the Festival of Trees 
since 1988. Each year, the Packers and Packers Women's Association 
have decorated and donated the "Packers Christmas Tree,” which is 
adorned with autographed ornaments, an autographed football and tickets 
to a Packers game, and awarded in a fundraising raffle. The "Packers 
Christmas Tree" historically has been the top moneymaker at the annual 
event. Also, through other financial donations, the YWCA has received 
more than $17,000 from the team. 

Service League 

Packers’ players, staff, coaches and their spouses have supported the 
Service League of Green Bay over the years with donations of autographed 
items and through participation in Service League fundraising events, 
including the Fall Fashion Show and the Big Event For Little Kids. 

Big Brothers/Big Sisters 

Big Brothers/Big Sisters received more than $7,600 in contributions from the team in 2000. The 
Packers also have supported the mentorship organization through autographed donations, providing 
a speaker for the organization's annual banquet and sponsoring a hole in their annual golf tourna- 
ment. 


Christmas In May 
Each year since 1996, Packers personnel (players, coaches and staff) have refurbished a home for 
an elderly and/or disabled homeowner through the Christmas In May program. In May 2000, more 
than 50 volunteers from the Packers helped replace the roof, soffits and fascia, poured concrete for 
Sea new driveway and sidewalks, caulked windows, 
sjand made other necessary repairs to the home. The 
iPackers also donate a $2,250 annual sponsorship 
fee to the Christmas In May program. 
Cystic Fibrosis 
For more than 13 years, the head coach of the 
HGreen Bay Packers has served as the honorary 
chairman of the 65 Roses Celebrity Golf 
jTournament. Packers coaches, players, and staff 
have teamed up with Humana to raise more than 
$300,000 for the fight against Cystic Fibrosis 
through the annual golf tourney. The money is 
used to establish a CF resource center at St. Vincent Hospital, hold semi-annual medical clinics (so 
that patients don't have to travel to Milwaukee or Madison), and train doctors and medical staff in the 
latest CF treatments. 


League Partnerships 
For the 12th straight year, National Football League Properties provided each team in the league 
with $25,000 in 2000 to help local charities as part of the NFL Visa U.S.A. Charity Donation Program. 
The Packers gave $10,000 to the Boys & Girls Clubs of Green Bay, $10,000 to the United Way of 
Brown County and $5,000 to Very Special Arts of Wisconsin.

Lambeau Field Concession Stands 
The concession stands at Lambeau Field generated more than $340,000 for 65 community organ- 
izations in 2000. The Packers, in cooperation with Promotion Management Inc., allow community 
groups to work the concession stands on game days and share the proceeds. 
Community Quarterback Awards 
The Packers organization established the Community Quarterback Awards in 2000 to recognize 
individuals whose volunteer efforts make a difference in the community. Dr. Jeremy Green received 
the top award, with a $10,000 grant going to N.E.W. Community Clinic in Green Bay. Dr. Green, an 
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internist at Prevea Webster Clinic, has volunteered j= 
at N.E.W. Community Clinic for more than 29 
years.

More than 450 high school football coaches from Wisconsin and Upper Michigan took part in the 
second annual Packers Coaches Clinic in May 2001. Head Coach Mike Sherman and his coaching 
staff conducted the team-sponsored clinic at the Don Hutson Center, lecturing and demonstrating 
coaching techniques with the help of several Packers players. 

Packers Halftime Entertainment 

Fans were treated to a special performance during halftime of the Packers’ regular-season finale on 
December 24, 2000. More than 150 dance students from five area studios joined pom pon squad 
members from area high schools for the special Christmas Eve dance show. Rhodesia Butler, wife 
of Packers safety LeRoy Butler, directed the performance. 

Midwest Shrine Game 

For 50 years, the Packers have designated one preseason game as the Midwest Shrine Game. Each 
year at the game, the Packers donate $35,000 to the Shrine Tripoli Temple, which operates the 
Shriners Hospitals for Children in the Twin Cities and Chicago. A large portion of the game's pro- 
ceeds are split between the two units, where children from Wisconsin are often sent for treatments. 

Bishop's Charities Game 

Since 1961, the Packers have designated a preseason game at Lambeau Field as the Bishop's 
Charities Game. From this game, the Packers have given a total of $2,575,000 to the Diocese of 
Green Bay. 

Boards and Commissions 

Green Bay Packers staff is involved in the community through many boards, commissions and 
other volunteer efforts. Packers’ personnel have seats on more than 30 area boards and committees, 
including the Salvation Army, Unity Hospice, Green Bay Marathon, YMCA, Special Olympics, Brown 
County Humane Society and Bellin Hospital. 

High School Coach of the Week 

Each week during the football season the Packers salute an area high school football coach. The 
Coach of the Week program recognizes coaches in Wisconsin and Upper Michigan for demonstrat- 
ing outstanding leadership on and off the field, and each recipient is awarded a package of mer- 
chandise and a $500 donation to the school's football program. Additionally, one area coach is 
selected as the Green Bay Packers High School 
Coach of the Year and honored at Lambeau Field 
during one of the Packers’ final home games. 
The 2000 Coach of the Year was Greg Rabas of 
De Pere (Wis.) High School. 

Separate from the Coach of the Week pro- 
gram, the Packers also donate football equip- 
ment to area schools on a regular basis. 

Winners Wear Helmets 

Every year at Lambeau Field the Packers host 
the Winners Wear Helmets program, coordinat- 
ed by N.E.W. Curative Rehabilitation and the 
Center For Childhood Safety. Third graders from 
Northeast Wisconsin take a field trip to Lambeau Field in May to learn about bicycle safety, aad more 
than 500 bicycle helmets are given to children from low-income families. A player regularly acts as 
a guest speaker to emphasize wearing helmets on bicycles and on the football field. 

Punt, Pass & Kick 

The Packers play host to the annual Punt, Pass & Kick competition during halftime of a Packers 
regular-season home game. Youngsters from across the state compete for the Green Bay Packers 
PPK Team Champion title and the chance to go on to the national competition at an NFL playoff game. 
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In 2000, two Wisconsin competitors, Natalie Baumgart of Wausau (10-11 year old girls’ division) and 
Shane Teigen of Prairie du Sac (12-13 year old boys’ division), were crowned national PPK champi- 
ons. 
Alumni Weekend 
The Green Bay Packers Alumni Charity Golf Tournament and Celebrity Banquet bring together an 
average of 150 former players each fall to raise money for the Boys & Girls Club. Since the annual 
festivities began in 1984, more than $1.8 million has been raised through entry fees and ticket sales 
for the two events. 
Finish At The 50 
More than 2,000 runners took part in the inaugural Finish At The 50 race as part of the Green Bay 
Packers Kickoff 2000 weekend in late July. The 5K run, which ended on the 50-yard line inside 
Lambeau Field, brought out expert and novice runners, families, and kids who were all looking for- 
ward to running on the storied ground of the Packers’ home turf. Proceeds from the race benefited 
Children's Hospital of Wisconsin, Special Olympics and the Greater Green Bay YMCA. 
Internships 
The Packers organization offers internships to young adults in a number of areas. The marketing, 
public relations, equipment, training, computer technology and video departments all provide interns 
with valuable experience to add to their college classwork or professional training.

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Wayne Larrivee and Larry McCarren enter the third season of a new era of broadcasts across the Packer 
Radio Network in 2001. Though both are veteran broadcasters, the two joined together for the first time in 
1999 to bring the color and excitement of Green Bay Packers football to fans throughout Wisconsin, Upper 
Michigan and three more-distant states. 

Larrivee, who grew up as a fan of the Packers in his native Lee, Mass., joined Green Bay's broadcast team 
after 14 seasons as the radio voice of the Chicago Bears (1985-98) on WGN and WMAQ Radio in Chicago. 
Earlier, he had done play-by-play of Kansas City Chiefs games for seven years (1978-84) on KCMO Radio in 
Kansas City. Known for his thorough preparation and his moderated, yet enthusiastic, call of the action, 
Larrivee’s more-recent credits also include play-by-play of Chicago Bulls basketball on WGN-TV since 1991, 
Big Ten Conference football and basketball for ESPN Regional and Raycom, co-host of the nationally syndi- 
cated Pro Football Weekly radio program the past 15 years and Chicago Cubs baseball. 

“Wayne's work speaks for itself,” says Jon Schweitzer, vice president and general manager of WTMJ 
Radio, “He’s one of the finest play-by-play people in the country.” 

Highly-decorated, the 46-year-old Larrivee was named Illinois ‘Sportscaster of the Year’ in 1997 and is 

a seven-time winner of the Silver Dome Award, presented by the Illinois Broadcasters Association, for best 
radio football play-by-play. More recently, in 2000, Larrivee was selected as the best football play-by-play 
broadcaster in the state of Wisconsin at the annual Achievement in Radio Awards. 

, A 1977 graduate of Emerson College in Boston with wide-ranging talents, Larrivee also has done play- 
by-play of University of lowa football, Quad Cities (lowa) Angels minor league baseball, University of 
Missouri basketball and Kansas City Kings basketball. 

McCarren first joined the team’s broadcasts in 1995, working his first four seasons with Jim Irwin and 
Max McGee. Inducted into the Packer Hall of Fame in 1992, he also is a favorite among television viewers 

in northeast Wisconsin. Sports director at WFRV-TV in Green Bay since 1988, he additionally has served 

as co-host of Inside 1265, the official television program of the Green Bay Packers. He twice has been voted 

Wisconsin ‘Sportscaster of the Year’ (1995-96) by the National Sportscasters and Sportswriters 
Association. 

An iron man at center for the Packers for 12 seasons (1973-84), McCarren played in 162 consecutive 
games — the third-longest streak in team history — helping him earn the nickname ‘Rock.’ He was voted 
to the Pro Bowl in 1982 and '83. Earlier, he had been a co-captain at the University of Illinois as both a jun- 
ior and senior. McCarren, 49, originally is from Park Forest, III. 

WTMJ Radio, which has been broadcasting the team’s games since November of 1929, continues its 
long-standing role as the flagship station of the Packer Radio Network. That designation continues into this 
century as the two parties announced a long-term extension to their radio broadcast rights agreement early 
in 1995. 

The Packer Radio Network is made up of 78 stations in 57 markets and five states. A complete listing 
of network affiliates can be found on the ensuing page.

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Construction is underway at venerable Lambeau Field, the 44-year old structure in the midst a 
major redevelopment project that will completely upgrade and enhance the National Football 
League's most revered stadium by the start of the 2003 season. 

Following the passage of a September 12, 2000, referendum by Brown County voters, the $295 mil- 
lion project — jointly financed by the City of Green Bay, county taxpayers, the Packers and the NFL 
— began in earnest in early 2001. Construction is slated to continue year-round for the next two 
years, allowing the team to remain at Lambeau instead of having to put the club and its fans on the 
road until the project's completion. 

Opened in 1957, Lambeau Field has undergone numerous changes since its first season, including 
seven prior seating expansions and the addition of private boxes. But, as new stadiums rose 
throughout the NFL in the 1990s, Lambeau Field became outdated. As a publicly-owned team, the 
Packers must generate a significant amount of income from Lambeau Field to remain competitive. 
Challenges with capacity, as well as the need for updated private boxes, more club seats, restrooms 
and concessions, made redevelopment a necessity. 

Faced with these challenges, Packers President Bob Harlan went to work in October of 1999 to put 
together a plan to protect 80 years of Packers history and to ensure the continued viability of the club. 
After numerous feasibility studies and overwhelming support for renovation over the building of a 
new stadium, the redevelopment plan was decided upon as the proper course of action. Unveiled in 
January of 2000 by Harlan, the plan ultimately won approval in September with the hard work of 
many individuals who were committed to preserving the future of professional sport's most unique 
franchise. 

"Our fans overwhelmingly asked us to save Lambeau Field,” Harlan said. “This plan accomplishes 
that while giving the Packers an economic base to build for the future in Green Bay. We want this to 
be the No. 1 destination in the state of Wisconsin. We're going to build a stadium that the rest of the 
National Football League wished it had.” 

With a classic retro look that will set the new standard for all NFL stadiums, the redeveloped 
Lambeau Field not only will include an overhauled stadium infrastructure and amenities but also the 
creation of Titletown, a year-round entertainment and Packers cultural center for all football fans. The 
integrity and intimacy of Lambeau's seating bowl, meanwhile, will be maintained. 

Included in the redeveloped stadium will be roughly 10,000 additional seats, including 6,000 gen- 
eral admission seats within the bowl, increasing the stadium capacity to approximately 71,500. Of 
the new seats, 2,000 will go toward reducing the 56,000-person season ticket waiting list. Non-sea- 
son ticket holding Brown County residents will have the opportunity to purchase the remaining 4,000 
general admission seats on a game-by-game basis, meaning that 40,000 new fans would get to see 
the Packers play every year. In addition, disabled accessible seats will increase from 28 to more than 
700. 
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Concession points-of-sale and restrooms will be greatly expanded as well, lessening the time a fan 
is out of his or her seat during the course of a game. The number of concession stands will increase 
from 186 to over 300. Availability of women's restrooms, which was far below meeting the needs of 
female fans in the old stadium, will increase from 180 to more than 600, while men's restrooms will 
go up from 436 to over 550. 

The main concourse — currently so narrow in some places that it has become a fan safety prob- 
lem —will be expanded dramatically. And a new, upper concourse, complete with concession stands 
and restrooms, will debut with the redeveloped stadium, greatly increasing the ease in which fans can 
move through the stadium, in and out of the seating area. 

A key component of the redevelopment is Titletown, a 366,000-square-foot, five-story atrium locat- 
ed on the east side of the stadium. Titletown will help create an ‘entertainment district’ at Lambeau 
Field, a concept pioneered at venues such as Camden Yards in Baltimore and Jacobs Field in 
Cleveland. Combining a vastly expanded Packers Pro Shop, the Packer Hall of Fame, interactive 
amenities, stadium club, special event facilities, a food court and the team's administrative offices 
and football operations, Titletown will become a fan destination 365 days a year, generating year- 
round revenue — which is essential to the team's survival — rather than on just 10 game days, as 
currently is the case. 

Special event facilities in the atrium and stadium club will be able to accommodate meetings and 
banquets for up to 700 people and concert and performance seating for up to 1,000, providing a 
unique setting for any business or social event. 

The voter-approved financing for the project comes in the form of a half-cent sales tax in Brown 
County — the county where the Packers make their estimated $144 million annual economic impact 
— that supports $160 million in bonding for the project. The state of Wisconsin approved funding 
of an additional $9.1 million for stadium infrastructure improvements. The Packers, the City and the 
NFL will contribute $125.9 million to the project from a one-time seat user fee ($1,400 for seven- 
game ‘Green Package’ ticket holders, $600 for three-game ‘Gold Package’ ticket holders), proceeds 
from the 1997-98 stock sale and an NFL loan. Additionally, the club has pledged to cover any proj- 
ect cost overruns in consideration of its authority to direct the design of the building and stadium 
construction. 

The Packers’ contribution to the project ranks as the fifth-highest in NFL history. 

Enabling legislation for the project was signed into law by then-Wisconsin Gov. Tommy Thompson 
on May 13, 2000, in a ceremony held right on Lambeau Field. Later, on January 3, 2001, the Green 
Bay/Brown County Professional Stadium District Board approved a new Lambeau Field lease agree- 
ment between the district, the Packers and the City of Green Bay, the primary term of the lease to run 
for 30 years after the opening of the redeveloped stadium in 2003. A groundbreaking ceremony, 
involving Wisconsin Gov. Scott McCallum, area dignitaries and Packer officials and players, subse- 
quently was held on May 19, 2001.

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With construction well underway for the 2001 season, the Packers, in conjunction with area author- 
ities and businesses, have developed traffic, parking and stadium entry/exit plans to get fans to and 
from the stadium, through the construction zone, in a safe and efficient manner. Information was 
sent to season ticket holders as well as being available at the Packers ticket office and on the team's 
website, www.packers.com. 

As the construction proceeds, fans can keep tabs on the progress by logging on to packers.com 
and clicking on the link to the Lambeau Construction Cam, which provides updated images of the 
construction area on the east side of the stadium from 6 a.m. to 10 p.m. CT daily. 

The longest-tenured facility in the National Football League, Lambeau has undergone numerous 
seating additions to reach its present capacity of 60,890. It easily ranks as one of the most recog- 
nized and envied locales in all of professional sports, a fact recognized in 1999 when Sports 
Iilustrated named it the eighth-best venue in the world to watch sports — and the lone NFL stadium 
to make the magazine's list of 20. 

Lambeau maintains a nostalgic and intimate feel to it with totally unobstructed sightlines. 
Permeated by history, tradition and mystique, the view from inside can be awe-inspiring. 

Dedicated as City Stadium on September 29, 1957 — a day which saw Green Bay topple the hated 
Chicago Bears, 21-17 — during ceremonies attended by then-Vice President Richard M. Nixon and 
National Football League Commissioner Bert Bell, it later was renamed Lambeau Field in 1965 fol- 
lowing the death of E.L. ‘Curly’ Lambeau, founder and first coach of the Packers. 

Originally built at a cost of $960,000, an amount shared equally by the Packer Corporation and the 
City of Green Bay, the facility was financed by way of a bond issue that received 2-to-1 voter approval 
in a municipal referendum conducted April 3, 1956. 

Since that time, seating additions — all of them underwritten by the Green Bay Packers, Inc. — 
have increased stadium capacity from its original 32,150 to 38,669 in 1961, to 42,327 in 1963, to 
50,852 in 1965 and to 56,263 in 1970. Construction of the initial 72 private boxes in 1985 swelled 
capacity to 56,926, and a 1990 addition of 36 boxes and the 1,920 theatre-style club seats (in the 
south end zone on either side of the scoreboard) moved that number to 59,543. 

The seventh — and most recent — seating addition occurred in 1995, when a $4.7-million project 
put 90 more private boxes in the previously open north end zone, first giving the stadium the feel of 
being a complete bowl. Also that year, just prior to the start of the season, an ultra-modern 
Turbosound Flashlight Loudspeaker System was put into place at the north end of Lambeau. The new 
audio configuration, installed at a cost of $210,000, provides highly intelligible sound throughout the 
stadium while minimizing reverberation off the glass of the premium seating areas. 
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An aerial view of the redevoloped Lambeau Field as it will appear for the open of the 2003 season, the sta- 
dium’s exterior will feature a retro look of red brick with accents of green and glass. The classic style will set 
408 the new standard for all NFL stadiums. 
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The five-story Titletown atrium, a key element of the Lambeau Field redevelopment project, will house an 
expanded Packers Pro Shop, a relocated Packer Hall of Fame, a stadium club and the offices of the Packers’ 
administration and football operations. A new, upper concourse also can be seen at the left, complete with its 
own restrooms and concessions. 


Installed in the spring of 1997 was a specially-designed gravel drainage system which allows the 
playing field to effectively handle up to 15 inches of rain per hour, as well as irrigation and radiant ‘ 
heating systems. The new heating system, which replaced the 30-year-old heating coils installed by 
former Packers coach Vince Lombardi, includes over 30 miles of radiant heating pipe and is capable 
of maintaining a root zone temperature of over 70 degrees, thus making it possible for grass to con- 
tinue growing throughout the winter months. 

The stadium earlier had been upgraded in 1993 with the initial installation of a Sony JumboTron 
color replay board in the north end zone. Complemented in 1996 by a new scoreboard project, the a 
two scoreboards at Lambeau provide fans with a complete listing of game score, down and distance, « 
ball location, time of game, yardage figures and out-of-town scores with greater visibility. The larg- 
er of the two new boards, 208-feet long and 40-feet high, extends across the north end zone, while 
the south end zone is home to a scoreboard measuring 164-feet long and 38-feet high. In addition 
to the matrix portions, each complete scoreboard includes a 20-by-26 foot replay board, the original 
north end zone screen having been moved to the south end zone and replaced by a similar Sony 
replay board. 

Also prominent within the stadium are the names of the 19 Packers players and coaches who have | ' 
been elected to the Pro Football Hall of Fame in Canton, Ohio, which are permanently displayed on < 
the green walls between floors of the stadium's private boxes, on both sides of the stadium. All 12 ‘ 
of the team's championship years (1929-30-31, 1936, 1939, 1944, 1961-62, 1965-66-67, 1996) 
additionally are emblazoned above the club seats in the south end zone. 

In recent years, Lambeau Field has become one of the toughest places to play in the National 
Football League. Since 1992, Green Bay holds an impressive 53-10 regular-season record at 
Lambeau, plus a 5-0 mark in the playoffs, for an overall record of 58-10 (.853). Even more impos- « 
ing is the fact that the Packers have won 55 of their last 62 games in Green Bay (including the five 
postseason victories). 

In the midst of going nearly four full seasons at home without a defeat — prior to a 1998 Monday 
night loss to Minnesota, their last setback at Lambeau had come in the 1995 season opener — the 
Packers established the second-longest home winning streak, 25 games, in National Football League 
history. Only the Miami Dolphins of 1971-74 have won more consecutive regular-season games at 
home (27).

The 2001 season will be the last season with the current fan amenities, including the present 198 
private boxes; the existing 1,920 club seats; dynamic sound system; and two end zone scoreboards, 
each with a Sony Jumbotron color replay board. 

Even prior to the start of the current redevelopment project, the Packers organization has spent 
over $50 million on improvements to the stadium, club administration building and training facilities 
over the past two decades, including construction of the original indoor practice structure in 1982 
and replacing it with The Don Hutson Center in 1994 at a cost of nearly $4.7 million. 

Unique and incomparable, Lambeau Field now is wholly owned by the City of Green Bay, retirement 
of the original $960,000 indebtedness having been celebrated at a mortgage burning ceremony in 
May of 1978. 

Sold out on a season-ticket basis since 1960, the team maintained two separate ticket packages 
after moving all of its games to Green Bay starting with the 1995 season. ‘Gold’ ticket holders (made
